Maxwell  and  Blair  having  been  appointed  tellers,  when  upon 
counting  the  ballots,  it  was  found  that  James  Dill  had  received 
twenty  votes  for  Secretary,  being  the  votes  of  all  the  Senators 
present;  the  said  James  Dill  was  therefore  declared  to  be  duly 
elected  Secretary  of  the  Senate.

Secretary:  when  after  two  several  ballotings,  Charles  H.  Test 
was  declared  to  be  duly  elected  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  he  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present, 
to  wit:  twelve  votes.

rules,  Mr.  Clark  in  the  Chair,  when,  after  some  time  spent 
thereon,  the  committee  rose,  Mr.  President  resumed  the  Chair, 
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Snd  Mr.  Clark  reported  progress,  with  a  request  for  leave  to  sit 
again,  which  was  granted.

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the  amendments,  made 
or  adopted  in  committee  of  the  whole,  to  the  standing  rules  for 
the  gdVernment  of  the  Senate,  and  the  same  having  been  con- 
sidered separately,  were  adopted,  together  with  some  other 
amendments  in  the  Senate,  and  the  assistant  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  procure  one  hundred  copies  of  the  said  rules  as  a- 
mended,  together  with  the  joint  rules,  to  be  printed  for  the  use 
of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Lanier,  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  now  in- 
formed the  Senate,  that  the  House  of  Representatives  have 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  be  invited  to  attend  immedi- 
ately in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  receive 
the  Message  of  his  excellency  the  Governor,  and  that  seats  will 
be  provided  for  them  on  the  right  of  the  speaker's  chair;  where 
upon, 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  Representatives'  Hall,  and 
took  their  seats  on  the  right  of  the  speaker's  chair,  when  thf' 
following  message  was  delivered  by  the  Governor,  to  wit: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate, 

And  of  the  Houese  of  Representatives : 

I  FEEL  myself  imperiously  called  upon  to  declare,  that  the 
people  of  Indiana,  are  under  no  ordinary  obligations  to  the 
Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  to  make  to  HIM  thei  r  most 
profound  acknowledgements,  for  the  general  diffusion  of  those 
divine  benefactions,  which  have  so  signally  characterized  the 
past  year.  Peace,  plenty  and  an  increase  of  moral  feeling,  have 
since  our  last  assemblage,  blessed  our  growing  community,  with 
all  their  consolations  in  full  fruition.  And  if  a  dense  popula- 
tion, is  in  any  respect  essential  to  the  happiness  of  a  people,  or 
theprosperity  of  a  state,  the  continuous  influx  of  emigration, 
which  we  are  now  experiencmg,  without  a  parallel,  augur  'he 
most  auspicious  results  to  both.  Our  Agricultural  interest, 
more  than  any  other,  the  object  of  our  regard,  is  likely  to  re- 
ceive additional  encouragement,  from  the  hostile  attitude  which 
the  nations  of  Europe,  are  assuming  towards  each  other.  The 
late  rise  in  produce,  (flour  commandmg  $S  50  per  barrel 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore)  is  most  likely  the  effect  of  a  cause,  which 
it  is  very  probable  wjll  not  cease  to  exist,  until  it  is  sensibly 
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iclt  in  tiie  western  country,  the  grainery  of  America,  in  a  bene-^ 
ficial  manner,  by  its  industrious  yeomanry.  If  other  nations 
'.viJl  impoverish  and  disorganize  themselves,  in  fruhless  san- 
guinary wars,  to  gratify  a  fell  desire  for  increased  glory  or  en- 
larged territory,  to  satiate  the  vanity  of  ambition,  without  rea- 
son to  justify  tlie  wrong,  and  create  the  necessity  by  the  suffer- 
ing armies  they  embody,  let  ours  be  the  pleasing  task  of  pluck- 
ing the  fruits  of  their  folly. 

Smce  our  last  separation,  whilst  we  have  witnessed  with 
anxious  solicitude,  the  belligerent  operations  of  another  hemis- 
phere, the  cross  contending  against  the  crescent,  and  a  prospect 
of  a  general  rupture  amongst  the  legitimates  of  other  quarters 
of  the  globe,  superadded  to  the  gloom  which  now  hansis  around 
the  infant  Republics  of  South  America,  our  attention  has  been 
arrested  by  proceedings  in  our  own  country,  truly  dangerous  to 
liberty,  if  seriously  premeditated,  and  disgraceful  to  its  authors, 
if  agitated  only  to  tamper  with  the  American  people.  If  such 
experiments  as  we  see  attempted  in  certain  deluded  quarters, 
do  not  fall  with  burst  of  thunder  upon  the  heads  of  their  sedi- 
tious projectors,  then,  indeed,  the  republic  has  began  to  experi- 
ence the  days  of  its  degeneracy.  But,  the  enormity  of  the  act, 
really  weakens  the  credence  which  might  othei-wise  be  attach- 
ed to  the  motive.  Surely  discord  is  not  seated  in  her  ancient 
throne  so  soon,  in  the  land  of  Washington.  These  doings,  we 
hope,  are  but'the  shadows  of  a  vision.  The  union  of  these  states 
is  the  people's  only  sure  charter  for  their  liberties  and  indepen- 
dence. Dissolve  it,  and  each  state  will  soon  be  in  a  condition 
as  deplorable  as  Alexanders  conquered  countries,  after  they 
were  divided  amongst  his  victorious  military  captains.  If  it 
were  believed,  that  those  efforts  for  disunion,  which  have  been 
recently  made  in  some  of  the  Southern  states,  are  the  work  of 
reflection,  they  should  be  met  at  once  with  that  indignant  ex- 
pression of  disapprobation,  by  the  state  authorities,  which  such 
Treasonable  designs,  should  always  call  forth  from  the  pen  and 
tongue  of  the  patriot. 

No  causes,  such  as  are  alledged,  ought  ever  to  be  deemed 
suffipient  tp  separate  these  states.  They  must  be  kept  together 
peadhly  if  we  cnn,  forcibly  if  we  must. 

It  is  a  mistake  in  those  who  suppose,  that  the  Western  states 
are  dependent  upon  the  cotton  of  the  South,  as  an  indispensa- 
ble article  of  their  necessities.  These  states  are  furnished  with 
Ihe  most  perfect  means  of  independence.  We  consume 
considerable  Southern  cotton,  it  is  true,  but,  if  the  produc- 
tions of  our  soil,  were  not  exchanged  for  it,  how  marked  would 
be  the  diminution  iminediately,  in  the  quantity  consumefl* 
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And  if  our  horses,  hogs,  cattle  or  other  staples,  shall  ever  be 
excluded  from  Southern  markets,  by  unconstitutional  laws,  or 
non-consumption  agreements,  it  will  but  give  an  impulse  in 
these  states,  to  the  culture  of  cotton^  hemp,  flax  and  wool,  which 
will  soon  take  the  place  of  foreign  cotton.  The  newly  invented 
machinery  for  manufacturing  these  articles,  into  a  great  variety 
of  fabricks,  once  successful,  our  necessities  for  cotton,  from  other 
states,  must  soon  grow  as  limited,  as  their's  would  seem  to  be, 
for  our  commodities.  Be  this  as  it  may,  it  is  an  error  to  pre- 
sume, that  the  people  of  Indiana,  can  be  induced  or  forced  to 
abandon  their  favorite  internal  improvement  and  domestic  man- 
ufacturing systems,  to  secure  to  themselves  the  comfort  and 
honor  of  wearing  Georgia  or  Carolina  cotton,  whilst  their  own 
climate  and  soil,  are  capable  of  producing  their  variety  of 
superior  raw  materials. 

Except  what  has  been  referred  to,  nothing  has  occurred  in 
our  excellent  country,  to  disturb  the  tranquillity  of  the  people, 
or  impair  in  the  least,  their  progressive  prosperity,  since  the 
people's  representatives  last  consulted  together,  worthy  of  no» 
tice ;  unless  the  excitement  which  has  arisen,  and  the  example 
sat,  by  the  late  animated  controversy  for  a  Chief  Magistrate  of 
the  nation,  and  the  unusual  and  dangerous  means  resorted  to,  to 
effect  the  end  desired,  shall  inflict  a  wound  upon  our  admirable 
institutions,  of  a  character  too  deadly  for  even  time  in  the  pleni- 
tude of  her  sanctifying  influences  to  heal.  Then,  indeed,  this  will 
be  marked  on  the  pages  of  history,  as  a  year  memorable  for  its 
misfortunes.  But,  the  fondest  hopes  are  cherished,  that  all  ol 
those  wicked  schemes,  embittered  feelings,  acts  of  imprudence 
and  dreams  of  ambition,  engendered  by  the  late  Presidential 
election,  will  now,iinda  sudden  oblivion,  and  that  our  Consti- 
tution, will  still  be  saved,  the  Union  preserved,  and  the  General 
Government  be  administered  with  wisdom,  prudence,  and  suc- 
cess.    Let  the  head  be  sound  and  the  extremities  may  recover. 

The  treatment  which  candidates  for  oflice  and  public  servants 
too  frequently  receive,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest;  the  prac- 
tice of  saying  all  manner  of  false  and  evil  things  about  them— 
of  slandering  them  without  mercy — of  attempting  to  bring 
them  into  disrepute,  to  destroy  their  usefulness — of  questioning 
their  motives  and  misrepresenting  their  acts,  private  and  ofii- 
cial,  deserve  the  unqualified  animadversion  of  every  friend  to 
good  government  in  the  country — of  c\ery  friend  to  character 
— of  the  lover  of  justice — the  lover  of  liberty  and  mind.  Such 
wanton  licentiousness,  must  in  the  process  of  time,  induce  talent, 
sensitive  and  modest  worth,  to  leave  those  public  stations  in  the 
government,  where  they  might  honor  and  bless  their  country  aad 
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themselves,  to  be  tilled  by  the  ambitious  demagogue,  the  design' 
inp  partizan,  and  sometimes  the  detractor  of  reputation  himself. 
It  is  true,  that  the  public  servant,  is  the  property  of  the  people, 
as  far  as  it  respects  a  free  investigation  of  his  conduct — is  at  all 
times  subject  to  their  legal  will  and  sound  discretion ;  but,  it 
never  can  be  admitted,  that  because  he  assumes  the  character 
of  a  servant,  any  of  his  rights  can  be  invaded  with  impunity, 
his  reputation  plundered,  his  person  insulted  and  abused,  or  his 
feelings  lacerated,  without  a  palpable  violation  of  the  obligation 
which  exists  between  him  and  the  constituent. 

In  obedience  to  an  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly  of  this 
state,  on  the  4th  of  February  1828,1  addressed  a  communication 
to  the  then  Secretary  qf  War,  Mr.  Barbour,  for  a  construction 
of  that  part  of  the  treaty  of  1826,  made  with  the  Pottawatamie 
Indians,  which  relates  to  the  cession  of  land,  for  a  road,  from 
Lake  Michigan  to  the  Ohio  river;  and  in  the  month  of  April 
last,  received  the  reply  of  the  Secretary ;  which  letter  and  an- 
swer, will  be  laid  bvefore  the  Legislature  for  its  further  infor^ 
mation.  It  may  be  stated,  however,  for  the  pubhc  satisfaction 
that  the  Secretary  at  War,  coincides  with  your  Execu- 
tive in  opinion,  that  the  State  of  Indiana,  will  not  be  con- 
fined, in  the  location  of  the  sections  of  land,  to  the  line  of 
the  road,  in  all  cases  where  good  land  cannot  be  found  along  its 
margin ;  but,  may  select  such  lands  as  she  is  willing  to  accept 
of.  It  is  also  suggested  by  the  Secretary,  that  it  might  be  pro- 
per to  consult  the  Indians  as  to  the  length  of  the  road,  and 
where  it  shall  terminate  at  the  Ohio  river.  But,  that  the  state 
is  constituted  the  sole  trustee  of  all  the  parties,  with  full  power 
to'~3o  what  she  in  her  wisdom  may  think  proper,  is  not  doubted 
by  the  Secretary  of  War.  It  now  remains  for  you  gentlemen, 
so  to  manage  this  grant,  as  to  meet  the  wishes  of  all  concerned : 
and  without  procrastination  to  cause  its  benefits  to  be  realized. 
1  would  suggest  that  to  sell  the  land,  before  the  road  is  finished 
or  even  commenced,  is  at  a  single  stroke,  to  sacrifice  a  consider- 
able portion  of  this  valuable  boon,  unnecessarily.  Funds  it  is 
believed,  may  be  raised  by  mortgaging  the  lands  at  an  agreed 
estimate,  and  the  mortgages  be  redeemed  in  due  time,  by  the 
proceeds  of  the  same  land  sales,  at  an  advance  far  exceeding 
the  amount  of  interest,  which  would  accrue.  Not  having  been 
informed  by  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  locate  this  road, 
what  progress  they  have  made  in  attempting  to  discharge  their 
duty,  it  will  be  expected,  that  they  will  in  a  direct  manner,  lay 
before  your  honorable  body  tlie  result  of  their  labors.  That 
economy,  which  it  would  be  desirable  to  see  practised  by  all 
bodies  who  hold  the  purse  strings  of  the  people:  and  that  lofij 
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magnaiiimit) ,  high  sense  of  justice  and  steady  devotednessiotht 
general  and  not  local  interest,  which  to  the  honor  of  Legislators, 
should  predominate  in  their  councils,  call  loudly,  upon  this 
occasion,  for  a  spirit  of  compromise,  equal  to  the  hitherto  ap- 
parent difficulties,  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  overcome,  in 
order  to  fix  upon  a  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  at  which  this  road 
shall  terminate.  Vfhen  legislation  fails  to  effect  this  object,  it 
is  earnestly  hoped,  that  it  may  not  produce  a  further  suspen- 
sion of  the  progress  of  the  I'oad;  but,  that  the  dernier  resort  of 
Commissioners,  selected  by  joint  ballot,  will  be  appealed  to, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  country  and  the  different 
eligible  points  at  the  river,  as  well  as  to  consult  the  Indians,  and 
then,  by  acting  decisively,  put  a  period  to  this  contention,  which 
appears  to  be  unhappily  interminghng  itself  with  both  ihe poli- 
tics and  legislation  of  the  state.  A  prompt  and  decisive  course 
is  recommended  in  settling  this  question. 

Any  notice  of  the  correspondence,  which  was  opened  during 
thepastyear,  in  virtue  of  the  jointresolulioi^f  (he  General  As- 
sembly, betvveen  the  Executive  of  the  Stattf  of  Ohio,  and  the 
Executive  of  Indiana,  with  respect  to  the  grant  of  lands,  made 
by  Congress  to  this  State,  for  a  Canal,  it  is  presumed,  will  be 
superseded,  by  the  eeveral  acts  of  the  last  Congress  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  relative  to  that  subject.  This  correspondence, 
>vas  evidently  autliprised  to  obtain  the  views  of  the  Ohio  authorij 
tics,  as  to  the  extent  of  this  grant,  and  to  ascertain  the  best  plan 
for  applying  it  to  the  common  advantage  of  the  two  States.  An 
act  of  the  last  Congress,  ceding  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  all  that 
part  of  the  former  grant,  made  to  Indiana,  lying  within  Ohio, 
to  enable  her  to  construct  that  section  of  the  canal  within  her 
limits,  to  wit,  from  Fort  Wayne  to  the  Maumee  Bay,  settles  one 
of  these  questions;  and  another  act  of  the  same  Congress,, 
authorising  a  convention,  of  the  qualified  agents  of  both 
states,  to  define  and  secure  the  rights  of  the  states  and  their 
citizens,  upon  principles  of  reciprocity,  whilst  carrying  on 
their  commercial  operations,  on  a  channel,  subject  to  two 
iurisdictions,  provides  for  the  other.  Mutual  pledges, 
should  be  exchanged  in  the  form  of  Law,  by  the  States,  against 
levying  at  any  time  more  than  certain  defined  or  customary 
duties,  on  produce  or  Merchandize.  These  important  prelimi 
naries,  with  other  points,  may  be  settled,  by  the  commissioners, 
which  it  is  expected  you  will  appoint,  to  negociate  upon,  and 
settle  these  questions.  In  the  mean  time,  a  large  portion  of 
your  deliberations,  will  doubtlesly  be  occupied,  in  devising 
cind  providing  the  means  to  prosecute  and  finish  the  work  with 
prudence,  firnjness  and  despatch.     I  canuot  doubt  the  sinceri 
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ty,  that  authorised  the  commencement  of  tins  State  enterprise ; 
and  the  plain  alternative,  which  points  to  energetic  steps,  to 
secure  to  tiie  State,  the  donation,  the  monies  ah'Cady  expended.; 
a  market  for  our  citizens,  a  high  rank  amongst  lier  sisters, 
wealth,  population,  and  general  pi'osperity,  cannot  now  he  lost 
sight  of,  in  this  instance,  by  the  friends  of  that  heautiful  and 
enriching  system  of  internal  improvements,  which  is  now  justly 
the  theme  of  a  majority  of  the  American  people. 

The  time  has  gone  by  for  hesitation.  We  have  already  cros- 
sed the  Rubicon.  If  we  now  push  forward,  like  the  states  of 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  other  states  have  done,  as 
duty,  honor  and  interest  prompt,  a  moiety  of  the  means  under 
any  circumstances,  must  be  raised  by  loan.  The  land,  if  sold 
for  ready  cash,  will  not  produce  a  sufficient  sum  to  cover  the 
estimjrte  of  this  undertaking. 

But,  if  a  sale  of  lands,  should  be  deemed  prudent  at  all,be» 
fore  the  commencement  or  completion  of  the  canal,  let  there 
be  only  every  other  section  brought  into  market;  making  one 
half  of  the  whole,  to  be  first  appropriated  for  the  summit  level 
section.  This  section  sold,  might  afford  an  opportunity  to  the 
cultivator  of  the  soil,  to  furnish  our  workmen  with  provisions,  a 
little  earlier  and  a  little  cheaper  than  they  could  be  obtained 
elsewhere.  The  one  retained,  would  secure  to  the  State,  the 
increased  value,  which  the  finished  facility,  must  attach  to  it 
Yet,  if  money  could  be  acquired  by  us,  upon  the  same  terms,, 
that  other  states  have  obtained  it,  surely,  it  v/ould  be  most  poli- 
tic to  follow  their  successfuj  example,  and  not  sell  our  lands, 
until  we  knozo  they  are  prepared  to  command  the  highest  price. 
A  pledge  of  the  state'' s  faith  mid  the  /anr;?5,  subject  to  our  right 
to  bring  any  land,we  think  proper  to  sell,  into  market,as  fast  as 
the  canal  is  completed  thixjugii  any  portion  of  them,  to  extin- 
guish the  principal  and  interest,  in  whole  or  in  part,  will  most 
likely  secure  a  sufficient  fund  at  once,  at  5  or  6  per  cent,  and 
prevent  the  inevitable  sacrifice  of  a  premature  sale.  If  we  can 
negotiate  a  loan,redeemable  in  ten  or  more  ycars,upon  fair  terras. 
then,  it  follows  conclusively,  in  my  mind,  in  order  to  obtain  a 
high  price,  that  all  lands  sold,  at  any  time,  should  be  disposed 
of,  upon  the  same  credit;  but,  that  the  purchase  money,  shall 
draw  an  interest  from  the  time  of  sale,  corresponding  with  that 
of  the  loan. 

I  received  the  surveys  and  estimates,  of  Major  Moore,  U- 
nited  States'  Engineer,  in  the  valley  of  the  Wabash  last  year- 
in  the  month  of  August  last,  and  laid  them  before  the  State  Ca 
nal  Commissioners,  at  their  first  meeting.  No  report  has 
i'pached  me.  upon  wh^r]}  \  would  predifnto  an  opinif^n.  oi  ihr- 
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data,  these  Commissioners  have  been  collecting,  by  an  actual 
examination  of  the  route.  They  are  responsible  to  you  for 
their  report  of  particulars. 

What  has  been  the  result  of  a  corps  of  U.  States'  Commis- 
sioners, in  service  this  season  in  the  lower  Wabash  country, 
to  ascertain  the  obstructions  in  that  river,  is  not  yet  known  by 
your  State  authorities.  The  falls  near  the  mouth  of  the  White 
river,  m  the  Wabash,  has  long  since  been  known  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal obstruction  to  its  free  navigation.  And  their  removal  will 
be  viewed  as  a  work  to  be  effected  simultaneously  with  the 
Canal  above,  and  as  a  continuation  of  it.  The  success  of  the 
latter,  secures  that  of  the  former. 

During  the  past  season,  about  one  million  of  acres  of  land, 
have  been  added  to  the  already  ceded  territory  in  Indiana,  by 
treaty  with  the  Pottawatamie  Indians,  lying  in  the  North  Eas- 
tern part  of  the  State. 

This  purchase,  embracing  the  whole  Elk  Hart  country,  is  a 
very  valuable  acquisition,  on  account  of  its  fertility,  and  will 
soon  be  densely  populated. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  of  the  decision  of  the 
people,  in  the  several  Congressional  townships,  relative  to  a  sale 
of  section  sixteen,  will  necessarily  bring  before  you  theinteres 
ting  subject  of  common  schools.  It  will  appear,  that  large 
majorities  have  been  given  at  the  polls  in  favour  of  a  sale.  I( 
is  for  the  Legislature  now  to  act.  There  are  now  few  obstacles 
in  the  way.  Our  inhabitants,  have  seen  the  necessity,  and 
call  for  an  application  of  this  gratuity,  to  educate  their  needy 
youth.  The  brightest  prospects  of  our  present  infant  popula- 
tion and  their  posterity,  depend  upon  the  wisdom  with  which 
this  matter,  is  managed.  We  must  bear  in  mind,  that  we  arc 
treading  upon  sacred  ground,  whilst  maturing  and  arranging 
this  vast  concern.  The  capital,  which  we  have  under  our  con- 
trol, to  appropriate,  to  improve  and  happify  a  portion  of  the 
human  race,  is  truly  a  large  one.  The  one  thirty  sixth  part  of 
the  lands  in  the  State  (allowing  a  deduction  for  waste)  appro- 
priated for  these  useful  and  benevolent  objects,  amount  to  full 
six  hundred  thousand  acres.  This  quantity  at  one  dollar  and 
t-wenty  five  cents  per  acre,  will  produce  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars.  And  this  sum  funded,  is  worth  an  inter- 
est of  thirty  sis  thousand  dollars  annually.  There  may  be 
schools  organized  in  nine  hundred  townships  in  the  state.  At 
such  a  rate,  the  annual  dividend  to  each  township,  would  be 
forty  dollars.  Thi*sum,  would  employ  a  qualified  teacher,  and 
support  a //ce  school,  in  every  township  m  Indiana,  three  months 
each  year.     Should  the  lajid  sell  for  a  greater  amount,  than  is 
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hem  proposed,  the  number  of  schools,  in  each  township,  may  be 
increased  in  proportion.  With  these  means,  and  teachers 
ranked  amongst  the  learned  professions,  with  undoubted  quali  • 
llcations,  you  may  lay  a  foundation,  on  which  may  be  super- 
structed,  an  acceptable  number,  of  the  indispensible  nurseries 
of  freemen.  Selling  these  lands  upon  a  lengthy  credit,  funding 
the  payments,  requiring  the  payment  of  interest  annually  on  the 
pain  of  forfeiture  on  the  whole  sum,  would  appear  to  be  the 
policy,  which  might  most  likely  cause  the  lands  to  bring  the 
greatest  amount,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  an  immediate 
aid  to  the  system. 

The  establishment  of  a  Land  Office,  or  a  Bank,  upon  a  safe 
and  solid  basis,  it  is  supposed,  may  reasonably,  grow  out  of  a 
^eterminai*_vi^  to  sell.  And  this  necessity,  will  become  sti- 
more  apparent,  if  you  determine  to  sell  the  fee  simple,  and  re 
quire  the  principal  to  be  paid  either  in  hand,  or  on  a  moder- 
ate credit.  You  will  then,  find  it  incumbent  upon  you,  to  seek 
st)me  safe  depository  for  this  imi»ense  fund.  The  capital,  or 
its  representative  a  papar  medium,  might  be  loaned  to  the 
state,  at  simple  interest,  or  by  a  correct  financial  operation,  be 
made  to  reahze  compound  interest.  Yours,  will  now  be  the 
thrice  gratifying  duty,  to  adorn  this  fair  portion  of  our  west, 
with  primary  schools.  Posterity,  will  award  the  compensa- 
tion, by  the  monuments  of  gratitude,  they  will  erect  upon 
tbeir  memories. 

Nor,  can  I  suppose  that  female  education,  will  escape  the 
attention  of  my  honorable  auditory.  It  is  that  better  half  oi' 
creation,  who  teach  the  most  lasting  moral,  political  and  social 
lessons,  and  write   them  upon  an  ever-living  recollection. 

The  State  Seminary,  at  Bloomington,  has,  at  length,  taken 
flie  rank  of  a  College,  and  President  Wiley,  from  Pennsylvania^, 
a  very  accomplished  and  scientific  gentleman,  has  taken  it  m 
charge.  The  interest  and  success  of  this  institution,  call  for 
an  enlargement  of  the  buildings,  a  library  and  such  necessary 
apparatus  as  Our  pecuniary  ability  will  enable  us,  at  this  timej 
to  prociire.  The  earlier  we  endow  it  with  a  liberal  hand,  the 
sooner  may  we  expect  to  see  it  flourish,  and  rise  to  that  elevated 
rank  and  reputation,  which  will  tender  a  guarantee  to  the 
youth  of  the  state,  that  they  can  receive  an  educution  as  conrv' 
plete  and  useful  at  home,  as  in  other  states.  This  necessary 
pre-requisite  effected,  the  low  price  at  which  children  are  in- 
structed and  boarded  at  Bloomington,  and  the  healthiness  of 
fts  situation,  will  offer  an  additional  inducement  for  giving  this 
college  the  preference.  And  we  should  coojinually  feel  a  live- 
ly solicitude  to  adopt  the  most  efTectiial  plans,  from  timq  tri 
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time,  to  bring  the  privileges  of  this  institution,  as  much  within 
the  reach  of  the  poor  man's  child,  as  practicable.  As  the  money 
of  the  wealthy  will  secure  to  their  offspring  its  advantages,  it 
is  the  indigent  who  have  the  strongest  claim  upon  your  delibe- 
rations. A  portion  of  the  waste  lands  adjoining  the  institu- 
tion, laid  out  and  enclosed  m  fields  and  gardens,  attached  to  it, 
and  offered  free  of  rent,  to  the  industrious  youth,  without  re- 
sources, who  desires  to  enter  college,  would  enable  many  a  poor 
young  man,  gratified  with  such  an  opportunity,  to  acquire  for 
himself,  the  rich  blessings  of  a  good  education,  by  the  labor  of 
his  own  hands.  Neither  would  a  correct  knowledge  of  either 
agriculture  or  horticulture,  do  the  slightest  injury  to  even 
those,  who  might  not  be  forced  by  necessity,  to  till  the  ground, 
to  improve  the  head.  It  ought  not  to  be  supposed't^o  readily, 
that  whilst  the  mind  is  treasuring  up  the  weighty  masses  of 
science  and  literature,  which  are  crowded  upon  it,  that  the 
healthful  action  and  vigor  of  the  body,  can  be  neglected,  with- 
out doing  an  irreparable  injury  to  the  health  of  the  student. — 
Let  us  aim  to  improve  rather  than  impair  all  of  the  parts  that 
constitute  the  man,  the  head,  the  heart,  and  body. 

The  term  of  the  State's  Prison  Superintendant,  appointed  by 
my  predecessor,  having  expired,  during  the  past  season,  it  be- 
came my  duty  to  provide  for  its  management  in  future.  After 
giving  due  notice,  I  closed  a  contract  with  James  Keigwin.— 
From  the  agreement,  filed  in  the  Secretary's  Office  and  sub- 
ject to  your  inspection,  it  will  appear  that  Mr.  Keigwin  has 
undertaken  to  be  at  the  whole  of  the  expense  of  keeping  the 
convicts  and  to  pay  to  the  State  in  addition  the  sum  of  ,^1650, 
850  dollars  of  which,  are  to  be  laid  out  in  improve- 
ments about  the  Penitentiary.  These  are  terms  highly  favor- 
able to  the  State,  and  are  another  proof  in  favour  of  this  mode 
of  punishment,  and  of  the  judicious  location  of  the  prison. 

I  would  be  very  remiss  in  my  duty  to  the  pubUc  justice  of 
the  state,  believing,  that  certom/^  of  punishment,  for  a  violation 
of  the  penal  laws,  is  indispensible,  to  prevent  the  Commission 
of  crime,  if  I  were  not,  to  seize  upon  this  opportunity,  to  assure 
you,  in  plain  terms,  that  the  present  amount  of  contingent  fund, 
is  not  sufficient,  to  liquidate  the  contingencies  of  the  year,  and 
to  enable  the  state  Executive,  to  demand  and  procure  the  ap- 
prehension and  return  of  fugitives,  from  her  justice.  It  is  with 
difficulty,  that  agents,  can  be  procured,  to  spend  their  own  time 
and  money,  upon  the  faith  of  a  competent  legislative  allowance, 
several  months  in  advance.  Claims,  however,  for  this  kind  of 
service,  will  be  presented,  accompanied  with  evidence  and  the 
nature  of  the  case,  which  you  are  expected  to  honor. 
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The  assessments  of  the  present  year,  except  the  counties  oi 
Henry  and  Perry,  from  which  there  are  no  returns,  amount  to 
thirty  six  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty  fi\ne  dollars  4-100, 
The  number  of  polls  returned,  exclusive  of  these  counties,  are, 
forty  three  thousand   three  hundred  and  twenty  five. 

From  the  assessment  lists,  the  Treasury  may  reaUze,by  the 
1st  of  January  1829,  thirty  thousand  dollars.  From  old  de- 
linquent lists,  there  ought  to  reach  the  treasury,  during  the  en- 
suing year,  five  thousand  dollars.  There  were  remaining  in 
the  treasury,  an  unexpended  balance,  on  the  1st  of  December, 
Inst,  of  eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty  niiie  dollars, 
jtnaking  the  sum  of  forty  six  thousand  three  hundred  and 
forty  nine  dollars  of  available  funds.  Thus,  the  resources 
of  the  state,  are  exhibited,  for  the  demands  of  the  financial  year. 
The  ordinary  requisitions  upon  thetreasury,for  the  ensuing  year, 
including  the  <:ivil  list  and  contingencies,  for  the  support  of  the 
Government,  may  advance  to  thirty  eight  thousand  dollars,if 
two  judicial  circuits  be  made.  The  present  revenue  law,  if 
faithfully  executed  next  season,  must  provide  for  the  treasury, 
assessments,  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars.  Exempt  from 
debt,  except  that  payable  at  your  will,  and  daily  accumulating 
additional  objects  of  taxation,  our  prosperity  is  as  obvious,  as  the 
task  of  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  will  be  easy,  in  for- 
tifying the  treasury. 

Allow  me,  finally,  to  recommend  to  you,  to  pass  Laws  or 
Joint  Resolutions,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

To  continue  appropriations,  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the 
White  rivers ; 

To  memorialize  Congress,  to  continue  the  National  Road ; 

To  provide  Asylums  for  our  Paupers,  so  as  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Constitution ; 

To  punish  habitual  Drunkenness; 

To  declare  a  distinction  between  Grand  and  Petit  Larceny, 
and  fix  appropriate  punishments  to  each ; 

To  require  all  Courts,  to  permit  Jurymen  to  answer  on  oath, 
whether  they  have  formed  or  expressed  a  decisive  opinion,  in 
the  case  they  are  empannelled  to  try,  at  the  request  of  either 
party  in  the  suit,  to  ascertain  whether  any  cause  of  challenge 
exists  or  not; 

To  incorporate  Agricultural  Societies,  with  the  view  of  more 
effectually  improving  the  breed  of  animals,  and  of  forcing  that 
honorable  branch  of  business  into  a  science ; 

To  encourage  the  culture  of  tobacco,  hemp,  cotton,  wool  and 
flax,  to  a  greater  extent  than  thev  ha^*:  hitherto  beBn,  bj 
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auth6rizing  premiums  to  be  given  for  the  best  specimens  of 
each; 

To  appropriate  for  a  Library  in  the  county  of  Marion,  such 
a  sum  of  money,  as  will  place  her  upon  an  equal  footing,  with 
the  other  counties ; 

To  procure  a  Fire  Engine,  for  the  better  preservation  of  the 
Public  Buildings,  at  this  place,  to  be  placed  under  the  care  of  ti 
Fire  Company,  organized  in  the  town  of  Indianapolis,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  use  it  to  the  best  advantage,  in  case  of  fire  on 
the  State's  property,  and  whose  privilege  it  may  be,  to  make  use 
of  it  for  the  like  purposes,  on  private  property,  as  an  equiva- 
lent for  the  attention,  bestowed  on  the  public  interest ; 

To  acknowledge  our  adhesion,  to  that  system  of  just  and 
equal  policy,  in  the  National  Legislature,  which  unlocks  the 
common  treasure,  of  every  American  citizen,  and  distributes  a 
portion  of  it  back  amongst  them  from  whom  it  came,  for  in- 
ternal improvements ; 

And  to  that  system  of  home  protection  and  encouragement, 
which  gives  us  our  real  independence,  and  protects  those  who 
save  our  country  in  times  of  peril ; 

And  to  enquire  into  the  practice  of  jthe  three  per  cent,  fund 
Road  Commissioners,  of  cutting  down  timber  in  the  public 
highways,  and  suffering  it  to  remain  there  an  unreasonable 
time,  to  the  public  annoyance,  and  to  provide  a  remedy ;  and 
to  appoint  a  day,  in  the  ensuing  year,  for  returning  thanks,  to 
the  great  Dispenser  of  universal  good,  for  the  blessings  that 
surround  us.  Reserving  to  myself  the  privilege  of  communica- 
ting to  you  in  separate  messages,  at  all  times,  whatever  else, 
touches  the  public  interest,  and  is  proper  to  be  made  known  ; 
and  relying  upon  your  superior  wisdom  to  originate  every  good 
measure,  called  for  by  your  constituents,  it  is  with  deep  rever- 
ence that  I  submit  to  you  some  of  the  reflections  of  a  fallible 
mind,  at  this  time.  Recognizing  your  ardent  aspirations,  to 
labor  assiduously,  that  you  may  in  good  time  return  to  your 
fellow  citizens  and  families,  my  co-operation  shall  be  cheerfully 
accorded.  '  May  God  help  us !

Resolved,  That  the  public  printer  be  required  to  print  for  the 
use  of  the  Senate,  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  the  message  of  the 
Governor,  this  day  delivered. 

Mr.  Lajiier,  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  now  in^ 
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formed  the  Senate,that  the  House  of  Representatives  have  adop  - 
ted  the  following  resolution,  to  wit; 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  is  now  ready  to 
meet  the  Senate  in  the  Representives'  Hall,  to  be  present  while 
the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  open  and  pub- 
lish the  votes  given  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  and  that  the  Senate  is  requested  to  attend 
in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  instantly,  where- 
seats  will  be  provided  for  them  on  the  right  of  the  speaker's 
chair; 

Whereupon, 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, when  the  speaker,  in  the  presence  of  both  houses, 
opened  the  returns  from  the  different  counties  in  this  State, 
and  published  the  votes  given  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  previous  to  the  votes  being 
Counted  as  published,  the  Senate  returned  to  their  chamber, 
and  adjourned  to  nine  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 


WEDNESDAY,  December  3,  1828. 

The  Senate  assembled. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Gregory, 

Resolved,  That  the  public  printer  be  directed  to  print  five 
hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate, 
at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  that  the 
Secretary  be  directed  to  furnish  the  printers  therewith,  from 
day  to  day. 

Mr.  Ewing,  on  leave  being  granted,  introduced  a  joint  res- 
olution, relative  to  the  reserved  lands  of  the  United  States  on 
the  margin  of  the  Wabash  canal,  which  was  read  a  first  time, 
and  ordered  for  second  reading  to-morrow. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  a  communication  from 
the  Secretary  of  State,  containing  an  additional  report,  of  the 
result  of  sundry  elections  in  sundry  Congressional  Townships, 
in  several  of  the  counties  of  this  state,  which  was  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table, 

The  orders  of  the  day  having  being  called  for. 

The  joint  resolution,  for  the  relief  of  Nathaniel  Cotton,  Hen 
ry  Cotton  and  William  Keith ;  was  read  a  second  time,  when, 

Mr.  Rariden  moved  that  the  further  consideration  thereof  be 
tndeSnitely  postponed,  whgn,  after  some  debate  on  this  motion, 
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and  previous  to  taking  any  order  thereon,  a  motion  was  made  to 
lay  the  said  joint  resolution  on  the  table,  which  latter  motion 
prevailed, 

And  the  Senate  adjourned  to  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

2  o'clock,  P.  #. 

Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Lanier,  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  now  in- 
formed the  Senate,  that  the  House  of  Representatives  have  a- 
dopted  the  following  resolution,  to  wit: 

Resolved^  That  that  the  Senate  be  invited  to  attend  in  the 
Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  instanter,  to  complete  the 
opening  and  publishing  the  votes  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  that  seats  will  be  provided  for  them  on  the  right 
of  the  Speaker's  chair;  whereupon, 
On  motion. 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Represent 
tatives,  and  took  their  seats  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker's  chair, 
when  the  votes,  as  yesterday  published  by  the  Speaker,  from 
the  election  returns  of  all  the  counties  in  this  state,  were  count- 
ed; the  secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  having  kept  the  tally  papers,  after  which 
count,  the  Hon.  John  Thompson,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
state  of  Indiana,  and  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of 
both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
proclaimed  and  declared  James  B.  Ray  duly  elected  Governor, 
and,  Milton  Stapp,  to  be  duly  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
the  state  of  Indiana,  for  three  years  from'and  after  this  day. 

The  joint  committee  heretofore  appointed,  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  to  inform  the  Governor  of 
the  organization  of  the  two  houses  of  the  present  General  Assem- 
bly, were  then  instructed  by  the  Hon.  John  Thompson,  to  wait 
upon  James  B.  Ray,  Governor  elect,  and  Milton  Stapp, Lieuten- 
and  Governor  elect,  and  inform  thetn  of  their  election  and  the 
annunciation  of  their  election,  to  the  several  offices  aforesaid; 
and  to  invite  them  to  attend  immediately  in  the  Ball  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  be  sworn  into  office,  in  conformity 
to  the  constitution  of  this  state;  Upon  which  the  said  James 
B.  Ray  and  Milton  Stapp,  having  been  conducted  into  the  Hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  several  oaths  of  office,  as 
prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  this  state  were  administered  to 
them  severally,  by  the  Hon.  Bethuel  F.  Morris,  President  Judge 
of  the  fifth  Judicial  Circuit  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  presence 
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of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  upon  which  Gover- 
Ray  delivered  to  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  the 
following  address,  to  wit: 

GENTLEMEN: 

I  again  meet  you,  summoned  by  the  voice  of  my 
country,  under  a  new  election,  to  make  another  appeal,  to  the 
Supreme  Ruler  of  Worlds  and  Nations,  whose  omnipresent  eye 
can  never  be  eluded,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  my  new  stewardship,  during  the  time  the  Constitution  allows 
roe  to  serve. 

Whilst  my  heart  is  overflowing  with  gratitude,  to  my  fel- 
low citizens,  for  the  renewed  testimony  of  their  confidence, 
which  I  have  recently  felt  in  a  most  effectual  manner,  allow  my 
tongue,  to  congratulate  you,  and  our  young  and  flourishing 
community  generally,  that  we  have  not  provoked  the  majesty 
of  Heaven  to  retaliation  upon  us,  or  given  offence  by  our  con- 
duct to  any  of  our  neighboring  states ;  that  our  land  is  full  of 
blessings  and  prosperity,  compared  with  the  deplorable  condi- 
tion of  most  of  the  nations  of  the  globe ;  that  our  minds  and  persons 
are  free,  and  all  of  our  rights  secured  by  a  written  constitution  9 
that  ours  is  the  Christian  religion,  whose  salutary  effects  are 
demonstrated  in  softening  the  ferocious  temper  of  the  lion  into 
that  of  the  lamb — in  refimng  and  polishmg  society ;  that  the 
clarion  of  war,  is  hung  upon  the  closed  doors  of  the  temple  of 
Janus,  and  Ceres  is  with  us  adorned  with  her  garland  of  corn; 
that  in  politics,  the  will  of  the  majority,  is  the  sovereign ;  in  re- 
ligion each  one's  will  and  conscience  sovereign ;  that  w'hen  one  is 
charged  with  a  violation  of  the  laws,  he  is  to  be  tried  by  his  peers; 
that  slaves  cannot  breathe  or  "sinews  be  bought  or  sold"  in 
Indiana ;  that  the  states  continue  united ;  that  the  people  continue 
toitejealousof  their  liberty;  and  punish  usurpation  with  their 
authoratative  veto;  that  the  Union,  is  a  knarled  knot,  not  to  be 
riven  assunder  by  the  poisonous  breath  of  treason,  faction  or 
ambition ;  that  the  inflammatory  spirits  of  the  day,  are  falling 
victims  to  the  manly  and  cool  rebukes  of  the  sober,  wise  and 
thoughtful ;  that  the  General  Government  is  ably,  faithfully  and 
prosperously  administered,  whilst  it  protects  the  industry  of  our 
own  citizens,  against  a  ruinous  foreign  competition,  and  distri- 
butes the  treasury,  as  well  to  make  roads  and  canals  in  the  in- 
terior, as  to  build  lighthouses  and  other  improvements  on  the  sea 
board;  that  it  is  believed  this  policy  will  not  be  changed,  by  a 
change  of  Chief  Magistrates;  that  the  State  of  our  adoption  and 
choice,  (bounded  on  every  side  and  interspersed,  throughout, 
with  nature's  beautiful  navigable  rivers  and  lakes,  with  her  two 
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turnpike  roads  crossing  at  right  angles  at  the  centre,  and 
her  Canal  running  from  her  south  western  to  her  north  eastern 
sections  through  the  northern  centre,  and  affording  an  outlet 
to  the  great  commercial  cities  of  the  East  in  perspective,  has 
entered  the  list  of  competition  with  a  fair  prospect  of  rivaling 
her  most  powerful  sisters;  that  where,  was  lately  the  wigwam 
€»f  the  aborigines,  in  which  they  performed  their  superstitious 
ceremonies  and  frantic  orgies,  where^  they  often  told  the  heart 
thrilling  story  of  their  valorous  deeds  in  war,  and  where  their 
light  feet  pressed  the  unploughed  earth  in  frightful  dance,  fields 
now  wave  with  yellow  grain,  cities  and  villages  and  stately 
domes,  stand  dedicated  to  religious,  political  or  intellectual  im- 
provement; ^Aaf  we  are  rapidly  increasing  in  population  and  re- 
ources;  that  we  owe  nothing;  and  that  our  burthens  are  lights 
and  we  contented  and  happy. 

Although  I  entered  into  the  late  canvass,  at  a  crisis  fraught 
with  as  much  danger  to  candidates  for  office,  as  this  country  has 
ever  witnessed — at  a  time  when  the  most  fearful  public  excite- 
ment, that  ever  agitated  the  republic,  had  risen  to  its  acme — at 
a  time  when  the  rights  of  friend  and  consanguinity^  were  swal- 
lowed up  in  the  general  fermenation  of  the  day — at  a  time 
when  the  populace,  were  laboring  under  the  most  splendid 
artificial  delusion  and  madness,  that  ever  bewitched  an  intelli- 
gent society — at  a  time,  when  the  candidate  appeared  to  possess 
no  other  merit  or  demerit,  than  that  he  was  the  friend  or  oppo- 
Ser  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  brightest  stars  in  our  galaxy  of 
heroes  and  statesmen — and  at  a  time  when  the  voice  of  merit 
was  literally  stifled  by  the  spirit  of  party ;  yet,  whilst  under 
these  circumstances,  I  could  recognize  those  who  earn  their 
bread  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow  in  my  support,  myself  hang- 
ing upon  the  skirts  of  no  man,  nor  deriving  strength  from  any 
party,  but  contending  against  the  double  force  of  its  mighty 
influence,  marshalled  under  two  of  the  most  controlling  and 
popular  names  in  the  Union,  my  present  success  should  be  the 
source  of  more  consolation  and  thankfulness,  than  that  of  any 
former  period.  Be  assured  that  I  feel  the  weight  of  obligations 
that  are  upon  me,  to  tender,  in  return  my  promise  for  a  faithful 
servitude. 

For  all  my  acts,  I  shall  be  subject  to  the  severest  scrutiny  ot 
the  people.  That  portion  of  charity  and  indulgence,  always- 
due  to  human  infirmity,  is  all  I  ask  for  myself.  Your  best  ex 
ertions  in  co-operation  w  ith  mine,  I  ask  for  my  country.  Tt- 
act  in  concert  for  the  future  good,  without  remembering,  only 
with  regret,  the  animosities,  the  personal,  political,  or  party 
difficulties  and  broils  of  the  past,  will  enable  you  to  lav  out  vou'i' 


wisdom  and  intelligence  to  the  best  account.  But,  if  party 
•spirit,  should  display  her  gory  locks  in  your  halls,  or  sectional 
jeaJousies  deceive  you,  then,  wholesome  legislation  must  suffer 
an  ignominious  martyrdom,  at  the  shrine  of  passion,  design  and 
intrigue.  As  for  myself,  I  will  endeavor  not  to  have  different 
feelings  towards  those  who  have  not  favored  my  political  pre- 
tensions, than  my  fellow  citizens  generally.  If  my  most 
active  exertions  to  preserve  harmony  in  the  several  departments 
of  our  government,  shall  meet  with  your  approbation  and  be 
crowned  with  success  for  the  next  three  years,  I  shall  be  amply 
compensated  for  all  the  bitter  cups,  which  it  has  been  my  lot  in 
common  with  other  public  men  to  drink. 

Nothing  is  received  into  the  heart  of  a  public  man,  with  such 
a  cordial  welcome,  as  the  consciousness  of  public  approbation. 
It  arouses  all  the  slumbering  faculties  of  the  man,  into  redoubled 
vigilance.  It  awakens  into  being,  a  new  zeal,  to  act  with  thatcir- 
cumspection,  which  will  justify  the  confidence  reposed.  In  gone 
by  times,  I  know  that  I  have  felta  hvely  interest  in  the  honor  and 
glory  of  the  state.  My  present  feelings  bear  witness,  that,  in 
future,  there  shall  be  no  abatement  in  resolution  or  exertion,  to 
push  forward  the  car  of  her  prospferity,  JVow,  the  time,  is  mine 
to  promise,  hereafter,  your's  to  call  for  its  execution.  Inflict 
upon  me  the  severest  punishment  I  can  receive,  your  censure, 
when  you  are  deceived  by  me ;  but,  at  all  times  spare  me,  oh  * 
spare  me  until  I  am  heard.  An  audience,  to  justify  or  confess 
my  deeds  is  all  I  ask,  from  a  candid  world. 

The  Senate  then  returned  to  their  chamber,  when  Mr.  Stapp 
was  conducted  to  the  chair  by  Mr.  Thompson,  the  late  Presi ; 
dent  of  the  Senate,  form  whence  he  delivered  the  following  ad- 
dress. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate, 

Having  been  called  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  to 
preside  over  the  deliberationsofonebranchof  their  Legislative 
department,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  make  to  them,  through 
you,  my  respectful  acknowledgements,  for  the  honor  they  have 
conferred  upon  me. 

In  taking  upon  myself  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned 
me  by  the  constitution,  I  am  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  sta- 
tion I  occupy,  and  the  responsibility  of  the  office  I  hold.  To 
discharge  those  duties  with  firmness,  dignity,  and  impartiality, 
and  to  do  credit  to  the  station,  and  honor  to  the  state,  requires 
a  talent  rarely  possessed  by  any  individual.  But  with  perse- 
vering industry  on  my  part,  and  a  liberal  support,  and  a  gener- 
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«9us  and  indulgent  forbearance  ony.our  part,  we  may  indulge  thfc 
hope,  that  our  deliberations  will  glide  snnoothly  on  to  the  termi' 
nation  of  our  labours,  at  the  end  of  the  session. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  our  country,  each 
successive  year,  brings  together  the  agents  ©f  the  people,  to 
deliberate  on  the  interests  of  the  state;  in  this  character  are  we 
assembled ;  not  as  partizans  contending  for  power,  not  as  com- 
batants mancevering  to  carry  off  the  prize,  but  as  a  band  of 
brothers  met  in  council,  to  consult  for  their  common  good. — As 
such,  a  free,  liberal,  and  unreserved  interchange  of  opinion, 
will  strengthen  our  friendship,  improve  our  judgment,  enlight- 
ten  our  mind,  and  bring  us  to  that  point,  which  will  enable  us 
to  see  clearly  the  interest  of  our  country,  and  to  act  in  concert, 
in  advancing  those  measures  that  promotes  the  happiness  of  the 
people,  and  which  will  ensure  us  the  approbation  of  our  con- 
stituents. 

A  free  and  unrestrained  discussion  of  subjects  submitted  for 
our  consideration,  is  the  basis,  and  safeguard  of  our  political 
institutions  -jand  when  tempered  with  mildness  and  forbearance, 
proves  a  source  of  delight  to  the  hearer,  inculcates  harmony  in 
our  body,  and  ensures  succ^^s  and  perpetual  duration  to  the 
great  charter  of  our  liberties. 

Order,  and  self  respect,  deserved  the  particular  attention  of 
all  deliberative  bodies,  and  of  none  more  than  the  honourable 
and  highly  respectable  body  of  which  each  one  of  us  form  a 
component  part — the  Senate  of  an  independent  state. 

In  taking  the  Chair  as  President  of  your  body,  I  rely  implicity 
on  your  aid  and  friendly  advice  in- my  arduous  duties;  and  up- 
on your  untiring  zeal  and  constant  co-operation  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  agency,  and  interests  committed  to  our  care. 

And  on  motion, 

The  Senate  adjourned  to  nine  o'clock  to-morrow  mor- 
ning.

Mr.  Graham  laid  before  the  Senate,  the  petition  of  Nancy 
Pierce,  praying  a  divorce  from  her  husband  Jesse  Pierce,  which 
was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Fletcher  laid  before  the  Senate  the  petition  of  H.  B. 
Keene  and  others,  praying  the  erection  of  a  new  county,  at, 
and  contiguous  to  the  mouth  of  Eel  river;  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Fletcher, 
Blair  and  Linton,  to  report  thereof.

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By  the  reports  of  the  commissioner  of  the  township  in  Mon- 
roe .county,  it  appears  that  one  section  in  said  township  had 
been  previously  sold,  and  three  sections  were  reserved  from 
sale  by  the  Legislature;  that  of  the  256  half  quarter  sections 
exposed  to  sale  by  him,  thirty-one  were  accounted  first  rate, 
ninety-seven  second  rate  and  128  third  rate.  On  the  25th 
November  last,  there  remained  unsold,  one  first  rate,  ten  second 
rate  and  seventy  third  rate  half  quarter  sections.  The  balance 
of  principal  yet  to  be  paid  on  the  lands  sold  in  said  township 
is  .§21047  95,  of  the  interest  due  in  October  last  in  advance  for 
the  second  year,  not  one  fourth  was  paid  as  required  by  law. 

Previous  to  September,  1827,  there  had  been  sold  of  the 
Seminary  Township  in  Gibson  county,  fifty-eight  half  quarter 
sections.  Of  the  230  remaining,  eleven  were  accounted  first 
rate,  27  second  rate  and  192  third  rate.  On  the  5th  August 
last,  there  remained  unsold  2  first  rate,  8  second  rate  and  140 
third  rate,  half  quarter  sections.  The  balance  of  principal 
then  due  on  the  lands  sold  in  that  township  was  ^8010  46. 
There  was  also  at  that  time  ^547  46  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
missioner, of  funds  previously  received,  which  was  not  paid 
over  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  furegoing  statement.  The 
loans  from  thisofiice  have  been  secured  according  to  law  with- 
out taking  into  consideration  the  value  of  perishable  improve- 
ments. The  applications  for  loans  having  nearly  trebled  the 
amount  on  hands,  their  claims  were  decided  by  lot;  unless  oth- 
erwise, the  funds  hereafter  coming  into  the  office,  will  be  loaned 
in  the  same  manner.

Mr.  Sering,  laid  before  the  Senate,  the  petition  of  Jeremiah 
Sullivan,  and  other  members  of  the  bar,  praying  an  amendment 
in  the  taw  fixing  the  times  of  holding  courts,  so  as  to  prevent 
the  necessity  of  travelling  on  the  sabbath  day ;  which  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  judiciary  committee  to  report  thereon. 

Mr.  Lmton,  laid  before  the  Senate  the  petition  of  Jesse  M'ln- 
tire  and  sundry  other  citizens  of  Clay  county,  shewing  their 
isolated  situation,  and  praying  a  law  authorizing  their  forma- 
tion into  separate  battalions  for  the  purpose  of  performing  their 
military  duties,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  milita- 
ry affairs. 

On  motion  by  Graham^ 

The  cevernl  petitions  on  the  subject  of  divorces  were  takers. 
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up,  and  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Graham,  Maxwell  and  Gregory,  to  report  thereon. 

Mr.  Rariden  from  the  judiciary  committee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  resolution  relative  to  an  increase  of  judicial  circuits, 
and  increase  of  terms  in  each  county  in  each  year,  now  re- 
ported, that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
have  directed  him  to  report  that  they  deem  it  expedient  to 
form  one  or  more  additional  circuits  and  to  increase  the  number 
of  terms,  of  the  circuit  courts,  to  three  in  each  county,  and  have 
directed  further  to  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following  jesolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  the  judiciary  committee  of  the  senate  be 
instructed  to  meet  the  judiciary  committee  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  of  the  expedien- 
cy of  forming  one  or  more  new  circuits  and  of  preparing  a  b  11 
for  the  formation  of  the  same,  and  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  number  of  terms  of  the  circuit  courts  in  each  county  to 
three,  and  that  the  house  of  representatives  be  informed  of  the 
adoption  of  this  resolution,  and  the  adoption  of  a  similar  resolu- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  house  of  representatives  requested,  in- 
structing the  judiciary  committee  of  that  House  to  meet  your 
committee,  on  the  above  business ;  and  the  said  report  having 
been  read,  Mr.  Graham  moved  to  amend  said  report  by  strik- 
ing out  so  much  thereof  as  requests  the  judiciary  committee 
©f  the  house  of  representatives  to  meet  the  judiciary  committee 
of  the  senate  on  the  formation  of  the  bill  so  as  above  recommen- 
ced, and  after  some  discussion  on  this  motion,  the  said  report 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Maxwell,  from  the  joint  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  novr 
reported  that 

The  Joint  Committee  on  enrolled  bills,  have  compared  the 
engrossed  with  the  enrolled  joint  resolution,  entitled,  "  a  joint 
resolution  to  prolong  the  time  allowed  the  board  of  Commission- 
ers of  the  Wabash  and  Miami  Canal  to  make  their  report,"  and 
find  the  same  truly  enrolled.

Mr.  Rariden  from  the  judiciary  committee  to  whom  the  sub- 
ject had  been  referred,  now  made  the  following  report: 

The  judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  sundry  citizens  of  the  town  of  Richmond,  Wayne  county, 
praying  the  passage  of  an  act  to  legalize  the  acts  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  corporation  of  the  town  of  Richmond,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  have  directed  him  to  report,  they 
deem  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  unreasonable,  and  that  the 
same  ought  not  to  be  granted;  and  the  said  report  having  been 
read  at  the  secretary's  table,  was  concurred  in. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Gregory, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  affairs  of  Indianapolis 
be  directed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  changing  the  man- 
ner of  enclosing  the  Governor's  House,  from  that  of  a  com- 
mon rail  fence,  to  something  more  permanent. 

Mr.  Morgan  offered  for  consideration  and  adoption,  the  folj 
lowing  resolution,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  a  select  committee  be  appointed  to  enquire

Mr.  Ewing  on  leave  being  granted,  introduced  a  bill  in  ad- 
dition^ to  an  act,  entitled  "an  act,  authorizing  the  laying  off 
certain  state  roads,  and  appropriating  0100,000  of  the  three 
per  cpnt  fund,  for  opening  and  repairing  the  same,  and  the  sev- 
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erai  acts  amendatory  thereto,  which  was  read  a  first  time,  and 
on  motion  by  Mr.  Ewing,  the  rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read  on 
three  several  days  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  said  bill  was 
read  a  second  time  now  by  its  title  and  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  roads. 

Mr.  Simonson,  on  leave  being  granted,  introduced  a  bill  to 
amend  an  act,  entitled,  "an  act  relative  to  crimes  and  punish- 
ments," which  was  read  a  first  time,  and  ordered  for  second 
reading  to-morrow. 

The  President  laid  before  the  senate,  a  communication  from 
John  I.  Neely,  Recorder  of  Gibson  county,  giving  an  acconnt 
of  the  expenditures  incurred  and  forms  adopted,  by  him  in  su 
perintending  the  sales  of  the  Seminary  lands  in  said  county; 
which  communication  was  read,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  claims,  to  report  thereon. 

The  bill  for  the  formation  of  the  county  of  Cass  was  read  a 
second  time,  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  senate, 
and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrew. 

The  joint  resolution,  relative  to  the  removal  of  the  pension 
ofiice,  was  read  a  second  time,  and  with  the  accompanying  re- 
monstrances on  that  subject,  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  senate,  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Maxwell, 

The  senate  according  to  order  resolved  itself  into  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  on  the  Governor's  Message,  Mr.  Graham  in 
the  Chair,  when  after  some  time  spent  thereon,  the  committee 
rose,  Mr.  President  resumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  Graham  re- 
ported  that  the  committee  of  the  whole  senate  had  according 
to  order,  had  the  Governor's  message  under  consideration,  and 
had  passed  sundry  resolutions  thereon,  which  the  said  commit- 
tee had  instructed  him  to  report  to  the  senate,  and  request  their 
concurrence  therein-,  and  the  said  resolutions  having  been  read 
as  follows  to  wit:

That  so  much  as  relates  to  a  joint  resolution  of  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  under  which  his  Excellency  was  authorized  to 
correspond  with  the  executive  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  respectmg- 
the  progress  of  the  Wabash  canal;  and  so  much  as  relates  to 
the  disposition  of  the  lands  donated  to  this  state  by  Congress 
to  aid  in  completing  that  canal;  and  so  much  as  relates  to 
providing  for  the  commencement  and  prosecution  of  that  great 
work;  and  so  much  as  relates  to  appropriations  to  improve  the 
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White  rivers,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals  and  inter- 
nal improvements; 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  contingent  fund,  and  so  much 
as  relates  to  state  revenue,  be  referred  to  the  committee  of 
ways  and  means. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  school  lands,  free  schools,  and  the 
college  of  Indiana,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  education. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  crimes  and  punishments  and  to 
courts  and  jurors,  and  to  the  penal  laws  of  our  state  be  referred 
to  the  judiciary  committee. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  state  prison  be  referred  to 
the  standing  committee  on  that  subject. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  a  library  in  the  county  of  Marion, 
and  so  much  as  relates  to  a  fire  engine  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  affairs  of  Indianapolis. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  National  Road  be  referred  to 
a  select  committee  already  raised  on  this  subject. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  agricultural  societies  and  to  agri- 
culture, be  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  policy  of  the  national  govern- 
ment, and  the  effects  of  what  has  been  properly  termed  the 
American  System,  and  the  confederation  of  the  states,  be  refer- 
red to  a  select  committee ;  when  the  same  having  been  read  at 
the  secretary's  table,  were  concurred  in,  except  the  last  of  said 
resolutions,  which  resolution  Mr.  Simonson  moved  to  strike 
out  of  said  report. 

When  the  said  report  and  resolutions  having  been  read  at  the 
secretary's  table,  were  adopted  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
senate;  except  the  last  resolution  contained  in  said  report, 
which  was  objected  to.  Mr.  Simonson  then  moved  to  strike 
out  the  last  resolution  in  said  report,  which  motion  did  not  pre- 
vail. 

Mr.  then  moved  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the 

the  committee  of  the  whole  senate,  in  the  last  resolution  as  re- 
commended in  that  report,  when  Mr.  Rariden  objected  thereto, 
and  the  ayes  and  noes  being  called  for  on  concurrence  in  the 
said  last  last  resolution,  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were, 

Messrs.  Blair,  Clark,  Claypool,  Daniel,  Ewing,  Fletcher, 
Graham,  Lane,  Linton,  Maxwell,  M'Kinney,  Montgomery,  Ser- 
ing,  Stevens  and  Watts — 15. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were, 

Messrs.  Givens,  Gregory,  Milroy,  Morgan,  Rariden  and 
Simonson — 6. 

So  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  said  last  reso- 
lution concurred  in. 
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The  President  then  appointed  Messrs.  Stevens,  Fletcher, 
Clark  and  Rariden,  the  select  committee  in  conformity  to  the 
requisition  contained  m  the  last  mentioned  resolution,  to  which 
Mr.  Rariden  objected,  and  asked  to  be  excused  from  said  con> 
mittee ;  and  on  the  question  shall  Mr.  Rariden  be  excused,  it 
was  decided  in  the  negative. 

And  Messrs.  Daniel,  Milroy  and  Sering  were  appointed  the 
select  committee  on  the  subject  of  agriculture  and  agricultural 
societies. 

And  the  Senate  adjourned  to  two  o'clock,  P.  M.

Mr.  Rariden  moved  to  recommit  the  said  joint  resolution  to 
a  committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  and  make  it  the  order  of  the 
day  for  to-morrow,  which  motion  did  not  prevail ;

Mr.  Ewing,  from  the  committee  on  canals  and  internal  im- 
provements, to  whom  the  subject  had  been  referred,  now  repor- 
ted a  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  In- 
diana, relative  to  the  great  Western  mail  rout,  through  the  seat 
of  Government  of  Indiana,  and  Illinois,  to  Missouri,  which  was 
read  a  first  time,  and  ordered  for  second  reading  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Ewing,  from  the  committee  on  Canals  and  Internal  Im 
provements,  now  makes  the  following  report  •. 

Mr.  President, 

The  commitiee  on  Canals  and  Internal  Improvements, 
to  whom  was  referred  sundry  petitions,  praying  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  authorise  a  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  lands  donated  by 
Congress,  to  this  state,  to  aid  in  constructing  a  canal  to  connect 
the  navigation  of  the  Wabash  and  Maumee  rivers,  report, 

That  they  have  duly  considered  the  subject  matter  of  said 
petitions,  which  involves  the  present  tenure  of  the  land  in  ques- 
tion and  the  measures  e?=."ntia1  to  procure  means  to   proceed 
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« 

with  the  undertaking,  it  was  conditionallj  appropriated  to  pio^ 
mote,  and  without  extending  this  report  by  remarking  upon 
the  present  inexpediency  and  obvious  difficulties  into  which 
any  provision  to  sell  might  produce  hereafter,  are  unanimously 
of  opinion,  that  no  legislation,  at  this  time,  which  would  contem- 
plate a  sale  previous  to  the  completion  of  the  work,  is  advisablCo 

To  advance  the  views  of  the  petitioners,  the  United  States 
will  be  called  upon  to  sell  the  alternate  sections  reserved,  and 
thus  the  petitioners,  who  pray  for  a  sale  of  parts  of  the  donation 
made  to  the  state,  will,  it  is  hoped  have  their  desire  gratified. 
.  To  advance  the  agricultural  interest,  trade,  and  manufac-* 
turesofour  state,  and  to  remove  many  of  the  difficulties  under 
which  these  important  interests  now  suffer  for  want  of  facilities 
to  a  market.  Your  committee  rejoice  that  the  tin>e  approached, 
w^hen  all  the  uncultivated  lands  within  our  state  must  be 
brought  into  market;  and  a  premature  sale  of  oar  donation  as 
prayed  for  might  materially  obstruct  the  vivifying  influence  of 
the  contemplated  improvement,  to  effect  which  it  was  granted. 
If  by  lessening  the  security  of  the  Statej  and  the  certain  resour- 
ces upon  which  our  fellow  citizens  can  safely  rely,  free  of  all 
contingencies,  to  redeem  the  public  debt,  the  Wabash  canal 
must  originate  in  the  first  instance,  or  by  increasing  the  expense 
of  a  loan,  on  account  of  the  lessened  security,  or  by  a  sacrifice 
of  future  benefits  and  profits  to  arise  to  the  state,  from  advanta- 
geous sites  for  towns,  and  from  a  water  power  to  be  acquired 
by  the  work,  a  sale  authorized  at  this  time,  would,  it  is  feared, 
produce  general  dissatisfaction  in  time  to  come,  although  it 
mightnot  procrastinate  the  work  itself,  situated  as  the  state  isat 
this  moment. 

In  thejudgment  of  your  committee,  it  would  be  altogethet 
impolitic  and  improper  to  legislate  a  prospective  sale  at 
present;  and  they  respectfully  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the 
f'lrther  considerationof  the  petitions  referred. 

TVhich  report  was  read,  and  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Linton  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution,  to 
wit:

PROTEST. 

To  prevent  misunderstanding,  and  aid,  in  a  more  correct 
decision  hereafter,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Senate, 
Relieve  it  to  be  required  of  them  to  aiford  to  the  people, 
through  the  medium  of  the  Senate's  journal,  a  brief  outline  of 
the  prominent  reasons  v/hich  influenced  their  judgments  upon 
*he  foregoing  amended  resolution. 

It  seemed  to  the  undersigned  to  overlook  some  of  the  con- 
stitutional privileges  and  real  principles  of  freemen,  bj  retain- 
ang  a  discretionary  power  in  this  Senate,  to  modify  and  shape 
the  proceedings  required  to  be  faithfully  noted;  and  future  dis- 
cussions arising  undef  this  discretionary  power  must  waste 
snuchtime  and  produce  unsatisfactory  collisions,  calculated  too 
evidently  to  Jietard,  if  not  defeat  tlie  promotion  of  the  public  in- 
terests. 

It  seemed  to  overlook  tlie  legiti«iate  scope  of  public  opinion, 
under  our  constitution,  and  to  provide  very  imperfectly  for  the 
presentation  of  that  full  and  correct  infornjation,  to  which  ev-= 
ery  citizen  should,  if  possible,  have  access. 

It  is  conscientiouly  believed  by  the  undersigned,  that  their 
constituents  are  entitled  to  the  reports,  in  detail,  of  every  stand- 
ing  and  select  committee,  which  are  solemnly  urged  as  a  rule 
of  action  to  their  Representatives  here,  and  often  become  the 
foundation  of  our  acts ;  and  that  a  mere  summary  of  their  conclu- 
sions, leaves  the  subject  matter  too  much  exposed,  and  lessens 
the  responsibility  of  the  public  servant,  by  affording  to  all  the 
variable  views,  which  time  and  other  circmstances  may  pre- 
sent. 

The  first  offered  resolution  we  viewed  as  salutary,  founded 
ypon  a  correct  practice  under  the  ninth  sectionof  the  third  Art. 
of  our  Constitution,  and  deemed  of  essential  importance  to 
secure,  upon  unquestionable  authority,  the  representative  char- 
acter, as  well  as  a  due  liability  for  all  opinions  and  principles 
here  avowed,  in  regard  to  public  measures,  affecting  the  people; 
we  viewed  it  in  strict  conformity  to  this  constitutional  and  ex- 
cellent requisition,  and  as  the  most  safe  and  economical  mode 
to  render,  as  we  are  in  duty  bound,  a  true  account  of  all  our 
proceedings.     Constramed  to  conform  for  the  present  to  what- 
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ever  raie  may  be  adopted  by  ihis  Senate,  we  nevertheless  can- 
not acknowledge  the  justice,  or  the  poHcy  of  a  course  which  our 
judgments  condemn.

President  of  the  Senate. 

SIR: — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a 
resolution  of  the  senate  of  Indiana,  requiring  the  undersigned 
to  furnish  the  committee  on  canals  and  internal  improvements, 
with  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  engineers  employed  by  the 
United  States,  to  examine  into  the  Wabash  and  Maumee  canaL 
This  call  may  be  answered,  by  referring  the  senate  to  an  act  of 
the  last  general  assembly  of  this  state,  making  it  my  duty  to 
lay  the  said  report  before  the  state  canal  commissioners,  during 
the  past  season,  vv^hich  (or  that  part  of  the  same  which  I  re- 
ceived,) was  done  at  their  first  meeting.  The  senate  may  not 
be  apprised  of  the  fact,  that  the  report  or  memoir  of  the  United 
States'  engineer,  never  came  into  my  hands,  but  was  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  canal  commissioners  in  the  first  place,  conse- 
quently, it  is  impossible  forme  to  report  a  copy  of  a  paper 
not  in  my  possession,  to  your  honorable  body.  The  field  notes 
came  into  my  possession  last  summer,  which,  in  obedience  to 
the  said  act  of  the  general  assembly,  passed  into  the  hands  of 
the  canal  commissioners ;  and  which,  together  with  the  memoirs 
of  the  United  States'  engineers,  were  made  a  part  of  the  report 
of  the  said  commissioners,  to  this  legislature,  as  reported  by 
them  to  the  house  of  representatives  on  the  13th  instant.

Resolved,,  That  the  senate  by  authorizing  an  enquiry  of  the 
honorable  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  ask- 
ing tor  the  documents  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  canal 
commissioners,  intended  no  possible  disrespect  to  that  house. 
It  must  be  remembered,  that  an  important  document  had  been 
transmitted  to  the  senate,  to  act  upon  which  understandingly, 
it  is  essential  to  obtain  the  papers  to  which  it  referred;  and  it 
was  not  even  contemplated  by  the  senate,  that  the  house  of 
representatives,  when  voluntarily  sending  the  document  to  the 
senate,  intended  to  withhold  those  essential  papers,  by  which 
it  had  in  that  house  been  accompanied.  Un«  onscious  by  the 
course  pursued  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case, 
of  meriting  any  indirect  sarcasm,  and  equally  unconscious  of 
having  committed  any  trespass  upon  that  becoming  and  desira- 
ble courtesy,  which  co-ordinate  branches  of  this  general  assem- 
bly should  preserve,  the  senate  is  bound  to  believe,  that  the  in- 
timation in  a  recent  message  delivered  from  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives has  had  its  origin  in  a  total  misapprehension  of  the 
case ;  or  in  a  very  unnecessary  degree  of  sensibility,  that  would 
take  offence  before  it  is  meant,  and  is  of  itself  offending. 

The  senate  most  cordially  desire  to  cherish  a  kind  and 
friendly  intercourse  with  the  house  of  representatives,  and  in 
relation  to  the  papers  sought  for,  and  much  wanted,  if  that 
house  think  proper  to  retain  them,  when  it  was  supposed  by 
sending  the  report,  that  the  accompanying  papers  sliould  have 
been  sent  with  it,  no  useless  misunderstanding  should  be  court* 
cd  or  allowed  to  exist. 

Thus  disclaiming  all  unbecoming  feeling,  or  temper,  which 
this  message  from  the  house  of  representatives  too  evidentlj'^ 
manifests,  the  senate  will  only  add  a  hope  that  the  representa- 
tives of  the  {ieoptewill  hereafter  refuse  to  indulge  such.

questionably rendered  the  most  essential  part  of  said  commis- 
sioners report. 

The  committee  know,  that  the  senate  asked  of  the  first  office 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  if  the  papers,  momoranda  or 
letters  alluded  to  were  at  his  disposal,  as  the  house  over  which 
he  presides  had  dispossessed  themselves,  of  what  their  mes- 
sage had  announced  as  the  report  aforesaid ;  the  reply  is  not  a 
subject  of  remark  here. 

Butyo'T  committee,  not  hating  this  data  mentioned,  and  not 
willing  to  appear  delinquent,  in  the  due  performance  of  the

I  have  to  say  that,  that  happen- 
ed in  consequence  of  my  taking  the  figure  one  for  a  seven,  in 
tlie  report  made  by  the  Treasuret  to  me,  in  April  last,  of  mo- 
nies paid  in  the  treasury. 
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As  to  any  other  errors,  I  am  not  able  to  give  informations 
When  I  got  the  books,  tlie  business  was  in  confusion.  No  en- 
tries of  revenue  had  been  made  since  1826.  I  have  been  eO 
tirelj  engaged  in  making  the  proper  entries  in  the  books  front 
the  papers  as  they  could  be  found.  I  had  only  finished  that  la- 
bour, and  was  but  just  prepared  to  detect  errors,,  when  the 
Legislature  met.  Since  which  time,  I  have  been  engaged 
with  the  business  of  the  Collectors. 

I  have  discovered  many  omissions  and  erroneous  entries;  the 
books  are  still  in  a  bad  situation ;  and  it  will  require  time  and 
•a  little  industry  to  get  them  in  proper  order..

The  Treasurer  of  «tate,  in  answer  to  a  resolution  of  the  sen- 
ate, requesting  an  explanation  of  certain  differences  in  the  an- 
»ual  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  respectfully  begs 
leave  to  state,  that  he  is  not  acquainted  with  but  one  error, 
at  present,  existing  in  the  books  of  his  office.  This  occurred  in 
the  year  1821,  when  Mr,  Lane,  at  that  time  treasurer,  made 
a  mistake  of  fifty  dollars  against  himself,in  transferring  a  balance. 
During  the  past  season,  a  careful  examination  was  made  of  the 
books  of  this  office,  together  with  those  of  the  auditor,  and  the 
several  reports  of  the  committee  of  ways  and  means,  in  order 
•to  discover  the  cause  of  a  difference  between  those  reports  and 
:^ie  books  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer.  In  that  examination, 
it  was  ascertained,  that  the  auditor,  in  the  year  1 822,  had  twice 
credited  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars,  being  the  excess  of  the  last 
loan  from  the  Vincennes  bank,  above  what  would  pay  the  in- 
terest then  due,  for  which  purpose  the  loan  was  negotiated. 
There  was  also  an  error  in  that  year  of  ^1  80,  in  the  credit  by 
^he  auditor  of  ihe  payments  from  the  contingent  fund. 
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From  the  reports  of  the  auditor  now  before  me,  back  to  the 
jear  1 824,  it  appears  that  at  that  time  a  difference  between  the 
books  of  the  offices  existed  of  |16  92;  of  which  difference  ^11 
80  is  accounted  for  as  above.  This  difference  continued  tfie 
same  until  1 826,  when  it  was  increased  $2  46,  which,  when 
added  to  the  former,  makes  ^19  38  which  was  the  difference 
bj  the  reports  of  the  two  offices  in  1 827,  either  the  report  of 
the  auditor  or  treasurer  for  this  year,  if  the  former  is  correct- 
ly printed,  must  contain  some  errors,  but  as  the  vouchers  for 
those  reports  will  probably  be  examined  by  committees, no  fur- 
ther remarks  will  be  made  respecting  them.

Ewing  moved  to  amend  the  same,  by  striking  out  the  preamble, 
which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  preamble  ordered  to  be  stricken 
out.

The  Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Stevens  presented  the  petition  of  Samuel  Martin  and 
other  citizens  of  Switzerland  county,  on  the  subject  of  collec- 
tors of  the  public  revenue, and  their  securities; which  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  of  ways  and  means,  to  consider 
and  report  thereon. 

Mr.  Daniel  from  the  committee  on  roads  to  whom  the  subject 
was  referred,  now  reported  a  bill  to  locate  a  state  road  from 
Newcastle  to  Crawfordsville ;  which  was  read  a  first  time. 

Ordered^  That  it  pass  to  second  reading. 

Mr.  Ewing  from  the  committee  on  canals  and  internal  im- 
provements, to  whom  the  following  subject  was  referred,  now 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read: 

Your  Committee  on  canals  and  Internal  Improvements,  to 
whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  re- 
lates to  the  Wabash  and  Miami  canal;  and  to  whom  has  been 
referred  more  recently,  after  a  much  regretted  detention,  the 
Memoir,  notes  of  levels,  maps,  estimates  and  calculation  of 
streams,  guagedon  said  canal  line  within  the  boundaries  of  this 
state,  as  furnished  by  the  lamented  Col.  Moore,  late  a  scientific 
civil  Engineer  of  the  United  States,  whose  skill  and  experience 
merits  all  possible  regard;  also  a  report,  map  and  some  notes 
of  surveys,  returned  by  commissioners  acting  under  a  law  of 
our  last  session,  which  embrace  the  summit  level  section  of  the 
same  work,  have  attentively  examined  the  whole  subject 
matter  submitted;  and  ask  leave  to  report: 

That  adopting  every  possible  step  the  time  afforded  would 
admit  of  to  consult,  and  lead  their  judgments  to  correct  con 
elusions,  they  unite  in  opinion,  founded  upon  the  authentic  data 
referred,  of  the  utter  inapplicability  at  this  time,  of  many  of  the 
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views  and  arguments,  which  heretofore  operated  upon  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  prevented  the  adoption  of  and  efficient  sys- 
tem of  measures  to  perfect  this  long  contemplated  and  impor- 
tant work.  The  data  now  before  your  committee,  a  part  of 
which  being  published  it  is  only  necessary  here  to  allude  to, 
not  only  demonstrates  the  easy  and  certain  practicability  of 
the  work,  but  affords  all  that  can  be  required  for  the  necessary 
acts  of  legislation,  to  provide  for,  and  to  regulate  its  progress 
to  a  happy  completion.  That  these  developements  of  the 
practicability  ofthe  work,  and  of  the  vital  interest  of  the  whole 
state  in  its  accomplishment,  have  interested  many  in  its  success, 
who  have  heretofore  viewed  the  project  with  hesitancy  and 
doubt,  is  a  subject  of  deep  gratification  to  your  committee,  and 
we  trust,  that  a  brief  expose,  of  the  principles  concerned,  and 
of  the  prospects  which  at  length  justify  the  state,  supported  by 
a  liberality  of  the  General  Government  heartily  to  engage  in 
the  undertaking,  will  justify  the  extent  of  the  remarks  your 
committee  deem  it  proper  to  make  on  the  subject.  Col.  Moore's 
report  embraces  the  whole  line  of  canal  within  this  state  and 
clearly  exhibits  the  facilities  of  its  construction.  The  most  ju- 
dicious measures  to  accomplish  the  object,  and  thus  excite  in- 
to action  the  latest  energies  of  this  fertile  country,  with  proper 
and  suitable  enactments  to  control  the  undertaking  and  afTord 
pecuniary  provision  for  its  certain  advancement,  are  pomts 
which  claim  particular  consideration.  The  examination  of 
these,  necessarily  involve  relative  points  of  policy,  namely,  the 
great  state  interests  this  canal  must  directly  and  indirectly  af- 
fect, and  the  ways  and  means  novt^  at  our  command  for  the 
purpose  of  incurring  its  cost,  that  the  benefits  to  accrue  may 
be  enjoyed.  These  considerations  must  be  satisfactorily 
settled,  before  the  necessary  measures  can  be  properly  dis- 
posed of. 

The  policy  your  committee  approves  has  no  avowed  oppo- 
nents; it  leads  directly  to  the  advancement  of  the  general  wel- 
fare; and  time  has  already  demonstrated  its  correctness  by 
shewing  a  practical  illustration  in  the  irrefutable  experience 
and  example  of  sister  states.  It  is  known  that  under  much  less 
auspicious  circumstances,  similar  works  have  been  effected, 
and  are  yet  in  progress,  advancing  the  agriculture,  commerce, 
manufactures,  population  and  wealth  ofthe  citizens  of  every 
state  concerned.  We  know  that  the  Erie  canal,  without  the 
other  connected  works,  all  of  which  are  profitable,  cost  the 
state  of  New  York  about  eight  millions  of  dollars,  and  when  it 
was  commenced,  that  state  had  neither  comparative  means  nor  . 
inducements  greater  than  ours.     We  have  now  estimates  from 


undoubted  authority,  shewing  that  the  profits  of  the  tolls,  water 
power,  &.C.  will  not  only  liquidate  the  entire  amount  of  the 
debt,  created  for  its  erection,  within  the  tinr.e  stipulated,  but  at 
the  expiration  of  that  time  will  have  returned  a  surplus  of 
more  than  four  mdlions  to  the  state  Treasury,  which  had  stood 
pledged  for  the  sums  borrowed. 

Your  committee  view  this  Wabash  and  Miami  canal,  as  ad- 
ding an  important  link  to  the  great  chain  of  inland  navigation, 
long  wished  for  and  much  wanted,  by  the  people  of  the  United 
States.  The  Illinois  canal  to  the  north,  it  is  said,  will  be  exam- 
ined and  surveyed  during  the  ensuing  summer,  and  to  become  in 
any  important  degree  valuable,  it  must  be  connected  with  ours. 
This  presents  to  our  enterprize,  the  future  trade  of  that  state, 
with  the  immense  territory  surrounding  the  lakes,  the  upper 
Mississippi,  and  Missouri ;  and  a  junction  with  the  Ohio  canal  to 
the  east,  will  open  the  doors  of  profitable  communication  to 
our  citizens  in  every  direction.  The  Welland  canal  in 
Canada — the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  connecting  the  east- 
ern and  western  waters — the  progressive  improvement  of  the 
navigable  rivers  with  which  our  country  is  blessed,  all  tend  to 
the  increased  value  of  our  own  work,  and  will  confer  addition- 
al advantages.  Under  this  head  too,  we  should  glance  at  the 
country  now  populated  around  us,  and  the  portion  of  our  own 
state  yet  to  populate.  This  will  revive  state  interests  distinct- 
ly, and  shew  that  the  present  peiiod  for  acting  efficiently  upon 
the  subject,  must  present  the  most  encouraging  aspect.  Are 
our  citizens  with  a  safe  remedy  at  hand,  to  continue  in  a  state 
of  almost  servile  dependence,  upon  the  markets,  and  of  course 
upon  the  manufactures  of  other  states,  and  foreign  nationsT 
NO;  it  would  prove  us  as  unworthy  of  our  commanding  and 
advantageous  position,  as  of  our  present  ability;  and  when  the 
existing  agricultural  interest  of  our  state  is  suffering  even  by  its 
increase,  for  want  of  demand  and  consumption,  every  principle 
of  justice  and  sound  policy  call  aloud  for  some  effectual  remedy, 
if  in  our  power.  This  remedy  the  measure  we  now  contem- 
plate, cannot  fail  to  alTord.  The  unerring  road  to  the  depres- 
sion of  all  communities,  as  of  individuals,  is  a  dependence  upon 
others,  for  what  they  should  possess  themselves.  Our  citizens 
are  forced  at  prese.  t,  to  buy  more  than  they  can  sell — they  are 
cut  off  from  profitable  exchanges — they  are  destitute  of  money; 
and  this  work,  will  to  a  great  extent,  remove  the  cause  of  these 
evils.  To  banish  any  possible  doubt  on  this  point,  compare  the  va- 
lue of  properly,  and  of  agricultural  products  in  any  two  places — 
in  one,  the  facilities  to  a  certain  market  exist  and  the  soil  is  not 
fertile — ^the  other  is  subjected  to  an  unrrrtain  market,  by  a  ci'- 
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cuitous  route,  and  has  a  prolific  soil.  In  the  one  enjojing  fa- 
cilities to  market,  agriculture  and  manufactures  prosper — m- 
dustrj  flourishes — lands  have  an  increasing  value — the  labour- 
er is  rewarded  and  the  certain  prosperity  of  all  is  promoted  in 
various  ways;  in  the  other  destitute  of  such  facilities,  extensive 
manufactures  cannot  exist,  and  industry  languishes — money  is 
prized  beyond  its  real  value— glands  bear  a  small  comparative 
worth,  and  moral  and  intellectual  improvements  move  in  a  slug- 
gish degree.  A  difference  of  soil  with  other  natural  advantages 
unimproved,  can  offer  little  enticement  to  capital  and  skill, 
unless  they  can  be  rendered  available ;  and  when  the  means  of 
rendering  them  so,  be  shewn  to  exist  within  our  reach,  the  ar- 
gument of  imperative  duty,  becomes  irresistible.  But  it  is  not 
enough,  it  may  be  thought,  that  the  means  are  within  our 
reach — their  use  must  not  jeopardize  our  public  faith,  or  entail 
an  oppressive  debt  upon  our  offspring ;  and  it  is  the  well  found- 
ed belief,  that  under  proper  regulations,  the  use  of  the  means 
in  our  power,  authorize  the  connection  of  the  Wabash  with 
Lake  Erie  without  any  hazard  whatever,  that  your  committee 
shall  now  proceed  to  render  evident.  This  brings  under  re- 
view the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  and  its  contemplated  pro- 
ductiveness ;  as  well  as  the  ways  and  means  to  effect  it.  Adop- 
ting the  calculations  of  Col.  Moore — which  he  says  very  truly 
"are  rated  considerably  higher  than  is  paid  for  similar  parts  on 
the  canals  in  Ohio,"  and  which  we  believe,  the  improved  ma- 
chinery for  excavating  earth  (found  to  be  effectual  since  the 
last  contracts  were  sold  in  that  state.)  will  hereafter  reduce  much 
below  his  estimated  cost.  We  find  the  amount  for  the  western 
and  middle  sections,  which  embrace  the  line  within  our  state,  is 
^1,081,970  00 — without  progressive  contingencies — expense  of 
engineer,  assistants,  or  commissioners,  &c.  all  of  which  must  be 
provided  for.  Our  present  rfzVec/ ability  to  provide  for  the  in- 
terest and  final  redemption  of  this  expenditure,  entirely  rests 
upon  the  lands  donated  to  us  by  the  United  States;  and  in  pros- 
pective, upon  the  certain  productiveness  of  the  tolls,  and  water 
power  to  arise  from  the  work  itself.  In  these  prospective 
views  certainty  can  only  be  attained  by  the  experience  of  sister 
states.  But  our  geographical  position — the  present  agricul- 
tural and  commercial  condition  of  our  citizens — the  richness  of 
a  soil  that  should  enrich  its  possessors — the  well-known  fact  that 
the  whole  line  from  the  mouth  of  the  Wabash  to  the  Ohio  boun- 
dary (and  for  fifty  miles  on  each  side  of  it)  passes  through  a 
country  of  unequalled  fertility,  possessing  many  natural  re- 
sources to  sustain  manufactures,  leave  but  little  to  conjecture. 
The  certain  effect  also,  of  the  expenditures  made  upon  thi"^ 
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work  to  improve  our  condition,  and  to  afford  a  much  increased 
revenue,  must  not  be  overlooked.  But  no  present  pecuniary 
calculations  are  of  such  immediate  consequence,  as  the  certain 
increase  of  weahh  and  population  the  work  will  insure ;  and  the 
energy  and  success  these  lend  to  the  great  interests  of  a  free 
people. 

Some  suggestions  have  been  made  to  your  committee  in  an- 
swer to  inquiries  made  of  a  member  of  the  board  of  canal 
commissioners,  that  it  would  be  well  to  authorize  commissioners 
at  this  time,  to  employ  an  engineer,  borrow  means  upon  the 
faith  of  the  state  with  the  lands  and  canal  pledged,  and  proceed 
with  the  work  on  the  summit  level  section — (see  appendix  A.) 
of  course  to  sell  Laid  annurilly  to  pay  interest,  until  the  tinal 
completion  of  all  within  our  state  in  1835.  This  plan  your 
committee  view  the  most  deleterious  that  could  possibly  be  de- 
vised, or  adopted,  as  it  would  evidently  tend  to  deprive  the 
state  of  a  choice  of  means,  and  might  by  such  partial  sales  of 
land,  for  cash  only,  subvert  state  interests  to  individual  aggran 
dizement  and  combination  monopoly.  Another  plan  had  oc- 
curred to  your  committee  to  pledge  the  land,  three  per  cent, 
fund  unappropriated,  and  revenue  of  the  canal  when  finished ; 
with  the  faith  of  the  state  as  collateral  security  for  the  eventual 
redemption  of  the  debt  and  interest — and  proceed  with  the 
work,  paying  the  first  five  years  interest  by  an  issue  of  stock, 
on  the  same  terms  as  the  original  stock,  until  the  work 
be  completed  and  the  tolls  leave  no  doubt  of  means,  or 
by  sales  of  the  lands  at  fair  prices,  redeem  the  scrip.  To 
demonstrate  that  this  plan  is  preferable  to  an  appalling  sacri- 
fice of  land,  for  cash  to  provide  interest  as  it  w^ould  become 
payable  were  we  to  authorize  loans  at  this  time,  your  commit- 
tee have  calculated  the  simple  interest  on  instalments,  as  they 
would  accrue  and  accumulate  in  succeeding  years,  up  to  1836 
— one  year  after  the  last  loan  be  obtained,  and  the  canal  com- 
pleted according  to  the  system  talked  of,  when  and  not  before, 
the  tolls  and  M'ater  power  may  yield  a  sufficient  revenue.  Up 
to  that  period  the  aggregate  amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  by- 
cash  sales  of  lands,  would  be  ^284,907  41  which  it  would  re- 
quire 227,901  acres  of  (no  doubt  the  choice)  land  along  the 
line  of  canal  at  §1  25  per  acre,  the  estimated  value  made  by 
the  commissioners,  to  pay  and  satisfy.  (See  appendix  B.)  But 
some  deduction  may  be  made  for  an  increase  of  price  in  the  pro- 
gressive sales — admit  this — the  ideal  compound  interest  arising 
on  an  issue  of  scrip  for  the  same  purpose,  issued  at  the  same 
period,  and  calculated  with  the  interest  it  may  bear  fo<-  the 
same  time,  one  year  after  the  c^nipl-^tion  nf  the  work — will  call 
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lor  about  f  305,000,  and  the  simple  question  is,  whether  the  in- 
creased  value  of  the  land  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  when 
the  work  be  completed,  or  the  increase  of  interest  on  the  scrip, 
would  amount  to  the  largest  sum?  It  really  seems  to  your  com- 
mittee that  about  one  half  of  the  same  land  which  must  be  occa- 
sionally sold  under  such  a  plan,  would  satisfy  the  whole  amount  of 
interest  scrip  after  the  canal  be  open ;  therefore  your  commit- 
tee  have  heretofore,  with  some  information  of  such  a  destruc- 
tive project  by  petitions,  distinctly  reported  against  it.  A 
gradual  approach  to  this  great  work,  so  as  to  embrace  all  its 
parts  without  any  hazard  to  the  public  treasury,  and  avoiding 
a  useless  commencement  without  system  for  the  whole,  seems 
now  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  waste  of  both  time  and 
money — and  the  course  your  committee  will  here  advise  for  the 
certain  promotion  of  the  work,  presents  the  best  mode  they  can 
frame.  It  guards  against  useless  involvement,  prevents  any 
unnecessary  sacrifice  of  property,  and  secures  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  great  object  in  view.  It  is  only  by  a  judicious  ap- 
phcation  of  the  means  donated,  that  we  may  with  certainty  cal- 
culate upon  additional  means  hereafter,  should  we  require  any 
from  the  same  quarter;  audit  is  believed  the  general  govern- 
ment must  approve  of  the  disposition  and  course  we  propose. 

Many  plans  might  be  suggested,  all  having  some  peculiar 
claims  to  preference;  still,  that  one  which  shall  present  in  its 
consequences  the  greatest  certainty,  ought  in  the  present  ia-^ 
cipientstage  of  this  great  work,  to  secure  our  most  cordial  ac- 
quiescence. The  nature  of  the  grant  of  land  and  the  condi- 
tion which  is  annexed  to  it,  should  first  be  considered.  This 
cession  of  land  was  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  of  Indiana, 
and  for  the  future  use  of  the  United  States  at  certain  periods, 
and  under  certain  emergencies,  that  the  donation  might  not  be 
diverted  by  the  state,  to  objects  other  than  what  was  intended 
by  the  donor:  and  to  create  an  inducement  for  the  faithful  ful- 
filment of  the  grand  design  of  the  latter,  conditions  are  appen- 
ded to  the  grant,  which  we  havealready  accepted;  making  it 
incumbent  on  the  state,  to  commence  the  work  in  five  years 
and  finish  it  in  twenty,  from  the  time  the  act  was  in  force ;  or  to 
pay  to  the  General  Government  the  amQuntof  any  lands  pre~ 
viously  sold.  It  will  be  perceived  by  a  reference  to  this  act 
of  Congress,  that  the  title  to  the  land,  if  the  proposition  made 
were  accepted,  has,  and  is,  vested  in  the  state  absolutdy^  with- 
out any  condition  that  can  defeat  its  conveyance.  The  condi- 
tion annexed  to  the  grant,  and  the  consequence  growing  out  of 
it,  are  not  that  the  land  shall  revert  back  to  its  original  proprie- 
jtor  upon  our  failure  to  commence  and  finish  the  canal  mtho 
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times  limited  by  the  grant — but,  that  we  shall  pay  a  certain  a- 
mount  to  the  United  States  for  all  the  lands  we  shall  sell.— 
Thus  the  power  is  expressly  given  to  us  to  sell  the  lands,  when 
and  how  we  please.  A  legislative  act  of  the  last  session,ac- 
cepting  the  proposals  made  to  us,  irrevocably  fixed  from  that 
time,  an  obligation  to  pay  to  the  General  Government  the  val- 
ue of  the  lands  upon  the  happening  of  the  contigencies  named 
in  the  act  of  Congress.  By  this  act  we  are  fully  authorised  to 
sell  those  lands,  and  to  make  good  titles,  and  the  state  after  sel- 
ling, must  stand  charged  as  a  debtor  to  the  United  States;  but 
the  innocent  purchaser  shall  not  be  divested  of  his  rights. — 
Finding  ourselves  fully  authorised  to  sell  and  convey  this  pro- 
perty, a  question  of  serious  import  is  presented,  which  seeks  a 
developement  of  the  most  eligible  plan  for  its  future  disposi- 
tion. 

Or  shall  we  now  suffer  the  main  resources,  upon  which  we 
rely  for  success  in  a  great  state  enterprize,  to  remain  a  dead 
and  unprofitable  captial  to  the  state?  or  shall  we  blindly  sacri- 
fice the  excellent  gift  in  whole  or  part,  by  a  premature  sale  for 
ready  cash,  and  thus  augment  the  chances  for  a  loan  beyond  our 
means,  thereby  defeating  the  whole  project  ?  or,  shall  we,at  once, 
convert  this  gift  into  a  lively,  and  prolific  capital,  which  will 
soon  place  us  in  a  condition  to  command  the  means  we  need 
for  present  use,  and  leave  to  posterity  the  original  loan  to  ap- 
ply  to  like  purposes? 

Situated  as  we  are  it  is  believed  to  be  unwise  at  present,  to 
dispose  ofany  of  these  lands  with  the  ulterior  view  alone  of  dis- 
posing of  theprincipal  capital  arising  therefrom — while  it  is  sus 
ceptible  of  a  clear  demonstration,  that  the  great  object  in  con 
templation  can  be  effected  with  more  certainty,  by  saving  their 
value  untouched,  as  a  safe  contingent  fund  to  protect  the  people 
against  unforeseen  calamities — and  can  be  made  to  effect  our 
purpose  in  the  mean  time,  by  applying  the  interest  only. 

Various  propositions  for  disposing  of  this  property  and  ma- 
king partial  provision  for  the  canal  having  been  made.  That 
one  which  appears  to  be  liable  to  the  most  exceptions,  is  the 
authorsingasaleofpart  of  theiands  for  prompt  payment.  By 
such  a  course  we  would  deprive  ourselves  of  the  difierence  be 
tween  cash  price  and  true  value;  between  their  present  condi- 
tion, en-vironed  with  all  the  fluctuations  of  future  legislations, 
and  their  inviting  situation  when  boats  shall  visit  them  to  carry 
their  exuberant  productions  to  a  market.  In  addition,  we  shall 
by  this  course,  subject  them  to  the  combinations  and  certain 
grasp  of  rich  speculators,  who  will  collude  with  each  other, 
to  make  their  ready  money  force  a  sacrifice — (perhaps  foreign- 
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eis)  and  with  whom  the  poor  man  without  means,  cannot  com-^ 
pete  as  he  would  if  a  credit  were  given ;  so  a  monopoly  would 
ensue.  By  such  a  course  perhaps  half  the  sum  might  be  re- 
ahzed,  and  the  bonafide  settler  excluded — but  this  sum  can 
soon  be  created  upon  another  and  an  incomparibly  better  pla-.>. 
By  the  one  course,  we  would  inevitably,  involve  the  state  in 
debts  if  we  prosecute  our  canal,  which  by  the  course  we  sug- 
gest, can  now  be  avoided,  and  the  great  work  be  accomplish- 
ed in  as  short  a  time. 

In  selling,  we  have  in  view  both  the  success  of  the  canal,  and 
the  prosperity  of  the  whole  state:  and  that  system  which  guar- 
antees the  largest  amount  of  money,  or  securities  on  certain  in* 
terest,  and  which  will  best  insure  the  progress  of  the  work,  as 
the  actual  settlement  of  the  soil,  must  prevail  with  this  intelli- 
gent body,  whose  committe  we  are. 

The  mode  which  presents  itself,  as  most  advisable,  therefore 
is  in  substance,  as  follows,  viz: 

Let  the  land  be  sold  on  a  credit  of  twenty  years  for  the  prin- 
cipal. 

Require  the  interest  of  the  first  of  each  succeeding  year  to 
be  paid  in  advance. 

Allow  the  purchaser  to  make  full  payment  at  any  time,  and 
receive  a  patent. 

Let  the  state  make  a  pledge,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sales, 
both  principal  and  interest  shall  be  irrevocably,  a  fund  for  the 
construction  of  the  canal  within  a  specified  time. 

Let  the  state  give  a  certificate,  by  her  commissioner,  to 
purchasers, -that  she  will  make  a  title,  on  the  payment  of  prin- 
cipal and  interest  any  time  within  twenty  years,  but  on  failure 
to  pay  the  interest  on  the  whole  purchase  money  each  year, 
in  advance,  the  land  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  state,  &c. 

And  in  all  cases  of  defaults,  let  the  same  be  forthwith  re- 
offered  for  sale.  Let  the  law  contain  an  injunction  against  the 
commission  of  waste  on  any  purchased  property;  arid  on  a 
convictionof  the  same,  on  an  indictment  in  the  proper  Circuit 
Court,  let  judgment  be  rendered  that  the  lands  shall  be  for- 
feited to  the  state  for  a  resale. 

Let  commissioners  be  required  to  select  the  first  or  second 
section  of  land  on  the  canal  line,  which  section  must  determine, 
according  to  law,  all  the  alternate  sections ;  and  let  a  system 
be  adopted,  to  provide  for  a  sale  thereof,  and  for  the  invest- 
ment of  the  funds  received  as  principal  or  interest,  in  stock  of 
the  United  States,  or  bank  of  the  United  States  (as  may  at  the 
time  be  deemed  most  expedient)  on  behalf  of  the  Wabash  and 
Miami  canal  fund  of  the  state    af  Indiana.     This  investment 
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c^n,  at  anj  time,  be  hypothecated  for  loans,  and  will  pay  ttift. 
interest  thereon  of  itself;  or  can  be  cashed  at  any  moment. 

Objections  may  be  expressed  to  such  a  bill,  which  its  many 
:iafeguards  will  dissipate.  The  discretionary  power  necessa* 
fily  delegated,  will  be  known  to  be  inevitable  by  those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  expense  and  trouble  of  partial  legislation. 
The  true  correction  of  its  abuse  exists  in  the  General  Assembly: 
And  your  committee  believe  the  powers  required  by  the  systen* 
briefly  pictured,  can  be  safely  deposited. 

Upon  such  principles,  though  still  subject  to  objections,  this 
canal  grant  may  immediately  be  made  to  realize  from  thirty  to 
sixty  thousand  dollars  annually. 

At  ^1  25  per  acre,  the  interest  on  the  whole,  when  sold, 
would  be  ^30,000.  At  $2  50  per  acre,  the  amount  which  it 
is  believed  the  whole  grant  will  average,  under  a  law,  thus 
bringing  into  full  effect  upon  the  sale  the  prospective  advanta- 
ges, the  interest  on  the  principal  created  ^1,000,000  would 
be  ^60,000:  And  between  $30,000  and  |60,000  we  should 
be  certain  of  receiving  each  year. 

Suppose  we  say  the  least  sum  $30,000.  In  three  years  this 
sum  annually  invested,  would  amount  to  near  $120,000. — - 
Then  suppose  we  fix  upon  that  period  for  the  commence^ 
ment  of  the  canal,  to  be  put  under  contract,  and  finished  in  three 
years  afterwards,  which  will  extend  its  final  completion  to  the 
year  1835. 

Suppose  then,  that  the  canal  is  commenced  in  1832,  and  it 
be  necessary  to  borrow  the  first  year  $350,000  to  be  expended 
during  that  year;  the  interest  of  this  sum  the  first  year  will  be 
$21,000 — the  next  yearwe  must  borrow  $350,000 — the  inter* 
est  on  this,  added  to  the  interest  on  the  loan  of  the  first  year, 
will  be  $42,000.  The  third  year  we  borrow  $350,000 — 
The  interest  on  this,  added  to  the  interest  on  the  two  first 
loans,  will  amount  to  $63,000 — Thus  the  interest  of  the  whole 
loan  for  three  years  would  be  $126,000,  only  $6,000  more 
than  had  arisen  from  former  interest  on  sales.  During  tKese 
three  years  that  the  canal  will  be  cutting  $120,000  additional, 
will  have  accrued  from  the  same  source,  which,  after  paying-  the. 
balance  against  us  of  $6,000,  would  leave  $114,000  to  be  ap- 
plied in  the  year  1836  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  principal 
.debt  borrowed,  or  other  necessary  improvements.  After  this 
there  would  be^the  interest  annually  accruing,  with  the  toljf 
and  water  power,  to  gradually  extinguish  the  debt  and  inter- 
est thereon,  and  the  value  of  the  canal  grant  still  remain  itxi' 
touched,  as  at  the  beginning. 

All   loans  negotiated  hereafter  should  be  for  a  term  ap- 
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proaching  near  to  the  deration  of  the  credit  given  on  theland» 
the  latter  being  first  payable — hence,  the  interest  accruing  on 
the  one,  will  meet  the  other,  without  at  any  time,  making  it 
necessary  to  call  upon  the  people,  or  their  representatives  for 
the  first  cent. 

If  the  lands  should  bring  ^1,000,000,  which  would  only  be 
^2  50  per  acre,  as  there  is  no  doubt  they  will  upfen  such  ad- 
vantageous terms,  (terms  which  amount  to  loaning  the  purcha- 
ser, his  purchase  money  for  twenty  years  at  simple  interest) 
then,  it  follows  that  the  state  must  realize  annually  ^60,000 
which  in  sixteen  years,  would  amount  to  ^1,000,000,  without 
estimating  its  increase  by  investment.  Why  even  the  sincere 
opponents  of  this  canal,  influenced  as  they  avowedly  are  by  a 
fear  of  state  involvement,  should  hesitate  to  order  a  sale  of  the 
lands  under  these  circumstances,  would  be  unaccountable. — 
Before  twenty  years,  the  time  at  which  the  principal  of  the 
nominal  debt  it  may  create  becomes  due,  the  amount  will  have 
been  extinguished  by  the  tolls  and  water  privileges,  which  may 
be  sold  for  large  sums — and  at  that  time,  the  whole  debt  may 
be  extinguished,  and  a  large  amount  left  for  other  improve- 
ments. This  course  then  must  be  the  true  policy  of  the  state. 
It  is  infinitely  better  than  the  plan  of  annual  loans  as  we  need 
money;  the  interest  to  be  paid  by  annual  sales  af  land  for 
jprompt  payment.  This  latter  policy  in  six  years  would  leave 
us  in  debt  more  than  $'1,000,000 — and  without  any  certain  re- 
sources but  the  work,  to  pay  either  principal  or  interest  after- 
wards; as  all  the  valuable  lands  would  have  been  sold,  or 
rather  sacrificed,  for  the  small  comparative  amount  necessary 
to  have,  from  time  to  time,  to  pay  the  interest.  It  is  ajso  pre- 
ferable to  the  plan  of  an  additional  issue  of  stock  to  pay  the  iu' 
terest— as  it  will  save  three  years  interest,  and  secure  the  re- 
quisite loans  on  belter  terms — banish  all  apprehension  of  dan- 
ger on  the  part  of  the  state — secure  the  completion  of  the  work 
within  as  short  a  time — afford  certain  means  to  accomplish  the 
improvement  of  the  Wabash  river,  which  is  essential  to  the  va- 
lue of  the  canal ;  and  afterwards  the  two  White  rivers  which  pass 
through  the  centre  of  our  state,  and  are  destined  to  be  yet -con- 
nected with  those  on  its  eastern  margin.  It  will  afford  time 
too,  for  the  necessary  negotiations  with  Ohio  to  secure  an  out- 
.'l«t  through  her  territory,  without  which,  or  the  national  author- 
ity to  improve  the  bed  of  the  Maumee  river,  the  whole  canal 
work  within  our  state  as  now  contemplated,  would  be  of  no  es- 
sential avail.  Although  our  work  when  completed,  will  un- 
questionably command  tlije  inland  trade  south  of  us,  and  the 
sastern  trade  passing  in  that  direciion,  it  cannot  b^  suj)posed 
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for  a  moment  that  any  feelings  of  rivahhip  on  the  part  of  Ohio, 
can  prevent  an  arrangement  for  a  simultaneous  progress  of  the 
work  through  that  state.  The  increasing  trade  of  our  coun* 
try  require  both,  and  tlie  period  is  at  hand  when  both  may  be 
found  insufficient.  The  improvement  of  the  Wabash  river 
south  ofTippecanoe,and  the  continued  line  through  Ohio,  should- 
with  the  work  north  of  Tippecanoe  reported  on  by  Col.  Moore, 
all  proceed  pari  passu  if  possible ;  and  in  regard  to  means, 
and  hands,  and  sustenance,  no  want  can  be  experienced  upon 
the  plan  we  suggest.  The  land  will  at  once  entice  thousands, 
and  the  work  itself  will  entice  thousands,  and  the  tolls  which 
become  the  birthright  of  the  canal,  will  by  the  simultaneous  exe- 
cution of  the  whole  work,  be  enjoyed  without  subjecting  us  to 
procrastinated  interest  for  insufficient  and  partial  expenditures. 
Your  committee  will  now  dispense  with  much  of  their  inves- 
tigation, which  duty  would  require  of  them  to  have  embodied  m 
this  report  if  it  were  thought  expedient  to  have  recommended 
a  different  measure,  and  shall  therefore,  with  a  very  brief  notice 
of  some  adherent  matters,  conclude  these  remarks.  A  list  of 
Indian  reserves,  and  claims  to  land,  located  on  the  margin  of 
the  canal  line  of  the  summit  section,  was  submitted  with  the 
papers.  It  does  seem  to  be  of  no  possible  consequence;  as  all 
the  alternate  sections  at  the  disposal  of  the  United  States  at  tlie 
date  of  the  approval  of  the  act  of  Congress,  she  thenceforth 
became  divested  of.  The  proper  authorities  can  readily  show, , 
that  the  General  Government  hold  land  enough  and  will  not  in- 
terfere with  ours.  The  report,  estimates,  &c.  of  a  line  diver- 
ging from  Col.  Moore's  upon  the  summit  section,  by  commis- 
sioners acting  under  a  law  of  our  last  session,  your  committee  by 
their  bill  leave  for  the  approval  or  rejection  of  a  skilful  state  engi- 
neer, hereafter  to  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  will  necessarily 
become  to  go  over  the  whole  route.  In  the  progress  of  the 
work  owing  to  unseen  natural  causes,  frequent  deviations  from 
any  located  line  of  canal  may  be  found  proper.  But  science 
with  occular  facts  on  the  ground,  are  most  safe  in  all  such  cases; . 
therefore  your  committee  render  neither  line  irremovable. 
Another  consideration  may  be  worthy  of  notice — in  what  de- 
gree the  selection  of  land  on  the  margin  of  the  canal  may  be 
affected  either  advantageously  or  otherwise, — and  ifso,  wheth- 
er our  state  engineer  on  preparing  the  ground  ascertains  the 
change  to  be  proportionably  advisable.  To  prepare  the  ground 
for  contract,  a  re-examination  and  re-survey  will  be  required, 
and  the  bill  herewith  reported,  provides  for  the  employment  of 
such  an  essential  agent  in  due  time.  The  selection  of  our  state 
lands  may  devolve  on  the  commissioners  under  thf'   net  men- 
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tioned ;  Wut  a  practical  engineer  of  known  science  and  experi- 
ence, to  be  responsible  to  the  state  and  in  her  employ,  becomes 
indispensable  to  prepare  the  canal  line  for  manual  operations; 
therefore  a  «ontinuance  of  their  surveys  is  not  provided  for. 

Your  committee  will  only  add,  that  being  unable  under  ex- 
isting circumstances,  to  devise  any  more  sure  and  advantageous 
mode  to  hasten  the  final  completion  of  the  important  work,  and 
thus  increase  more  speedily,  the  trade,  wealth  and  population 
of  our  state,  they  submit  to  your  better  judgment  the  measure 
they  have  recommended,  with  all  the  documents  and  papers 
referred,  and  ask  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  to  carry  the  same  inta 
effect,  entitled,  "A  Bill  providing  means  to  insure  and  com- 
mence the  construction  of  the  canal  to  connect  the  navigable 
waters  of  the*  Wabash  river  with  those  of  Lake  Erie."

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  endeavour  to 
give  information  on  several  subjects  which  were  not,  from  the 
hurried  manner  in  which  it  was  made,  embraced  in  the  report 
of  the  canal  Commissioners. 

In  determining  when  the  several  sections  of  the  canal  should 
be  placed  under  contract,  regard  has  been  had  to  the  facility  in 
which  it  was  presumed  that  contractors,  could  procure  labour- 
ers to  execute  the  work — give  sufficient  time  to  allow  the  banks 
to  consolidate  by  the  influence  of  the  seasons,  and  the  work- 
men opportunity  of  improving  their  skill  by  the  benefit  derived 
from  experience ; — and  at  the  same  time  to  avoid  such  a  degree 
of  procrastination  as  would  weaken  the  confidence  of  the  pub- 
lic in  the  final  completion  of  the  work. 

With  these  considerations  in  view  a  prudent  course  it  is  be- 
lieved would  be,  to  place  under  contract  that  part  of  the  ca- 
nal line  located  by  the  commissioners  (including  the  St.  Jo- 
seph's Feeder.)  and  from  thence  westwardly  to  the  mouth  of 
Little  river  by  the  1st  of  Sept.  next,  and  to  have  the  same  com- 
pleted in  the  summer  of  1832.  The  sections  from  Little  river 
to  the  Salamonie  and  from  the  feeder  eastwardly  to  lock  No. 
1  on  the  Maumee,  to  be  placed  under  contract  by  1st  Sept., 
1 830,  and  completed  in  summer  of  1 833.     The  canal  line  from 
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3alamonie  to  Missisineway  lobe  put  under  contract  by  thelsf 
of  Sept.  1 831,  and  be  completed  in  the  summer  of  1 834.  The 
canal  line  from  Missisineway  to  Eel  river  to  be  placed  urder 
contract  Sept  1832  and  completed  in  the  summer  of  1835. 

The  canal  line  from  lock  No.  1,  Eastwardly  tothe  state  of 
Ohio,  to  be  placed  under  contract  by  1st  of  Sept.  1833,  and 
completed  in  the  summer  of  1 836. 

The  canal  line  from  Eel  river  to  Tippecanoe  to  be  placed 
under  contract,  by  the  1st  of  Sept.  1834,  and  completed  in  the 
summer  of  1837. 

It  must  however  be  remarked  that  the  actual  time  of  placing 
these  sections  under  contract  must  ultimately  depend  on  the 
progress  in  performing  the  work,  and  in  great  measure  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Engineer  superintending  the  canaL 

9d.  Of  the  Engineers,  hands,  &c.  to  be  employed,  and  the 
appropriation  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  order  to  complete  the  levels  and  surveys  df  the  location 
made  by  the  board  of  commissioners  and  have  it  ready  to  be 
placed  under  contract  by  the  Istof  Sept.  next  and  continue  the 
surveys  on  the  remainder  of  the  route,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
employ,  early  in  the  ensuing  year,  one  principal  and  one  assis- 
tant Engineer;  and  that  an  appropriation  of  ^4,300  in  addition 
to  the  sum  of  $107  55,  balance  of  former  appropriations  re- 
maining on  hand,  will  be  required  to  meet  the  expense.

Mr.  Graham,  from  the  committee  of  ways  and  means,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  late  communication  of  tiie  Auditor  of  public 
accounts,  relatitive  to  a  mistake  or  difference  between  the  re- 
ports ofthe  Auditor,  and  the  Treasurer  of  State,  now  reported 
that  inasmuch  as  the  Auditor  in  his  last  communication  has 
explained  the  cause  ofthe  difference,  they  deem  it  inexpedient 
to  make  further  report  on  that  subject;  which  report  was  read 
and  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Lane,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  to  amend  the  act  regulating  estrays  and  water  craft 
going  a  drift,  now  reported  the  bill  to  the  senate  with  an  amend- 
ment; which  was  concurred  in. 

Ordered,  That  the  bill,  as  amended,  be  engrossed  and  past 
to  a  third  reading, 

Mr.  Stevens,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  to  establish  a  state  road  from  Lake  Michigan  by  way  of 
Indianapohs,  to  some  convenient  point  on  the  Ohio  river;  now 
reported  the  bill  to  the  senate,  amended  by  striking  the  same 
out  from  the  enacting  clause,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
following,  to  wit: 

"That  the  road  as  surveyed  and  marked  by  John  L  Neely, 
Chester  Elliott,  and  John  M'Donald  from  lake  Michigan  to  In- 
dianapolis in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  provide 
for  surveying  and  marking  a  road  from  lake  Michigan  to  Indian- 
apolis," approved,  January  24, 1828,  as  laid  down  in  the 
field  notes  of  their  second  survey  and  route,  deposited  in  the  of- 
fice of  Secretary  of  State  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  established 
the  road  authorized  by  the  second  article  of  a  treaty  made  and 
concluded  near  the  mouth  of  the  Mississinewa,  upon  the  Wa- 
bash in  the  state  of  Indiana,  the  16th  day  of  October,  1826,  be- 
tween the  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  and 
the  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Potawatamie  tribe  of  Indians 
and  further  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress,  of  March  2d, 
1827,  and  that  said  road  shall  be  and  hereby  is  continued  to 
some  convenient  point  on  the  Ohio  river  between  the  falls  and 
the  mouth  of  the  great  Miami  river,  both  named  points  inclu- 
sive, to  be  determined  by  the  commissioners  hereinafter  appoin- 
ted. 
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Sec.  2.  That  Samuel  Hanna  of  Wayne  county,  William 
Polk  of  Knox  county,  and  Samuel  M.  Caldwell  of  Vermillion 
county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  se- 
lect and  determine  the  said  convenient  point  on  the  Ohio  river, 
within  the  bounds  above  prescribed;  and,  after  they  shall  have 
made  such  selection,  shall  if  it  be  necessary,  employ  a  competent 
surveyor,  markers  and  chain  bearers;  and  survey,  meas- 
ure, mark,  and  locate  said  road  from  thence  to  Indianapolis. 
But  if  there  shall  be  a  surveyed  state  road  from  the  point  so  as 
aforesaid  selected  by  said  commissioners  on  tht  -Ohio  river,  to 
the  town  of  Indianapolis,  the  said  commissioners  may  in  their 
discretion  adopt  such  state  road,  as  their  located  road,  and 
make  return  of  their  proceedings  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  town  of  In- 
dianapolis, on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  and  after  hav- 
ing taken  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  tru- 
ly to  discharge  their  duty,  as  such  commissioners  under  this  act 
to  the  best  of  their  abilities,  taking  into  view  the  due  interests 
of  the  whole  state  of  Indiana,  agreeably  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act,  and  the  grant  to  the  Potawatamie  tribe  of 
Indians  above  mentioned,  shall  proceed  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them;  and  shall  record  all  their  proceedings,  and 
when  done  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  correct 
copy  of  the  same,  together  with  the  plats,  courses,  distances, 
and  field  notes  of  any  road  by  them  surveyed,  and  also  a  correct 
account  of  all  monies  expended  in  the  payment  of  surveyors, 
markers  and  chain-bearers,  if  any  shall  be  3o  expended;  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  lay  a  copy 
thereof  before  both  houses  of  the  next  General  Assembly  on 
third  day  of  their  next  session. 

Sec.  4.  Said  commissioners  shall  each  receive  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  per  day  for  their  services,  and  the  Auditor  of  public 
accounts  is  hereby  directed  to  audit,  and  the  Treasurer  to  pay 
the  same  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated. And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
to  give  to  such  surveyors,  markers,  and  chain-bearers,  as  may 
be  by  them  employed  a  certificate  under  their  hands  and  seals, 
certifying  the  amonutdue  to  each  for  his  services;  and  the  Au- 
ditor of  public  accounts  is  hereby  directed  to  audit  and  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  same  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated. 

This  act  to  take  effect,  and  be  in  force  from   and  after   ite 
passage. 
Which  report  or  proposed  amend ment,was  read ;  when  Mr.  Gra- 
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ham  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  amendment,  by  striking  out 
the  second  section,  and  inserting  in  Ueu  tiiereof  the  following:

Mr.  Morgan  on  leave  being  granted;  introduced  a  bill  on  the 
subject  of  lands  mortgaged  for  college  fund ;  which  was  read. 

Ordered,  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.Maxwell  on  leave  being  granted  introduced  a  bill  regu- 
Inttng  medical  societies ;  which  was  read. 

Ordered,  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

The  bill  authorizing  the  Judges  of  the  circuit  court  of  the 
county  of  Perry,  to  change  the  venue  in  a  certain  case  therein 
named ;  was  read  a  second  time. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  committed  to  a  committee,  of  the  whole 
senate. 

The  engrossed  bill  from  the  house  of  representatives,  allow- 
ing additional  compensation  to  Austin  Bishop,  and  Robert  Cul- 
bertson  for  extra  work  done  upon  the  Governor's  house;  as 
amended  in  senate,  was  read  a  third  time. 

Resolved,  That  this  bill  pass. 

Ordered,  That  the  Assistant  Secretary  inform  the  house  of 
representatives  accordingly  and  request  their  concurrence  in 
the  proposed  amendment. 

The  senate,  according  to  order,  again  resolved  itself  into

Rariden  in  the  chair;  when,  after  some  time  spent  thereon,  the 
committee  rose,  and  Mr.  Rariden  reported  the  bill  to  the  sen 
ate  with  amendments,  which  were  read  and  concurred  in. 

Motions  were  then  made,  first  to  strik  out  the  second  section 
of  the  bill,  and  secondly  to  recommit  the  bill,  neither  of  which 
prevailed.

The  house  concur  in  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  senate 
to  the  bill  of  this  house  allowing  additional  compensation  to 
Austm  Bishop  and  Robert  Culbertson; 

The  house  has  passed  an  engrossed  joint  resolution  of  the 
state  of  Indiana  from  the  senate  with  two  amendments  in 
which  the  concurrence  of  the  senate  is  requested ; 

The  Speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  having  signed 
several  enrolled  bills,  lam  directed  to  bring  them  up  to  the  sen- 
ate for  the  signature  of  their  President.

The  Senate  assembled.

nor's house,  and  find  the  same  truly  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  bill  from  the  house  of  representatives,  to  au ' 
thorize  the  board  of  justices  of  Bartholomew  county  to  levy  a« 
additional  tax,  last  brought  up  for  concurrence,  was  read. 

Ordered^  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

The  senate  then  proceeded  to  consider  the  amendments  pro- 
posed by  the  house  of  representatives,  to  the  engrossed  joint 
resolution  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  which  originated  in  the 
senate,  and  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives being  read,  Mr.  Ewing  moved  to  amend  the  firsUamend- 
ment  in  the  second  page,  second  line  from  the  bottom,  by  stri- 
king out  the  word  "modificatien,"  which  was  agreed  to.

Mr.  Rariden  then  moved  further  to  amend  the  said  first  pro- 
posed amendment,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  following 
proviso;  provided  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained,  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  establish  an  admission  on  the  part  of  the 
.  state  of  Indiana,  that  the  congress  of  the  United  States  has 
any  right  or  power  to  give,  grant,  sell  or  dispose  of  any  unoc- 
cupied lands,  commonly  called  the  eminent  domain,  within  the 
limits  of  any  state  for  any  purpose  whatever."

and  mterests  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  in  and  to  the  land  in  said 
4th  section  specified,  should  be  conveyed  and  relinquished  to 
the  state  of  Ohio,  be  adjusted  and  settled  as  speedily  as  possible; 
therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Indiana^ 
That  a  commissioner  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senate 
and  house  of  representatives,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  forthwith 
to  proceed  to  the  seat  of  government  of  the  state  of  Ohio, 
and  there  with  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  general  assembly  of  that  state,  treat  of  and  adjust  the  terms 
upon  which  the  right  and  interest  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  (in  the 
land  within  the  state  of  Ohio,  granted  to  the  state  of  Indiana,) 
by  the  act  ofrongressof  the  2d  of  March,  1827,  aforesaid,  shall 
be  conveyed  and  relinquished  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  to  provide 
for  and  secure  to  the  those  citizens  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  who 
may  hereafter  be  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  merchan- 
dize on  the  Miami  canal,  the  same  privileges,  and  upon  the 
same  terms,  that  the  citizens  of  Ohio  may  be  allowed  and  enjoy 
upon  the  Wabash  and  Miami  canal,  to  ascertain  the  time  when 
the  state  of  Ohio  will  construct  the  Miami  canal,  and  to  agree 
upon  the  manner  and  terms  upon  which  the  Wabash  and  Miami 
canal  of  Indiana  and  the  Miami  canal  of  Ohio  shall  be  connect- 
ed, and  in  case  of  any  accident  or  default  on  the  part  of  said 
agent  so  to  be  elected,  calculated  to  prevent  the  immediate  ex- 
ecution of  the  duties  herein  required,  then,  and  in  that  case^ 
the  Governor  of  this  state  shall  appoint  and  commission  a  s«b- 
£titute  agent,  with  like  powers  to  accomplish  the  object  in 
view. 

The  proceedings  of  the  said  commissioner  shall  be  reported 
to  the  general  assembly,  and  be  subject  to  its  approval  or  re- 
jection. 

The  commissioner  aforesaid  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  three 
dollars  for  each  and  every  day  lis  mav  be  necessarily  engaged 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  him,  to  be  paid  ou^ 
of  any  monies  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Thai  whenever,  in  civil  cases^  the  question  of  law 
and  fact  are  not  blended,  the  jury  shall  decide  the  questions  of 
fact,  and  the  court,  the  questions  of  law;  but  that  if  a  geneial 
verdict  cannot  be  rendered  by  the  jury,  Avithout  the  deter- 
minalion  of  questions,  both  of  law  and  fact,  the  jury  may,  in  the 
honest  and  discreet  exercise  of  their  judgment,  determine  the 
whole. 

(Sec.  3.  stricken  out,  see  above.) 

"Sec.  4.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions — for  the  security  of  life, 
liberty  and  reputation,  the  jury  are  judges  of  law  and  fact:  Pro^ 
vided  however^  That  nothing  in  this  section  contained,  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  jury  to  decide  any  incidental  or 
collateral  questions  of  law  arising  in  the  progress  of  such  trial. 

Sec.  5.  In  civil  cases,  the  courts  of  original  jurisdiction,  shall 
have  the  power  of  granting  two  new  trials,  and  no  more,  to  the 
same  party,  in  the  same  case,  according  the  usages  and  practi- 
ces of  courts. 

Sec.  6.  In  criminal  prosecutions,  the  coirrts  may  grant  new 
trials  to  the  defendants,  but  not  against  them^  as  often  as  justice 
may  require,  according  to  the  usages  and  practices  of  courts. 

Sec.  7.  Either  party  in  all  cases,  may  withdraw  the  determi- 
nation of  the  issue,  from  the  jury,  by  a  demurrer  to  evidence^ 
according  to  the  usages  and  practices  of  courts."

"of  reporting  a  bill  providing  for  taking  a  vote  of  the  people  at 
the  next  annual  election,  whether  they  are  in  favor  of  calling  a 
convention  to  change  the  constitution  so  that  hereafter  the

Graham  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  words:  "a.  d 
further  to  amend  the  constitution  so  as  to  elect  senators  a^^d 
representatives  biennially,  and  to  authorize  the  trials  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  by  the  circuit  court,  and  the  trials  of  circuit 
judges  in  case  of  impeachment,  before  the  supreme  court,  as 
well  as  all  the  officers  below  the  grade  of  supreme  judges  in 
the  sande  court;  which  amendments  were  severally  adopted, 
and  the  original  resolution,  as  amended,  being  read, 

Mr.  Daniel  moved  that  it  he  laid  on  the  table. 

And  on  the  question,  shall  the  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table? 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  yeas  13 — nays  8. 

The  yeas  and  nays  being  requested  by  two  senators,

Simonson,  Stevens. 

Mr.  Clark  submitted  for  consideration  the  following  resolu- 
tion, to  wit: 

Whereas,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  representatives  of  the  people  in 
all  free  governments  to  relieve  the  people  from  all  unnecessa- 
ry burthen  of  taxation ;  jind  whereas^  it  is  not  necessary  to  con- 
tinue the  present  fees  and  allowances  made  to  the  state  and 
county  officers,  and  likewise  the  pay  of  the  members  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly,  owing  to  the  enhanced  value  of  money  to  what 
it  was  at  the  time  of  establishing  their  fees  and  salaries  by  law ; 
jind  zohereas,  the  means  of  the  farmer  and  mechanic  to  raise 
taxes  have  in  the  same  time  been  reduced  in  many  instances 
two  hundred  per  cent.;  at  the  same  time  the  reduced  price  of 
provisions,  clothing  and  every  necessary  article  of  subsistence 
adds  to  the  profits  of  officers  in  the  same  proportion :  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved^  that  the  judiciary  committee  be  instructed  to 
inquire  into  the  expediency  of  reporting  a  bill  reducing  the  fees 
and  salaries  of  officers  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  bring  them  to 
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tlieir  original  standard,  having  in  view  the  depreciated  meRBT 
of  the  people  to  pay  taxes;  which  was  read,and  adopted. 

Mr.  Simonson  submitted  for  consideration,  the  following  res- 
olution. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  education  be  instructed  to 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  providing  by  law  for  the  incor- 
poration of  academies  and  institutions  of  learning;  when  Mr.

Mr.  Givens,  on  leave  being  granted,  introduced  a  bill  to 
amer»d  an  act  providing  the  mode  of  opening  and  reparing 
public  roads  a  id  highways  in  certain  counties  therein  named, 
approved  January  21, 1826,  which  was  read. 

Ordered,  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  second  time  by  comon  consent,  and, 
Ordered,  That  it  be  engrossed  and  pass  to  a  third  reading.

Sir: — Accompanying  this  message,  you  will  find  tlje  report 
of  the  board  of  visitors,  of  the  Indiana  college,  of  the  last  Oc- 
tober meeting  at  Bloomington ;  together  with  a  report  from  the 
agent  of  the  late  trustees,  of  the  state  seminary  of  Indiana,  which- 
you  are  respectluUy  requested  to  lay  before  the  honorable 
senate.

To  his  Excellency  James  B.  Ray,  Governor  of  the  state  of  Indiana. 

The  undersigned,  being  a  majority  of  the  board  of  visitors  of 
the  Indiana  college,  have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  that,  in  con- 
formity to  the  act  of  the  legislature,  we  visited  Bloomington  in

October  last,  at  the  time  fixed  by  the  laws  of  the  institu- 
tion for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  ior 
the  public  examination,  and  other  collegiate  periormanccs  of 
the  students.  The  examination  was  conducted  hy  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hall,  professor  of  languages,  and  Mr.  Harney,  proieesor  of 
mathematics.  In  the  languages,  the  classes  were  examined  on 
Ross's  Latin  Grammar,  Mair's  Introduction,  Seieciai  Veteri, 
Sallusf,  Valpy's  Greek  Grammar,  Author's  Exercises,  G'asca 
Mi/'ora,  and  the  first  volume  of  Grseca  iMajora.  In  Mathema- 
tics, he  examination  was  on  Algebra,  Geometrj",  the  applica- 
tion of  the  former  to  the  latter,  the  nature  of  irrational  quanti- 
ties, UiCluding  the  Diaphantine  A!ialysis,Anylitical  plane  Trige- 
nometry,  the  construction  of  Mathematical  tables,  the  doctrine 
of  Fluxions,  &c.  The  number  of  students  was  thirty-five;  as 
minv,  certainly,  as  could  have  been  expected  at  so  early  a  pe- 
riod of  the  institution ;  the  first  year  ot  its  establishment  not 
having  yet  expired.  Except  in  one  or  two  branches,  none  had 
advanced  beyond  the  studies  usually  pursued  in  a  Freshman 
class;  and  the  most  of  them  were  only  in  the  preparatory  de- 
partment. 

We  had  the  pleasure  to  be  present  at  several  meetings  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  subsequent  to  the  examination.  Some 
important  amendments  were  made  by  them  to  the  by-laws< 
which,  however,  are  still  considered  somewhat  defective.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  this  subject,  and  tbrm 
a  complete  system  of  rules  for  the  government  of  the  college, 
to  be  presented  to  the  board  of  trustees  at  t'neir  next  annual 
meeting.  The  four  regular  classes  usual  in  similar  institutions, 
are  now  organized,  and  also  a  preparatory  department;  the 
studies  of  the  latter,  being  in  the  languages,  those  already  men- 
tioned, together  with  Kirkham's  English  Grammar,  Wood- 
bridge's  Geography,  Colburn's  Arithmetic — first  lessons  and 
sequel.  The  studies  of  the  Freshman  class  are,  Cicero's  Ora» 
tions,  Virgil,  Grasca  Majora,  1st  volume,  Adam's  Roman  Anti- 
quities, Murray's  Eno;lish  Grammar,  Colburn's  Algebra,  Amer- 
ican Geography,  Compositions  in  English  and  Latin,  Hutton's 
Geometry.  Those  of  the  Sophomore  class  are,  Walker's  Rhe- 
torical Grammar,  Horace,  Eastern  Geography,  Hedge's  Logic, 
Blair's  Lectures,  Grasca  Majora,  continued,  Tytler's  Elements 
of  History,  Cicero  de  Oratore,  Potter's  Grecian  Antiquities. 
The  course  of  studies  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  have 
not  yet  been  established.  The  great  importance  of  these  high- 
er studies  suggested  the  propriety  of  not  fixing  them  for  the 
present.  The  subject  is  referred  to  the  consideration  of  the 
committee  on  the  by-laws,  whose  report  will  contain  their   mv.

tured  opinion  relative  to  these  studies.  By  the  time  that  report 
is  niade,  the  president  elect  will,  no  doubt,  have  removed  io 
Bloominglon,  aisd  taicen  charge  of  the  institution,  which  will 
eecure  to  the  board  of  trustees  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
that  experienced  and  intelhgent  gentleman,  in  further  digestir:g 
the  whole  course  of  instruction,  and  in  perfecting  the  by-laws. 

Every  possible  care  appear?  to  be  taken  of  the  college  edi- 
fice,  and  its  appurtenances.  The  rooms  of  the  building  are 
appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  recitation,  excepting  one  in 
the  second  story,  which  is  occupied  by  a  literary  society  of  the 
more  advanced  students;  the  village  of  Bloomington  furnishing 
every  convenience  as  to  boarding  and  private  rooms  for  study. 
With  respect  to  the  financial  concerns  of  the  institution,  the 
visitors  beg  leave  to  refer  your  excellency  to  the  report  of  the 
treasurer,  herewith  transmitted,  and  to  the  report  of  the  super* 
intendant  of  the  loan  office,  made  to  the  legislature  during  the 
present  session ;  which  reports  will  be  found  to  contain  the  ne- 
cessary information  on  this  subject. 

The  above  statements,  with  the  the  papers  referred  to,  em- 
brace, it  is  believed,  every  thing  relative  to  the  college,  which 
the  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  visiters  to  transmit  annually  to 
the  Governor  of  the  state.  In  closing  this  communication,  the 
undersigned  take  great  pleasure  in  saying,  that  the  regulations 
of  the  institution,  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
qualifications  and  deportment  of  the  faculty,  and  progress  of 
the  students,  were  calculated  to  excite  our  highest  hopes  for 
the  prosperity  of  the  college.

Tbe  bill  supplementary  to  the  act,  for  the  formation  of  the 
county  of  Cass,  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  general  a? 
sembly ;  was  read  a  second  time. 

Ordered,  That  it  lie  on  the  table. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  house  of  rep- 
presentatives,  by  Mr.  Lanier,  their  clerk :

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ners  of  land  in  their  respective  counties,  and  have  appointed 
Messrs.  Palmer  and  Child  a  second  committee  of  free  confer- 
ence, to  act  wdth  a  similar  committee  to  be  appointed  on  the 
part  of  senate  to  take  into  consideration  the  disagreeing  votes 
of  two  houses  on  said  bill. 

The  bill  to  prevent  nuisances  in  the  town  of  Indianapolis,  was 
read  a  second  time. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whok 
senate. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  auhorize  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court 
of  the  county  of  Perry,  to  change  the  venue  in  a  certain  case 
therein  named,  was  read  a  third  time. 

Resolved,  That  this  bill  pass,  and  that  the  title  thereof  be, 
"an  act  to  authorize  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  of  Perry,  to 
change  the  venue  in  a  certain  case  therein  named."

The  engrossed  bill  regulating  medical  societies,  was  read  a 
third  time,  when  Mr.  Clayporl  moved  that  it  be  re-committed, 
to  a  select  committee  with  instructions  to  amend  it  by  striking 
out  the  1 1  th  section,  which  reads  in  the  following  words: 

"Sec.  11.  No  person  not  regularly  licensed  to  practice  med- 
icine ih  "this  state,  nor  permitted  under  the  9th  section  of  this 
act,  nor  being  a  licensed  practitioner  in  an  adjoining  state,  in 
which  he  resides,  nor  at  the  passage  of  this  act  a  resident 
practitioner  of  medicine  in  this  state,  shall  be  entitled 
after  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  recover 
any  thing  by  law  for  medicine  or  professional  services,  as  a  phy- 
sician or  surgeon,  nor  shall  any  person,  not  a  member  of  a  dis- 
trict medical  society,  recover  any  thing  for  medical  counsel 
'after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  organization  of  a  med- 
ical society  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides;  but  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  impair  the  right  of  females  to  practice  midwifery, 
or  of  apothecaries  and  others,  not  professing  to  prescribe  or  prac- 
tice medicine,  from  selling  medicines  and  recovering  payment 
therefor.""

The  house  has  passed  an  engrossed  bill  from  the  senate  entif 
tied: 

An  act  to  amend  the  act  relative  to  crimes  and  punishments, 
with  12  amendments;  in  which  the  concurrence  of  the  senate 
is  also  requested. 

The  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  having  signed 
several  enrolled  bills,  and  an  enrolled  joint  resolution,  f  am 
directed  to  bring  the  same  up  to  the  senate  for  the  signature  of 
their  president. 

The  president  of  the  senate  having  signed  the  several  enrol- 
fed  bills  last  reported  to  have  been  examined  and  signed,  thef 
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were  delivered  to  the  committee  oh  enrolled  bills,  to  be  laid 
before  the  Governor  for  his  approval  and  signature. 

The  engrossed  bill  from  the  house  of  representatives  to  rel(f= 
Cate  the  seat  of  justice  of  Warren  county;  was  read. 

Ordered,  1  hat  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

The  senate  proceeded  to  consider  the  several  amendments 
proposed  by  the  house  of  representatives,  to  the  bill  of  the 
senate,  entitled. 

An  act  to  amend  an  act  relative  to  crimes  and  punishments; 
.all  of  which  were  concurred  in,  with  an  amendment  to  the  9th 
amendment  proposed  by  the  house  of  representatives,  which 
was  to  strikeout  the  word,  "exceed"'  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof, 
the  words,  "not  up"  the  object  of  which  amendment  of  the  sen- 
ate,  is  to  establish  the  punishment  of  petit  larceny,  at  a  pe- 
riod of  continement  in  the  penitentiary  for  "not  less"  than  one 
year. 

Ordered,  That  the  assistant  secretary  inform  the  house  of 
representatives  thereof,  and  request  concurrence  in  the  propo- 
sed amendment. 

The  senate  now  took  up  the  bill  providing  means  to  ensure 
and  commence  the  construction  of  the  canal,  to  connect  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  Wabash  river  with  the  navigable  wafers 
of  Lake  Erie;  as  amended  by  the  select  committee ;  when, 

Mr.  Stevens  moved  that  the  committee  of  the  whole  senate 
be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  engrossed 
bill  from  house  of  representatives  concerning  the  Wabash  and 
IVliami  canal;  which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Rarideo,  then  moved  to  strike  out  the  4th  section  of  the 
bill  of  the  senate,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  a  section  which  he 
read  in  his  place,  but  did  not  hand  in  at  the  secretary's  table, 
when  after  some  discussion  on  Mr.  Rariden's  motion ;

The  senate  then  took  up  the  engrossed  bill  from  the  house  of 
representatives,concerning  the  Wabash  and  Miami  canal;  which 
wa>  read ;  when, 

Mr.  Stevens  moved  to  strike  it  ou<^  from  the  enacting  clause, 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

That  the  canal  commissioners  on  iiie  contemplated  canal,  to 
connect  at  navigable  points,  the  waters  of  the  Wabash  river  aod 
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%jake  Erie,  tiow  in  office  under  a  statute  of  this  state,  approved. 
January  6, 1828,  belbre  they  proceed  to  perform  any  other  of 
further  duties,  shall  each  enter  into  bond,  with  at  least  two  suf- 
ficient sureties  in  the  penal  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  each^ 
payable  to  the  state  of  Indiana,  conditioned  for  the  true  and 
faithful  performance  of  all  and  singular  the  duties,  as  such 
commissioners,  and  for  the  true  and  faithful  accounting  ior  and 
paying  over  alimonies  which  may  or  shall  come  to  their  haida 
as  such  commissioners;  which  said  bonds  after  being  approved 
by  his  excellency  the  Governor,  shall  forthwith  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  shall  be 
a  lien,  as  a  mortgage,  upon  all  and  singular  tl)©  real  estate  of 
the  obligors  severally  from  the  date  of  the  bonds. 

Sec  2.  That  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  said  commis* 
sioners,  so  soon  as  they  shall  have  given  bond  as  aforesaid,  to 
appoint  one  of  their  body  president  of  their  board;  which  said 
appointment  they  shall  record  in  the  book  of  their  proceedings  ; 
and  shall  also  in  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals  inform 
the  Governor,  secretary,  auditor  and  treasurer  of  state  of  said 
appointment;  and  shall  then  proceed  forthwith  to  open  their 
office  at  in  the  county  of  in  the  state  of 

Indiana,  and  shall  remove  all  the  books,  documents  and  papers^ 
belonging  to  and  connected  with  the  duties  by  them  to  be  per- 
formed, to  their  said  office. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  president  of  said  board  is  hereby  made  the 
acting  commissioner,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  true  re- 
cord of  all  their  proceedings,  transactions,  communications  asid 
correspondence, and  shall  officially  sign  for  the  board  all  records, 
communications,  correspondence  and  all  other  instruments  in 
writing,  documents  and  papers  necessary  at  any  time  to  be 
signed  by  said  board ;  and  that  all  duties  and  services  to  be  per* 
formed  by  said  board,  which  can  be  performed  by  one  persooj 
shall  be  performed  by  the  president,  unless  the  board  direct, 
by  an  order  on  their  books,  some  other  member  of  the  board  to 
perform  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board, 
wheneverthey  can  advantageously  do  so,  to  divide  their  duties 
amongst  the  several  members  for  performance,  and  shall  keep 
a  regular  account  of  the  number  of  da)s  each  commissioner 
may  be  in  service,  and  shall  monthly  record  the  same  in  their 
books ;  but  that  no  commissioner  shall  receive  pay,  except  while 
he  is  actively  and  advantageously  employed  in  the  services  and 
duties  by  him  to  be  from  time  to  time  performed. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  line  of  said  contemplated  canal  as  surveyed, 
marked  and  platted  by  the  engineer  of  the  United  Slates,  as 
the  same  now  stands  altered  by  tlie  commissioners  of  the  state 
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(of  Indiana,  as  by  them  surveyed,  nnarked  and  platted,  thefiel^ 
notes  and  plats  ol  all  said  surveys  are  iiow  m  the  oftire  of  the 
secretary  otthisbtate,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  for  the  timf;  be- 
ing estabhshedas  the  iineof  said  canal,  subject  however  tosnch 
alterations,  as  the  chief  engineer,  who  nnay  be  emploved  by  the 
siate  of  Indiana,  to  superintend  the  consrruction  of  said  canal, 
Uxay  find  it  necessa?y  lor  the  interests  of  the  state  to  make. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  the  lands  on  said  canal,  which  were 
donaied  to  the  state  of  Indiana  by  the  act  ot  congress  of  March 
2,  1827,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  state  in  the  conslrnction 
of  said  canal,  shall  be  surveyed,  said  commissioners  shall  pro- 
ceed to,  and  shall  select  said  lands  agreeably  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  aforesaid  act  of  congress,  omitting  all  re- 
servations made  by  treaty,  previous  to  the  passage  of  said  act 
of  congress;  and  make  five  complete  plats,  maps  and  descrip- 
tions ol  said  lauds,  shewing  the  numbers,  townships,  ranges 
and  other  necessary  descriptions,  together  with  the  aforesaid 
reservations,  if  any,  which  would  have  fellen  to  the  state,  had 
no  such  reservation  been  made ;  and  shall  immediately  forward 
one  of  said  plats  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury'  of  the  United 
States,  and  one  to  each  of  the  offices  of  secretary,  auditor  and 
treasurer  of  state,  and  retain  in  their  own  office  the  other. 

Sec.  6.  Said  commissioners  after  having  given  due  and  suffi- 
cient notice  in  a  sufficient  number  of  newspapers,  both  within 
and  without  the  state,  of  the  time,  place  and  terms  of  sale, 
shall  proceed  on  the         day  of  1829,  to  sell  said  lands 

m  east  and  west  half  quarter  sections  at  public  auction  to  the 
highest  bidder;  one  eighth  of  the  purchase  money  shall  be  paid 
in  hand,  and  the  remainder  payable  in  twenty  yeara,  with  in- 
terest thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  in 
advance  yearly:  Provided  however,  That  no  land  shall  be  sold 
for  a  less  price  than  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  acre. 

Sec  7.  That  said  sale  shall  continue  from  day  to  day,  until 
all  said  lands  are  offered  lor  sale,  and  all  lands  sold  shall  be 
subject  to  those  express  conditions,  viz:  that  they  shall  absolute- 
ly lorfeit  and  revert  back  to  the  state,  on  the  first  failure  to  pay 
the  interest  in  advance  annually,  or  on  the  conviction  of  the 
purchaser  or  those  holding  under  him,  of  trespass,  as  hereinaf- 
ter provided  for,  and  shall  be  forthwith  re-sold  for  the  benefit 
of  the  state  on  the  first  defalcation  to  pay  interest,  or  on  the 
first  conviction  of  trespass  aforesaid,  in  manner  and  form  as  shall 
herein  hereafter  be  provided  for;  and  second,  that  the  state  of 
Indiana  shall  have  the  right,  on  finally  locating  said  canal,  to 
run  it  through  any  of  said  lands  so  sold  as  aforesaid,  and  akt 
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to  take,  and  use  any  timber ,  stone  and  other  materials  thereon 
for  the  constructing  and  putting  into  operation  said  canal,  free 
of  all  costs,  charges  or  damages  whatever. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  president  of  said  commissioners,  and  the 
secretary  and  auditor  of  state,  previous  to  any  sale  of  said  lands, 
shall  make  and  record  in  their  respective  offices,  apt  and 
proper  forms  of  certificates,  final  receipts  and  patents,  to  be 
given  to  purchasers.  And  the  president  of  said  commissioners, 
on  the  payment  in  hand  of  the  eighth  of  the  purchase  money 
aforesaid,  and  of  the  first  year's  interest  in  advance,  shall  give 
the  purchaser  a  certificate,  by  him  officially  signed,  for  the 
lands  so  purchased,  agreeably  to  the  form  of  the  certificate  so 
made  as  aforesaid ;  ard  shall  record  the  same  in  a  proper  book 
for  that  purpose  by  him  kept. 

Sec.  9.  Any  such  purchaser  or  purchasers,  may  at  any  time, 
when  he,  she  or  they  please,  make  final  payment  on  their  lands 
so  purchased-  and  on  such  payment  the  said  president  is  here- 
by directed  to  give  such  purchaser  a  final  receipt  by  him  offi- 
cially signed,  agreeably  to  the  form  so  made  as  aforesaid ;  and 
the  owner  of  any  such  final  receipt  shall,  on  filing  the  same  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  be  entitled  to  receive  a  patent 
for  the  lands  therein  described,  under  the  seal  of  the  state, 
signed  by  the  Governor  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of 
state;  which  said  patent  the  secretary  shall  record  in  a  proper 
book  to  be  by  him  for  that  purpose  kept. 

Sec.  10.  The  president  of  said  commissioners  shall  keep  a 
true  account  of  all  lands  sold,  to  whom  sold  and  for  what  price, 
together  with  the  amount  of  money  by  him  received,  distinctly 
shewing  how  much  is  for  principal  and  how  much  is  for  interest, 
in  proper  books  by  him  for  that  purpose  kept,  and  quarterly 
make  out  and  transmit,  to  the  auditor  and  treasurer  of  state 
respectively,  a  true  transcript  or  account  thereof;  and  shall 
quarterly,  or  oftener  if  practicable,  transmit  to  and  pay  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  state  all  monies  received  for  land  in  any  way, 
either  for  principal  or  interest,  taking  the  treasurers  receipt 
therefor,  which  said  receipt  shall  be  recorded  in  the  books  of 
said  commissioners,  and  filed  and  kept  in  their  office. 

Sec.  11.  The  auditor  and  treasurer  of  state  shall  each  an- 
nually report  to  both  branches  of  the  general  assembly,  at  the 
time  they  make  their  annual  reports,  true  copies  of  all  reports 
made  to  them  by  the  president  of  said  commissioners.  And 
the  treasurer  of  state  shall  open  upon  his  books  correct  accounts 
between  the  treasury  department  and  said  canal  fund,  shewing 
the  amount  received  in  favor  of  said  fund,  and  for  whatreceived, 
whether  principal  or  interest;  and  shall  lay  a  statement  thereof 
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before  the  general  assembly,  at  the  tinoe  of  making  the  otbei 
reports  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  12.  That  on  the  failureof  any  purchaser  to  pay  in  ad- 
vance annually  the  interest  due  on  his  purchase  within  sixty 
days  after  the  same  shall  become  due,  the  land  shall  absolutely 
without  any  further  let  or  hindrance,  forfeit  and  revert  back  to 
the  state,  and  shall  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  those  in  possession  of  such  forfeiture  under 
such  purchase,  shall  be  liable  to  be  treated  as  trespassers,  hav- 
ing forfeited  all  right  to  such  possession. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  such  purchaser  or  purchasers,  or  those  hold- 
ing  under  them,  shall  at  any  time  before  final  payment  of  any 
such  land,  in  any  way  injure,  destroy,  sell  or  carry  away  or  use 
any  timber,  wood  or  stone  upon  any  such  lands,  except  the 
usual  and  natural  use  and  consumption  of  the  same  in  impro- 
ving the  land,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending,  upon  convic- 
tion before  any  circuit  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  by 
indictment,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  trespass,  and  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  double  the  value  of  such  wood^ 
timber  or  stone,  and  be  turned  out  of  possession  of  the  premises 
by  the  sheriff  of  the  proper  county,  if  the  offender  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  after  making  such 
aforesaid  sale,  proceed  to  offer  in  the  same  manner  and  form, 
and  subject  to  the  same  conditions,  after  having  given  sufficient 
notice  as  aforesaid,  of  the  time,  place  and  condition  of  the  sale 
as  aforesaid,  to  sale  at  such  times,  and  as  often  as  the  interests 
«f  the  state  may  require,  all  such  lands  as  may  remain  on  hands 
unsold,  or  may  have  in  any  way  become  forfeited  to  the  state. 

Sec.  15.  The  whole  of  the  money  arising  and  accruing  any-< 
way  out  of  the  sale  of  those  aforesaid  lands,  both  principal  and 
interest,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  irrevocably  pledged  for  the 
construction  and  putting  into  operation  said  canal  in  due  time, 
and  that  the  same  shall  never  be  diverted  from  that  purpose; 
and  that  said  canal  shall  be  put  under  contract  and  be  com- 
menced within  the  term  of  five  years  from  March  2,  1827,  as 
provided  by  the  act  of  congress  on  that  subject,  and  shall  be 
completed  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Sec.  16.  That  his  excellency  the  Governor,  the  secretary, 
auditor  and  treasuror  of  state  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
and  constituted  a  board  of  fund  commissioners,  who  shall  from 
time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  practicable,  vest  the  money  arising 
from  the  saJe  of  said  lands,  and  the  monies  arising  from  the  in- 
tejrest  of  the  s^id  mo^yes,  in  secure,  active  and  productive  stock 
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cff  stdcfe,  that  wifl  produce  the  best  interest  that  can  be  had- 
for  said  monies ;  which  was  read,  when 

Mr.  Rariden  proposed  amending  the  proposed  amendment 
in  the  15th  section  by  adding  after  the  word  the 

following,  "except  all  the  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  the 
sale  of  the  said  land  and  in  and  about  the  location  of  the  said 
canal,  that  has  or  may  accrue." 

Ordered^  That  that  bill  and  proposed  amendment,  be  laid  on 
the  table. 

Mr.  Fletcher  from  the  joint  committee  of  enrolled  bills  re« 
ported  that  they  did  on  this  day  lay  before  his  excellency  the 
Governor  for  his  approval  and  signature,  the  following  en- 
rolled joint  resolution,  and  enrolled  bills,  entiti«d  ajoint  resolu- 
tion and  acts,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Joint  resolution  lelative  to  the  three  percent,  fund;  and 

An  act  providing  for  the  opening  of  a  state  road  in  the  county 
of  Allen;  and 

An  act  authorizing  the  surveying  and  marking  the  boundarj^ 
line  between  the  counties  of  Clark  and  Scott. 
And  the  Senate  adjourned.

amendment.

the  sale  of  said  land,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  at  the  said 
term  of  commencement,  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  a 
requisite  amount  of  money,  to  be  procured  on  such  terms  a& 
the  state  may  deem  proper  on  said  lands,  and  the  funds 
therefrom  arising,  that  said  canal  shall  be  completed  with- 
in three  years  from  said  time  of  coiuencement ;  and  that, 
if  such  interest,  so  accumulated,  be  then  not  sufficient  as  above^ 
the  construction  of  said  canal  shall  progress  with  all  possible 
despatch  by  every  practicable  means,  except  the  sacrifice  of 
the  principal  of  said  land  fund  before  its  accomplishment :  And 
further,  for  the  security  of  purchases  in  the  most  speedy  crea- 
tion of  the  fund  to  construct  and  complete  said  canal  from  said 
lands,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  a  prompt  compliance  with 
their  engagement  on  the  part  of  the  purchasers,  that  all  land: 
forfeited  in  any  manner  hereinafter  described,  shall  be  forth- 
with re-sold  on  the  original  conditions  of  sale,  without  let  or 
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Stay,  extent  of  time 'or  relief  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatstM 
•ever."

spirit  of  the  second  and  sixth  sections  of  the  third  article  of  the 
constitution.  The  general  assembly  at  their  session  of  1825-6 
fixed  and  apportioned  the  number  of  senators  and  representatives 
in  the  several  counties  and  districts,  according  to  the  number  of 
white  male  inhabitants  above  twenty-one  years  of  age,  agreea- 
bly to  the  enumeration  of  1825 — no  change  of  the  number  of 
senators  or  representatives,or  of  their  districts,  can  constitutional- 
ly be  made,  until  another  enumeration  of  the  white  male  inhabit- 
ants above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  be  had  under  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution,  which  cannot  take  place  until  the  year  1830. 
The  passage  of  said  bill,  giving  an  increased  representation  i» 
both  houses  of  the  general  assembly  to  the  counties  therein 
named,  gives  to  those  counties  a  power  in  the  councils  of  the 
state  not  guaranteed  by  the  constitution,  and  consequentlv 
does  manifest  injustice  to  the  other  sections  of  the  state.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of 
Indiana,  That  at  the  first  term  of  the  circuit  court  in  each 
county  in  this  state,  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  there 
shall  be  appointed'  by  the  judges  thereof,  a  trustee  for  said 
county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  the  sale  of  the  sec- 
tions numbered  sixteen  in  the  townships  of  said  county,  reser- 
ved from  sale  for  schools.

some  competent  officer  well  and  truly  to  execute  the  trusts 
herein  confided  to  him. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  trustee,  in  his  respee-. 

tive  county,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  doing  county  bu- 

^  ,^ness)  to  sell  the  school  sections  in  his  county,  in  divisions  of  thf» 
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eij?hth  part  thereof,  (which  divisions  said  trustee  shall  make  or 
cause  to  have  made  by  survey)  after  giving  at  least  sixty  days  mo- 
ticethereofbj  three  weeks  publication  in  the  nearest  newspaper, 
and  by  five  written  advertisennents  set  up  in  the  most  public 
places  in  the  county,  on  the  following  conditions,  that  is  to  say: 
the  purchaser  shall  pay,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  one  fourth 
part  of  tl>e  purchase  money,  together  with  one  year's  legal  in- 
terest on  the  residue,  to  the  trustee;  and  shall   also  aor.ually 
from  the  date  of  the  sale,  pay  to  the  trustee  or  his  successor  oae 
tenth  part  of  the  residue  of  such  purchase  money  remaining 
due  as  above,  together  with  legal  interest  on  the  principal  due 
in  advance;  and  further,  that  a  failure  to  pay  such  tenth   part 
together  with  such  interest  in  advance,  annually  as  it  becomes 
due,  or  within   three  months  thereafter   or   a  commission    of 
waste  before  final  payment,  shall  forfeit  to  the  respective  town- 
ship the  tract  so  purchased,  and  all  the  benefit  of  the  amount 
paid  and  of  the  contract;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper 
trustee  to  re-advertise  the  tract,  so  forfeited,   in  the    manner 
above  directed,  as  to  time  and  place,  and  shall  re-sell  the  same 
on  the  terms  of  sale  above  prescribed. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  doing  county  business  in  each  county,  shall 
make  an  order  totha  trustee  of  the  county,  directing  the  sale, 
at  such  time  as  they  shall  fix,  of  the  school  sections  in  said 
county,  which  the  voters  in  such  township  have  voted  to  sell;

Mr.  Rariden  then  moved  to  strike  out  the  bill  from  the  en- 
acting clause,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  an  amendment  which 
he  read;  and  a  division  of  the  question  being  called  for,  and  the 
question  first  put; 

Shall  this  bill  be  stricken  out  from  the  enacting  clause? 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative— yeas  10,  nays  10. 

The  senate  being  equally  divided,  the  president  determined 
it  in  the  affirmative. 

The  yeas  and  nays  being  requested  by  two  senators, 
Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative,  were, 

Messrs.  Clark.  Claypool,  Gregory,  Lane,  Linton,  Montgom- 
ery, Morgan,  Rariden,  Sering,  Stevens,  Mr.  President. 
Those  who  voted  in  the  negative,  were, 

Messrs.Daniel,  Ewing,  Fletcher,  Givens,  Graham,  Maxwell^ 
M'Kinney,  Milroy,  Simoison,  Watts. 

Mr.  Rariden  then  moved  to  insert  in  lieu  ofthe  bill  so  strickeia 
out  from  the  enacting  clause,  the  following: 

Sec  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  seUing  the  sixteenth  section 
in  each  congressional  township  reserved  for  the  use  of  schools, 
there  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  by  the  qualified  electors, 
on  the  first  Monday  of  August  next,  and  triennially  there.ifter, 
in  this  state  a  commissioner  of  school  lands,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
chosen  and  qualified,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  proceed  as  is 
hereinafter  directed,  to  sell  such  school  lands  as  may  by  the 
boards  doing  county  business,  be  ordered  to  be  sold:  Provided^ 
That  if  any  vacancy  in  said  office  shall  happen  by  death,  resig- 
nation or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  doing 
county  business  to  fill  sufch  vacancy  until  the  next  August  elec- 
tion, and  uritil  a  person  shall  by  the  qualified  voters  be  then 
elected  and  qualified. 
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Sec.  2.  No  sale  of  any  reserved  school  section  shall  be  order' 
ed,  unless  the  legal  voters  of  the  township,  in  which  tlie  same 
is  situate,  shall  have,  in  manner  by  law  heretofore,  or  as  herein 
provided,  decided  in  favor  of  such  sale.  And  in  all  cases, 
where  the  legal  voters  of  any  congressional  township  may  not 
have  attended  in  sufficient  number  to  decide,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  act  of  the  legislature  on  that  subject,  approved  Jan- 
uary  24,  1828,  as  to  the  sale  of  any  school  section;  or  if,  after 
having  met,  such  voters  may  have  decided  against  such  sale;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  doing  county  business,  on  the  ap- 
plication often  freeholders  of  any  township  including  such  un^ 
sold  section,  to  order  an  election  to  be  held  in  such  township, 
at  such  time  as  they  may  direct;  which  shall  be  conducted  in  all 
repects,  as  provided  in  the  act  to  which  reference  is  above 
made;  and  upon  the  return  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the 
vote  of  a  majority  of  twenty  freeholders,  at  least  of  any  such 
township  in  favor  of  a  sale  of  the  school  section ;  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  doing  county  business  of  such  county,  in  such 
case,  and  in  case  where  the  vote  of  any  township  may  have  al- 
ready been  taken  in  favor  of  a  sale,  to  order  a  sale  to  be  made 
of  the  school  section  of  such  township  so  voted  to  be  sold  by 
the  commissioner  of  such  county,  under  the  restrictions  heiiein- 
after  specified. 

Sec.  3.  Before  any  commissioner  of  school  lands  as  above, 
shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  enter  into  a  bond 
in  the  penalty  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with  at  least  six 
freehold  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  associate  judges  of 
the  circuit  court  of  the  proper  county,  payable  to  the  state,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office; 
which  bond  shall  be  taken  by  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of 
tlie  county  and  filed  in  his  office.  The  said  commissioner  shall 
moreover  also  first  take  an  o;  th,  before  some  competent  person, 
for  the  faithful  dischargeof  I, is  duty;  a  certificate  of  which  shall 
be  endorsed  on  the  back  of  his  appointment. 

Sec.  4.  In  directing  the  sale  of  the  reserved  school  lands 
aforesaid,  by  the  board  doing  county  business,  the  time  shall  be 
fixed  for  such  sale,  and  the  place  of  selling  the  same;  and  it 
shall  be  duty  of  the  commissioner  aforesaid  forthwith  after 
such  order,  to  advertise  such  sale  at  least  six  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper of  such  county,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  in  such  county, 
by  six  written  notices  thereof  in  said  county,  in  the  most  public 
places,  two  of  which  shall  be  in  such  township ;  and  after  such  no- 
tice, shall,  at  the  time  fixed,  proceed  to  sell  the  said  school  section 
of  such  township,  under  the  stipulations  of  this  act:  provided. 
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that  but  one  such  section  shall  be  sold  by  any  commissioner  in 
one  (laji . 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  of  the 
pioper  county,  upon  the  order  of  the  board  doing  county  busi- 
ness of  any  school  section  in  said  county  to  be  sold,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  sold  in  half  quarter  sections  according  to  the 
co'^gressional  surveys,  except  that  in  his  opinion  it  will  be  more 
advantageous  to  divide  the  quarter  sections,  by  lines  running 
north  at'd  south,  in  w^hich  case  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  divide  the 
same  l)y  such  lines,  which  division  shall  be  by  him  recorded  at 
lengtli  in  a  record  book  to  be  procured  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
ai'd  t^-e  said  commissioner  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  ot  one 
dollar  for  each,  and  every  day  he  may  be  necessarily  employed 
in  selling  and  dividing  said  lands,  and  costs  of  book  for  record- 
ing his  proceeding  in  his  said  office,  to  be  by  him  retained  out 
of  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  lands,  which  may 
come  into  his  possession,  and  when  said  commissioner  shall  be 
succeeded  by  any  other  person,  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successor 
in  said  office  on  his  demand,  all  his  books  and  papers  touching 
his  proceedings  under  the  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  In- 
diana for  the  use  of  the  proper  county,  and  for  which  the  secu- 
rity of  such  commissioner  shall  be  liable  on  their  bond  for  the 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  school  section  in  any  township  in  this  state 
so  ordered  to  be  sold,  shall  be  sold  to  the  highestbidder :  Provided 
however.  That  no  bid  shall  be  received  for  less  than  ,^1  25  per  acre, 
after  due  notice  as  above,  by  the  proper  commissioner  or  his  dep- 
uty, whom  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  lor  that  purpose ,  at 
public  vendue,  in  lots  of  one  eighth  part  of  such  section,  upon 
the  following  terms,  to  wit:  That  the  purchaser  shall  pay  to 
said  commissioner  or  deputy  one  fourth  part  of  the  purchase 
money  together  with  interest  on  the  residue  thereof,  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  in  advance;  and  shall  secure  the 
paymentof  such  residue  of  the  purchase  money,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  four  years  from  the  date  of  such  sale,  together  with 
six  per  centum  interest  thereon  annually  in  advance  on  the 
recurrence  of  the  date  of  such  sale,  Ijy  written  obligation 
of  the  purchaser  to  the  proper  commissioner  and  his  succes- 
sors in  office;  and  a  failure  of  the  payment  of  the  annual  inter- 
est so  accruing  for  sixty  days  after  the  same  may  become  due, 
or  a  failure  to  pay  the  residue  of  the  principal  due  at  the  said 
term  of /bur  years  from  said  sale,  shall  ipso  facto,  be  an  absoli-ie 
forfeiture  of  said  land,  of  the  pavme;  tsr  ade  thereon  and  oiall 
benefit  of  the  contract,  which  shall  thereupon  be  void ;  and  the 
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aaid  land  shall  be-resold  under  the  regulations  herein  provideij 
for,  at  the  order  of  the  board  doing  county  busines?. 

Sec.  7.  That  upon  the  payment  of  the  fourth  part  of  the 
purchase  money  (or  any  tract  sold,  and  of  the  interest  for  one 
year  on  tiie  residue  in  advance,  by  any  purchaser,  as  above 
pro\ided,and  the  secuiing  of  the  residue  and  interest  by  writ- 
ten obligation,  as  above,  it  shall  be  the  dut}  of  the  proper  com- 
missioner, under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  execute  to  said  purchaser 
a  certificate  setting  forth  the  terms  of  such  purchase,  and  the 
tract  purchased;  which  sertificate  shall  be  substantially  in  the 
following  form,  to  wit:  "A.  B,  (the  purchaser)  having  on  this 
day  purchased  (here  describe  the  tract)  at  the  public  sale  of 
school  land  in  the  county  of  for  the  sum  of 

dollars,  cents;  and  the  sum  of  dollars 

cents,  the  one  fourth  part  thereof,  and  also    "  dollars 

cents,  the  interest  on  the  residue  of  said  purchase   mo- 
ney for  one  year;  and  having  secured  the  payment  of 
dollars  cents  the  residue  of  the  said  purchase  money,  and 

of  the  interest  tliereon  annually  in  advance,  by  his  writen  ob- 
ligation: This  therefore  is  to  certify,  that  if  the  said  A.  B.,  or 
his  assignee,  shall  w  eil  and  truly  pay  the  sum  of  dol- 

lars cents,  the  interest  on  the  purchase    money  due,  an- 

nually, in  advance,  from  the  date  hereof;  and  shall  also  pay 
the  said  purchase  money  so  due  at  the  expiration  of  four  years 
from  the  date  thereof,  according  to  said  obligation,  then  the 
said  A.  B.,  his,  her  or  their  heirs  or  assignees,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  deed  in  fee  simple  for  said  tract  on  behalf  of  the  state;  yet 
it  is  expressly  stipulated,  that  if  the  said  A.  B.,  or  his  assignee, 
shall  fail  to  pay  the  annual  interest  in  advance  so  accruing  as 
above,  within  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  become  due;  or 
shall  fail  to  pay  the  purchase  money  so  remaining  due,  when  it 
is  payable  as  above;  then  and  in  that  case,  the  said  tract  of 
land  shall  be  and  remain  forfeited  and  shall  forthwith  be  re- 
vested in  the  citizens  of  said  township,  as  fully  a«  if  the  same 
had  not  been  sold.  Witness  the  hand  and  seal  of  C.  D.  com- 
missioner of  county,  this  day  of  .'■' 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  who  may  bid  offany  tract  of  such  school 
laid,  at  any  such  sale,  and  may  fail  fo  make  the  payment  and 
secure  the  residue,  as  above  required;  such  person  shall  be 
liable  to  be  prosecuted,  by  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the 
commissioner  for  the  use  of  the  townsliip,  including  such  tract, 
to  pay  ten  per  centum  on  the  sum  such  person  may  have  bid, 
and  the  commissioner  and  his  deputy  in  such  suit  shall  be  com- 
petent witnesses. 

Sec.  9.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  any  purchaser. 
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iitthe  time  of  sale,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  from  paying  tlift 
full  amount  of  the  purchase  money,  or  any  portion  thereof 
above  the  fourth,  and  thereby,  save  the  further  interest;  but 
such  prompt  payment  shall  in  no  wise  authorize  the  commis- 
sioner to  pay  back  any  interest  that  may  have  been  paid  in  ad- 
vance  by  such  purchaser. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  payment  of  the  vrhole  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase money  and  interest,  under  the  above  regulations,  of  any 
tractofsuch  land,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioner,  at 
the  request  of  the  purchaser,  his,  her  or  their  assigns,  heirs  or  re- 
presentatives, to  endorse  such  full  payment  on  the  certificate  for 
such  tract;  and  shall,  forthwith  forward  to  the  governor  of  the 
state  a  certificate  of  such  full  payment,  describing  the  tract  and 
the  name  of  the  person  entitled  to  a  deed  therefor;  upon  the 
receipt  of  which,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  cause  a 
patent  to  be  executed,  to  the  person  entitled  thereto,  and  their 
heirs  forever,  in  fee  simple;  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  gover- 
nor and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  proper  commissioner  without  delay. 

Sec.  11.  No  assignment  of  any  certificate  for  lands  purchas- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  this  act  except  upon  strict  proof  in  a 
court  of  justice,  shall  be  recognized  by  the  commissioner  or  the 
governor,  unless  the  same  was  acknowledged  before  the  said 
commissioner  of  the  county,  in  which  such  tract  is  situate,  who 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  acknowledgements;  and  is 
required  to  enter  such  assignment  of  record. 

Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of 
each  county  in  his  record  book,  to  keep  separate  accounts  of  the 
interest  and  the  principal,  in  distinct  entries,  received  from  the 
proceeds  of  each  school  section,  distinct  and  unconnected  with 
each  other;  so  that  it  can  beat  anytime  ascertained  what  sum 
each  section  sold  for,  what  portion  of  the  principal  has  been 
paid,  and  what  of  the  interest  received  for  the  benefit  of  the 
towDship. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  commissioner  of  each  county  shall  engage 
the  assistance  of  such  persons,  as  may  be  necessary  in  dividing, 
distinguishing  and  selling  said  school  lands ;  and  shall  certify  to  the 
board  doing  county  business  the  names  of  such  persons,  the  time 
they  have  served,  the  services  rendered,  and  the  amount  they 
are  entitled  to;  upon  the  receipt  whereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  doing  county  business  to  make  an  order  on  said 
commissioner  to  be  paid  out  of  the  gross  sum  of  interest  accru- 
ed or  accruing  on  monies  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  school 
lands,  for  such  amount,  or  so  much  as  may  be  reasonable; 
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which  order  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  fund,  upon  presentment, 
if  so  much  be  in  his  hands  unappropriated. 

Sec.  14.  The  commissioners  of  the  school  lands  of  each 
county  is  hereby  authorized  to  loan  out,  at  six  per  centum  in- 
terest, payable  in  advance  and  annually  thereafter,  all  monies 
that  may  come  into  his  hands  from  said  sections  as  principal  or 
interest,  upon  freehold  security  in  lands,  giving  however  a  pref- 
erence to  applicants  therefor,  who  are  citizens  and  freeholders 
of  the  respective  township  to  which  said  money  may  beloi  g,  by 
their  giving  sufficient  land  security ;  which  loan  shall  be  made 
for  a  term  not  less  than  one,  nor'  more  than  three  years. 

Sec.  15.  Previous  to  any  person  being  entitled  to  loan  any 
monies  arising  from  the  sale  of  school  lands,  he,  she  or  they,  so 
desiring,  shall  make  a  written  apphcation  to  the  commissioner 
thereof,  stating  the  amount  wished,  and  describing  the  land 
to  be  pledged; and  shall  also  have  endorsed  thereon  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  recorder  of  the  proper  county,  that  a  deed  for  said 
land  is  duly  recorded  in  his  office  or  that  said  applicant  has  a 
patent  therefor  from  the  United  States,  and  that  there  is  no 
mortgage,  claim  or  lien  thereon  of  record  in  his  office;  and  also 
the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county, 
that  there  is  no  suit  pending  nor  judgment  of  record  in  his  office 
against  such  applicant,  whereby  such  land  may  be  affected,  ac- 
companying which  shall  be  the  affidavit  of  the  applicant  that 
said  land  is  free  and  unincumbered  in  any  way  whatever. 
And  thereupon  the  commissioner  shall  personally,  or  by  three 
freeholders  by  him  appointed,  appraise  the  value  of  such  land 
(exclusive  of  buildings,  and  deducting  any  contingent  interest 
of  dower  or  tenancy  by  courtesy  therein;)  and  upon  such  valua- 
tion filed  in  writing,  the  commissioner  shall  loan  such  applicant 
any  sum,  not  exceeding  half  the  estimated  value  of  such  lands, 
nor  in  any  instance  exceeding  to  one  applicant  or  his  agent 
dollars :  Provided,  The  said  applicant  shall  first  ex- 
ecute to  the  said  commissioner  and  his  successors  in  office,  for 
the  use  of  the  township  to  which  such  money  belongs,  as  securi- 
ty for  the  money  so  to  be  loaned  a  duplicate  mortgage  to  the 
tenor  and  effect  following,  to  wit:  I,  A.  B.  of  the  county  of 
in  the  state  of  Indiana,  having  on  this  day  obtained 
of  C.  D.  commissioner  of  the  school  lands  of  the  county  of 

the  sum  of  dollars,  which  has  arisen  from 

the  sale  of  part  of  school  section  No.  16,  township  range 

in  said  county  of  as  a  loan  for  the  term  of 

years,  upon  the  payment  of  six  per  centum  per  annum 

thereon  payable  annually  in  advance  from   this  date;  in  order 

to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  the  interest  accruing  there- 
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on  and  cf  the  principal  when  due,  do  by  these  presents  tnotl-' 
gaj!;e,  pledge  and  put  in  security  the  following  described  tract 
of  land  (here  describe  the  tract;)  and  1  do  hereby  covenent  and 
agree  to  and  with  the  said  commissioner,  that  in  case  of  fail- 
ure on  my  part  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  sum  annually  in  ad- 
vance for  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  become  due,  the  right 
of  credit  or  extension  of  time  of  payment  to  which  I  am  as 
above  entitled  shall  be  irrevocably  forfeited,  and  that  the  wiiole 
sum  of  dollars,   above  loaned,  with  all  interest  ac- 

crued, shall  then  and  upon  such  failure  be  and  become  due  and 
payable;  and  thereupon  or  on  r.on-payment  of  the  principal  of 
said  loan  when  due,  I  hereby  authorize  said  commissioner  or 
his  successor  in  ofiice  to  expose  the  premises  hereby  mortga- 
ged to  sale  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash  in  hand,  after  adver- 
tising the  same  in  the  same  manner  that  real  estate  taken  in 
execution  is  required  to  be  advertised;  and  upon  such  sale,  to 
convey  the  said  premises  with  all  appurtenances  to  the  pur- 
chaser, as  fully  as  I  myself  personally  coull;  and  to  retain  out 
of  the  amount  arising  from  such  sale  live  per  centum  thereon, 
as  a  compensation  to  the  commissioner  making  such  sale ,  togeth- 
er with  all  other  costs  attending  the  sale,  and  to  apply  the  resi- 
due thereof  in  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  loan 
aforesaid,  reserving  to  myself  the  overplus  thereof  if  any;  and 
I  hereby  acknowledge  myself  responsible  and  bound  for  the  full 
satisfaction  of  any  deficiency  in  the  amount  of  principal,  inter- 
est or  costs,  so  due  or  accruing,  after  such  sale  remaining,  to  be 
recovered  by  said  commissioner,  or  his  successor  in  office  in  an 
action  of  debt  before  any  court,  havi)ig  couipetent  Jurisdiction. 
In  witness  of  which,  I  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this 
day  of  .  seal:     One  of  which  duplicate  mort» 

gages  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office  of  the 
proper  county,  and  the  other  filed  and  retained  by  said  commis- 
sioner. 

Sec  16.  Tliatif  any  default  he  made  in  the  payment  of  in- 
terest accruing  on  any  loan  hereby  authorized  for  the  spare  of 
sixty  days  next  after  the  same  may  become  due,  such  default  is 
hereby  declared  and  constituted  a  forfeiture  of  the  further  ex- 
tension of  credit  on  such  loan;  and  the  full  amount  ot  principal 
and  interest  then  remaining  unpaid  shall  thereupon  become 
and  be  due  and  payable  instanter;  and  upon  any  such  failure 
to  pay  the  interest  or  upon  failure  to  pay  the  principal  when 
due,  the  proper  commissioner  shall  forthwith  advertise  the  pre- 
mises mortgaged  in  security  therefor  for  public  sale  in  the  same 
manner  that  real  estate  taken  in  execution  is  required  to 
be  advertised?  and  shall   upon  the    day  so  notified    sell  ^th<^ 
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said  mortgaged  premises  to  tfee  highest  bidder  for  ready 
money;  and  shall  retain  out  of  the  proceeds  thereof  five  per 
centum  on  the  amount  for  his  trouble,  with  all  other  costs  ac- 
•cruingon  said  sale,  and  the  full  amount  of  principal  and  inter- 
est unpaid  on  said  loan,  paying  over  the  residue,  if  any,  to  the 
mortgager  of  said  tract  or  his  legal  representatives ;  and  m  case 
the  amount  made  by  such  sale  be  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  prin- 
cipal  and  interest,  so  unpaid,  and  all  costs  and  per  centum, 
said  commissioner  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  recover  the  resi- 
due unpaid  or  not  made,  by  action  of  debt,  against  such  person 
or  persons  owing  the  same  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion :  Upon  sale  of  the  mortgaged  premises,  as  above,  the  com- 
missioner shall  on  receipt  of  the  purchase  money,  convey  the 
mortgaged  premises  sold  to  the  purchaser,  by  deed,  in  as  ample 
a  manner,  as  the  person  mortgaging  could  personally  have 
done. 

Sec.  17.  When  two  or  more  applications  are  made  at  the 
same  time  for  the  same  money,  the  commissioner  shall  loan  it  to 
either  at  his  discretion,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  upon  the  best  security;  and  any  commissioner,  who  may 
retain  money  in  his  hands  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  shool  lands 
of  his  county,  when  the  same  could  have  been  loaned  upon  good 
security,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  said 
county  not  exceeding  six  months,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  said 
office,  and  shall,  with  his  securities,  be  liable,  upon  his  official 
bond,  to  pay  the  whole  amount  so  retained,  together  with  twen- 
ty per  centum  thereon. 

Sec.  18.  That  itshaMt)ethe  duty  of  the  commissioner  of 
any  school  lands,  when  he  shall  loan  money  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  to  retain  out  of  the  amount  loaned  and  charged  to 
the  borrower  one  years  interest,  at  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
on  the  whole  sum,  in  advance,  and  also  all  proper  costs  and 
charges  allowed  against  such  person  borrowing.  The  follow- 
ing fees  and  eosts  shall  be  allowed  and  charged  for  the  services 
hereinafter  enumerated,  to  wit: 

For  each  acknowledgement  on  a  certificate  1 2  1-2 

For  each  certificate  of  purchase  25 

For  each  mortgage  75 

For  each  entry  of  payment  of  principal  or  interest  25 
To  each  appraiser  of  each  tract  25 

For  selling  mortgaged  premises  five  per  centum, 

beside  the  costs  of  advertisement.

The  clerk  of  the  county  board  shall  be  allowed  for 
recording  all  documents  required  to  be  entered 
by  him,  or  other  writing,  twelve  and  a  half  cents 
per  100  words. 
And  all  persons  borrowing  monies  derived  from  the  sale  of 
school  lands,  shall,  at  the  time  of  obtaining  the  same,  leave  in 
the  hands  of  the  commissioner  the  fees  which  may  have  accru- 
ed, as  above  specified,  to  such  commissioner  and  appraisers,  ai.d 
also  the  fee  for  recording  the  mortgage;  and  in  all  cases  of  un- 
successful application  to  borrow  such  money,  such  apphcant 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  all  costs  arising  thereon,  to  be  recovered, 
at  +he  suit  of  the  person  entitled  thereto. 

Sec  19.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of 
the  school  lands  in  each  county,  in  three  months  after  the  first 
sale,  and  annually  thereafter  to  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  board 
doing  county  business  an  account  current  of  alimonies  received 
from  sales,  specifying  distinctly  principal  and  interest,  and  the 
monies  loaned,  specifying  the  respective  amounts,  and  the  name 
of  each  borrower  and  together  with  the  amount  remaining  due 
and  from  whom;  which  report  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  by 
said  clerk  in  his  office,  as  a  charge  against  such  commissioner. 
Sec  20.  The  respective  commissioners  of  school  lands,  as 
above,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified ;  but  they 
shall  be  liable  to  removal  by  a  joint  resolution  of  the  general 
assembly  or  upon  conviction,  by  indictment,  for  any  malversation 
in  office  shall  be  removed,  and  all  acts  and  offences  against  the 
true  spirit  and  meaning  of  this  act  committed  by  any  commis- 
sioner shall  subject  him  to  indictment  therefor  and  punishment 
by  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  jury  trying  the  same. 

Sec  21.  Whenever  any  school  section  shall  be  divided  by  a 
county  line,  the  commissioner  residing  in  that  county,  in  which 
the  greater  part  of  ^uch  section  may  be  situate,  shall  have  the 
same  management  and  disposal  thereof,  as  if  the  same  had 
been  entirely  within  such  county ;  and  if  any  school  section 
should  be  equally  divided  by  a  county  line,  the  manage- 
ment and  disposal  thereof  shall  appertain  to  the  oldest  of  such 
counties. 

Sec  22.  That  when  any  lands  mortgaged  under  this  act 
shall,  at  the  time  thereof,  be  unincumbered  by  claim  of  dower 
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OT  teaantcy,  no  subsequent  marriage  of  the  person  mortgaging 
the  same  shall  subject  such  premises  to  dower  or  tenantcy; 
nor  shall  any  right  of  dower  or  tenantcy  existing  at  the  time  of 
any  mortgage  under  this  act  be  set  up  or  allowed  after  the 
decease  of  the  person  having  such  right  at  said  time. 

Sec.  23.  That  when  any  mortgager  under  this  act  shall  die, 
before  the  payment  of  the  money  borrowed  on  such  mortgage, 
with  all  interest  and  costs  upon  default  of  payment  thereof,  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  proper  commissioner  to  give  any 
notice  whatever  to  the  heirs,  executors  or  administrators  of 
such  decedent,  other  than  the  general  public  notice  for  the  sale 
thereof;  and  the  said  commissioner  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
sell  and  convey  the  premises  mortgaged  by  said  decedent  in 
the  same  manner,  that  he  should  have  done,  if  said  premises 
had  been  forfeited  as  above  herein  provided,  by  said  decedent 
in  his  lifetime;  and  the  heirs  of  such  mortgagor  shall  never  be 
permitted  to  set  up  the  want  of  notice  or  their  infancy  as  an 
objection  to  the  title  of  the  person,  who  may  purchase  the 
same  at  such  sale;  but  said  purchaser's  title  shall  be  good  and 
valid,  as  if  created  by  sale  of  the  mortgaged  premises  on  forfeitr 
ure  as  above:  Provided  hozvever,  That  any  mortgager,  his, her  or 
their  heirs  or  legal  representatives  may  at  any  time,  before  the 
sale  thereof,  redeem  any  nwrtgaged  premises  from  sale  by  the 
payment  of  the  interest  due,  together  with  all  costs,  if  such 
sale  is  for  interest  only;  or  by  the  payment  of  the  principal, 
interest  and  all  costs,  if  the  same  be  due.  And  it  is  hereby 
made  the  d  uty  of  each  commissioner,  as  above,  upon  any  de- 
fault made  in  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  of  school 
funds,  to  proceed  forthwith  to  the  collection  thereof  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  24.  That  all  school  lands  hereby  authorized  to  be  sold 
shall  not  be  subject  to  taxation,  either  for  state,  county  or  road 
purposes,  until  the  expiration  of  four  years  after  such  sale. 

Sec.  25.  That  when  any  person,  who  may  mortgage  any 
tract  of  land  for  the  loan  of  the  monies  aforesaid,  shall  fail  to 
pay  the  state  or  county  tax  accrued  thereon,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  proper  collector  first  to  make  the  amount  of  said  tax  out 
of  the  personal  estate  or  other  lands  of  such  mortgager;  but  on 
failure  to  make  such  tax  therefrom,  such  collector  shall  proceed 
to  make  the  same  out  of  such  mortgaged  premises,  as  other 
lands  are  sold  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes,  subject  however  to 
the  mortgage  money  pledged  thereon  and  all  costs  about  the 
same  many  way  arising;  and  for  the  securing  thereof,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  collector  of  the  state  and  county  taxes  of  the 
county,  previous  the  sale  of  any  lands  for  taxes  in  his  county,  to 
'~"x:ure  from  the  commissioner  of  school  lands,  a  statement  of 
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the  raot-tgage  premises  and  the  money,  interest  and  cost  ajpoa 
any  tract  of  land,  upon  which  the  tax  shall  not  then  have  beea 
paid ;  which  statement,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such  com^ 
missioner  to  furnish  to  such  collector. 

Sec.  26.  The  office  of  the  commissioner  hereby  authorized 
to  be  appomted,  shall  be  kept  at  his  dwelling  house  in  the  coun- 
ty in  which  he  resides;  and  the  duties  required  of  said  commis» 
sioner  shall  be  performed  personally  by  him,  or  m  case  of  sick- 
ness or  absence,  by  his  deputy  duly  authorized,  for  whose  acts^ 
appertaining  to  any  of  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  the  said  com- 
missioner and  his  securities  shall  be  liable  and  responsible,  as 
if  such  acts  had  been  done  by  the  commissioner  in  person.  The 
treasurer  of  any  county  may  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  such 
commissioner,  without  resigning,  his  office  of  treasurer. 

Sec.  27.  That  all  sales  of  school  lands  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  made,  subject  to  whatever  incumbrance  may  be  there- 
on by  lease  or  otherwise  under  the  provisions  of  any  law,  au- 
thorizing the  same ;  and  the  purchaser  of  such  schoollands  shal! 
have  the  full  benefit  of  all  contracts,  covenants  and  stipulations 
for  the  improvement  or  rent  thereof  as  fully,  from  the  date  of 
his  purchase,  as  if  such  contracts,  covenants  and  stipulations  had 
been  originally  made  with  him  as  landlord.

An  act  to  authorize  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  of  Perry, 
to  change  the  venue  in  a  certain  case  therein  named ;  which 
was  read  and  concurred  in. 

Ordered,  That  the  assistant  secretary  inform  the  house  of 
representatives  thereof  accordingly. 

Mr.  Fletcher,  on  leave  being  granted,  introduced  a  bill  sup- 
plementary to  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  amendatory  of  the  law 
and  for  the  better  advancement  of  justice,  approved  January 
20,  1 826,  which  was  read ;  when, 

Mr.  Morgan  moved  that  it  be  rejected. 
And  on  the  question,  shall  this  bill  be  rejected  ? 
It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 
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The  engrossed  bill  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  eu- 
courage  the  killing  of  wolves;  approved  January  27,  1827^ 
was  read  a  third  time. 

Resolved^  That  this  bill  pass,  and  that  the  title  thereof  be, 
"an  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  an  act  to  encourage  the  kil- 
ling of  wolves,  approved  January  27, 1827." 

Of'dered,  That  the  assistant   secretary  request  the  concur- 
rence of  the  house  of  representatives  therein. 
On  motion.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of

suing  spring  in  further  labour  on  said  stream. 

Johr  Gibson, commissioner  appointed  by  said  act  for  Blue 
river,  as  appears,  has  received  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars^ 
has  expeoded  as  appears  by  bonds  taken  on  contractors  for  la- 
bour on  the  same,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  five  dollars  eigh- 
teen and  three*fourth  cents,  and  reports  that  he  has  yet  onhands^ 
the  sum  of  ninety-four  dollars  eighty-one  and  one-fourth  cents, 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the 
s»id  Bhie  river. 

John  AUoway,  commissioner  on  the  east  fork  of  White  river, 
has  received  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  expended  as 
appi.ars  by  receipts  of  surpspaid  to  sundry  persons,  as  also  a  list  of 
the  same  the  sum  ofeighthu).dred  and  forty-five  dollars  eighteen 
and  three-fou  rt  h  cents,  and  has  charged  for  his  services,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  leaving  a  bal' 
ance  in  his  hands,  of  forty-three  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents; 
your  committee  feel  themselves  bound  to  state  that  the  report 

ol  John  R.  Montgomery  is  entirely  satisfactory  and  fully  com* 
jports  with  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  the  act  of  appropriation^ 

and  that  the  report  of  John  Gibson  above  mentioned  is  such  as 

to  lead  to  a  belief  that  he  has  discharged  his  duty  agreeable 

to  the  act  as  above  recited. 

But  your  committee  regret,  that  the  report  made  by  John 

AUoway  is  not  so  satisfactory,  but  do  not  wish  to  make  further 

remarks,  or  give  any  opinion  on  the  same. 
On  motion  by  Mr.  Graham, 
Orc'ererf,  That  the  following  report  of  John  AUoway,  one  of 

the  commissioners  aforesaid  be  spread  upon  the  journals,  which 

is  done  as  follows :

Sec.  It  shall  further  be  lawful  for  the  board  doing  county 
business  m  any  county,   in    this   state,   (when    they  think 
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proper  to  do  so,)  to  appoint  an  inspector  of  flour,  beef  and  pork 
in  barrels,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  and  until  a 
successor  be  appointed  and  qualified;  and  such  inspector  before 
he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  otfice,  shall  take  the  following 
oath  or  affirnmation  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  a  certi- 
ficate of  which  shall  be  endorsed  on  his  certificate  of  appoint- 
ment. "I.  A.  B.  do  swear  (or  affirm  as  the  case  may  be,)  that 
I  will  faithfully  and  impartially,  according  to  the  best  of  my 
skill  and  judgment,  perform  the  duty  of  inspector  of  flour,  beef 
and  pork,  according  to  the  laws  in  force  relative  thereto." 

Tiiat  such  inspector  of  any  county  in  this  state,  shall  on  the 
application  of  such  owner  or  owners,  or  agents  of  flour,  beef 
or  pork  intended  for  exportation  in  such  county,  and  who  may 
wish  to  have  the  same  inspected,  attend  and  inspect  the  same, 
and  for  every  such  inspection  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
three  cents,  for  every  barrel  of  flour,  and  ten  cents  for  every 
barrel  of  beef  or  pork,  and  the  said  inspector  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  any  more  than  the  rates  aforesaid,  under  the 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered 
in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  one  half  to  the  use  of 
the  person  prosecuting  for  the  same,  and  the  other  half  for  the 
use  of  the  proper  county  seminary. 

That  each  barrel  of  flour  so  inspected  shall  contain  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety  six  pounds  of  flour  avoirdupois,  and  if  intended 
for  the  first  quality  shall  he  brandedby  the  inspector 'superfine,' 
aTid  each  barrel  intended  for  the  second  quality  shall  be  brand- 
ed ''fine,"  and  each  barrel  intended  for  the  third  quality,  shall 
be  branded  "middlings;"  and  in  addition  to  the  aforesaid  brand*^ 
each  barrel  shall  be  branded  "Indiana;"  and  for  the  inspection 
of  flour,  each  inspector  shall  provide  himself  with  a  three 
quar<ersof  an  inch  barrel  auger,  with  which  each  barrel  shall 
be  bored  into  so  as  to  satisfy  himself  of  the  quality  of  the  flour. 
Each  barrel  of  beef  or  pork  inspected  as  aforesaid,  shall  con- 
tain two  hundred  pounds  avoirdupois,  and  the  best  quality  of 
beef  shall  be  denominated  "mess  beef,"  and  be  so  branded,  the 
seco^^d  quality  shall  be  denominated  and  branded  "prime  beef;" 
and  the  best  quality  of  pork  shall  be  denominated  and  branded 
"mess  pork,"  the  second  quality  shall  be  denominated  and 
brairded  "prime  pork,"  and  the  third  quality  shall  be  denomi- 
nated and  branded  "Indiana  cargo  pork."  And  where  any 
such  flour,  beef  or  pork  shall  be  found  musty,  sour,  tainted, 
spoiled  or  otherwise  unfit  for  market,  the  same  by  such  inspec- 
tor shall  be  condemned. 

If  ary  person  or  persons  shall  alter  or  erase  any  brand   or 
mark  ol  said  inspectors,  so  placed  on  any  barrel  o£  salt,  floui^, 
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hee?  or  pork,  he  or  they  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction  there- 
of, forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ibr  every  such  otfc  ce, 
to  be  recovered  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  one 
half  to  the  use  of  the  person  prosecuting  for  the  sanr»e,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  county  seminary  wherein  the  in- 
spection may  have  been  marked  as  aforesaid. 

And  on  the  question,  shall  this  amendment  be  adopted?

fuse or  neglect  to  keep  posted  up,  such  rates  of  toll  as  aforesaid, 
be  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  dollars  on  in- 
formation before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  proper  county. 

That  if  any  owner  or  occupier  of  any  such  mill  as  aforesaid, 
shall  charge  any  greater  amount  or  quantity  of  toll  than  is  set 
forth  in  his  rate  of  tolls  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  at  the  time  of 
depositing  the  grain  in  such  mill,  such  owner  or  occupier  as  a- 
foresaid,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  the  person  aggrieved  double 
the  value  of  the  toll  so  unlawfully  taken,  to  be  recovered  bp- 
fore  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction.

tively .<s  to  the  amou;  t  r(^ceived  officially.  He  believes,  how- 
ever, that  at  least  thirty  dollars  must  be  of  thai  description.

The  Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Gregory  presented  the  petition  of  James  Wray,  John 
Ulrey  and  others,  citizens  of  Shel  ^y  county,  praying  the  passage 
of  a  law  changing  the  mode  of  doing  county  business  in  the 
county  of  Shelby,  which  was  read. 

Ordered^  That  it  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Milroy  submitted  for  consideration  and  adoption  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  concerning  the  Wabash  and  Miami  canal,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  next  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  requested  to  report  now;  which  was  read 
and  adopted  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  senate;  whereupon, 

Mr.  Milroy,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  the  bill  was 
committed,  now  reported  the  bill  to  the  senate,  by  striking  it 
out  from  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following  five  sections,  which  report  was  read: 

That  the  canal  commissioners  on  the  contemplated  canal  to 
connect  at  navigable  points,  the  waters  of  tlie  Wabash  nver 
and  Lake  Erie,  now  in  oflke,  under  a  statute  of  this  state,  ap- 
proved 5th  day  of  January  1828,  before  they  proceed  to  per- 
form any  other  or  further  duties,  shall  each  enter  into  bond 
with  at  least  two  sufficient  sureties,  in  tlie  penal  sum 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars  each,  payable  to  the  state  of  Indiana, 
conditioned  for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  all  and 
singular  their  duties  as  such  commissioners,  and  for  the  true  and 
faithful  accounting  for  and  paying  over  all  monies  whch  may 
come  to  their  hands  as  such  commissioners,  which  said  bonds 
after  being  approved  of  by  his  excellency  the  govcrr.or,  shall 
be  forthwith  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  shall  be  a  lien  as  a  mortgage  upon  all  and  singular 
the  real  estate  of  the  obligors,  severally  from  the  date  of  the 
bonds. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  further  be  the  datv  of  said  conunission- 
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grs,  so  soon  as  they  shall  have  given  bond  asJaforesaid,to  appoint 
one  of  their  body  president  of  their  board,  which  said  appoint- 
ment, they  shall  record  in  the  book  of  their  proceedings,  and 
shall  also  in  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals,  inform  the 
governor,  secretary,  auditor  and  treasurer  of  state  of  said  ap- 
pointment, and  shall  then  proceed  forthwith  to  open  their  office 
at  some  convenient  place,  to  be  by  them  selected  in  the  state  of 
Indiana,  and  shall  remove  all  the  books,  documents  and  papers 
belonging  to  and  connected  with  the  duties  by  them  to  be  per- 
formed to  their  said  office. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  president  of  sai-d  board,  is  hereby  made  the 
acting  commissioner,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  keep  a  true 
record  of  all  their  proceedings,  transactions,  communications 
and  correspondence ;  and  shall  officially  sign  for  the  board,  all 
records,  communications,  correspondence,  and  all  other  instru- 
ments in  writing,  documents  and  papers,  necessary  at  any  time 
to  be  signed  by  said  board,  and  that  all  duties  and  services  to  be 
performed  by  said  board,  which  can  be  performed  by  one  person, 
shall  be  performed  by  the  president,  unless  the  board  direct 
by  an  order  on  their  books  some  other  member  of  the  board  to 
perform  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board, 
whenever  they  can  advantageously  do  so,  to  divide  their  du- 
ties amongst  the  several  members  for  performance,  and  shall 
keep  a  correct  account  of  the  number  of  days  each  commission- 
er may  be  in  service,  and  shall  monthly  record  the  same  in  their 
books.  But  that  no  commissioner  shall  hereafter  receive  pay, 
except,  while  he  is  actively  and  advantageously  employed  in 
the  services  and  duties  by  him  to  be  from  time  to  time  perform- 
ed. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  line  of  said  contemplated  canal,  as  surveyed 
and  marked  and  platted  by  the  engineer  of  the  United  States,  as 
the  same  now  stands,  altered  by  the  commissioners  of  the  state 
of  Indiana,  as  by  them  surveyed,  marked  and  platted,  the 
field  notes  and  plats  of  all  said  surveys  are  now  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  this  state,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  for  the 
time  being,  adopted  and  established  as  the  line  of  said  canal, 
subject  however  to  such  alterations  as  the  chief  engineer,  who 
may  be  employed  by  the  state  of  Indiana  to  superintend  the 
construction  of  said  canal,  may  find  it  necessary  for  the  inter- 
est of  the  state  to  make. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  the  lands  on  said  canal  which  were 
donated  to  the  state  of  Indiana  by  the  act  of  congress  of  the  2d 
March  1 827,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  state  in  the  construc- 
tion of  said  canal  shall  be  surveyed,  said  commissioners  shall 
proceed  to  and  shall  select  said  lands  agreeably  to  the  true  in- 
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tent  and  meamng  of  the  aforesaid  act  of  congress,  omitting  all 
feserv-itioiis  made  by  treaty  previous  to  the  passcige  of  said  act 
of  coagre  s  and  make  five  complete  maps  and  descriptions  of 
snld  lands,  she  wing  the  numbers,  townships,  ranges  and  other 
necessary  descriptions,  together  with  tlie  aforesaid  reservations, 
if  any,  which  would  have  fallen  to  the  state,  had  no  such  reser- 
vation been  made,  and  shall  immediately  foiward  one  of  said 
plats  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  and 
one  to  each  of  the  offices  of  secretary,  auditor  and  treasurer  of 
state  and  retain  in  their  own  office  the  other. 

When  Mr.  Ewing  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  amendment 
by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

Sec.  5.  That  the  line  of  the  canal  to  connect  the  navigable 
waters  of  the  Wabash  river  with  the  navigable  waters  of  Lake 
Erie,  of  the  late  Asa  Moore,  assistant  civil  engineer  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  as  laid  down  and  described  in  the  official  maps  and 
surveys  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  for  the 
use  of  a  state  engineer  hereinafter  provided  for,  as  run  by  him 
from  the  mouth  of  Little  river  down  the  north  side  of  the  Wa- 
bash to  his  point  of  termination  near  the  mouth  of  Tippecanoe 
river,  and  from  the  boundary  line  of  this  state  with  the  state  of 
Ohio,  along  the  south  side  of  the  Miami  river,  and  crossing  the 
St.  Mary's,  to  the  beginning  of  a  line  run  by  the  commissoners 
appointed  under  an  act  of  this  general  assembly  at  its  last  session 
near  the  St.  Joseph's  river,  (of  which  last  line  a  map,  and  notes, 
are  likewise  deposited  as  aforesaid,)  shall  be  and  the  same  ii. 
hereby  approved  and  established  as  the  route  of  said  canal^ 
subject  however,  to  such  variations  as  upon  examination,  by  a 
competent  state  engineer,  shall  be  deemed  most  for  the  interest 
of  the  state;  and  the  said  state  engineer  shall,after  examination  of 
the  relative  advantages  of  the  line  as  marked  andreported  by  the 
U.  States  engineer,  and  the  diverging  line  ran  by  said  commis- 
sioners, between  the  commencement  of  the  same  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  mouth  of  Little  river,  determine  upon  and  designate 
the  route  found  most  practicable;  and  that  section  of  the  line, 
when  so  designated  by  him,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  ap- 
proved and  hereby  established. 

Sec.  C.  That  the  said  board  of  commissioners  now  in  office, 
shall  adopt  the  route  as  above  established  for  said  canal,  without 
further  survey  or  examination  on  their  part;  and  upon  the  laud 
accruing  to  the  state  of  Indiana  under  an  act  of  Congress  ol 
March  2, 1827,  along  the  route  of  said  canal,  so  established,  be- 
ing surveyed  by  sections  by  the  United  States,  they  shall  forth- 
with proceed  to  select  the  first  or  second  section  thereof  at  the 
Goniniencement  of  said  canal  route,  audio  alternately  every 
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other  section,  or  half  section  as  may  be,  from  one  cb8  thereoV 
to  the  other,  omitting  treaty  reserved  lands,  located  previous 
to  the  passage  of  said  act;  a  succinct  plat  and  description  of 
wtiicli  land  so  selected,  the  said  commissioners  shall  thereupon 
forward  to  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts,  to  the  land  commis- 
sioners hereiualrer  provided  for,  and  to  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States:  Provided^  the  said  commissioners 
pass  over,  and  omit  any  selection,  upon  the  summit  section 
line  lying  between  the  mouth  of  Eel  river  and  the  St.  Joseph's 
riverii  until  after  the  same  be  designated  by  a  qualified  state 
engineer,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  That  pursuant  to  the  condition  of  the  grant  of  the 
said  land  to  this  state,  by  act  of  congress  above  referred  to;  and 
for  the  full  security  of  purchasers  in  the  value  thereof,  it  is 
hereby  expressly  covenanted,  on  behalf  of  the  state,  that  the 
said  land  so  received  by  donation  of  the  U.  States,  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  of  the  moneys  arising  therefrom,  and  all  avails 
thereof  whatever,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  irrevocably 
pledged  for  the  commencement  of  said  canal  within  three  years 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  the  sale  of  said  land,  and  for  the 
application  thereof  to  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  finally 
completing,  said  canal,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever:  And 
further^  That  ii  the  accumulated  interest  arising  from  the  sales 
oi  said  land,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  at  the  said   term  of 
comm(  ncement,  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  a  requisite 
amount  of  money,  to  be  procured  on  such  terms  as  the  state 
may  deem  proper  on  said  lands  and  the  funds  therefrom  ari- 
sing, that  said  canal  shall  be  completed  within  three  years  from 
eaid  time  of  commencement;  and  that,  if  such  interest,  so  accu- 
mulaiedjbethen  not  sufficient,  as  above,  the  construction  of 
said  canal  shall  progress  with  all  possible  despatch  by  every 
pincticable  means,  except  the  sacrifice  of  the  principal  of  said 
lard   fund   before   its    accomphshment;  j^nc/ /wrtAer,  For  the 
security  of  purchasers  in  the  most  speedy  creation  of  the  fund 
to  construct  and    c(  mplete   said  canal  fi-om  said  lands,  and  for 
the  encourfigement  oi  a  prompt  compliance  with  their  engage- 
D'tnts  on  the  part  of  purchasers,  that  all  lands   forfeited  in  any 
manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall   be  forthwith  re-sold  on 
the  original  conditions  of  sale,  without  let  or  stay,  extent  of  time 
or  reherof  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever. 

Sec.  8.  A  land  conmissioner  shall  be  elected  by  a  joint  bal- 
If't  C.I  the  houses  o(  tl  e  general  assembly,  who  shall  hold  his 
©fiice  duriig  (]>e  pleasure  of  the  legislature,  subject  to  be  re- 
Bfitjved  by  r.  joint  resolution  oi  the  two  houses;  in  which  office 
any  vacancy  between  the  sessions  of  the  legislature  shall  be 
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filled  by  the  Governor  until  the  next  session  thereof,  when  it 
«hall  be  filled  as  above.     The  said  commissioner,  belbre  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  bond  payable  to  tne 
state,  in  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  veith  fit  e- 
hold  security  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  conditioned  for  me 
fiiithful  dischargeof  the  duties  of  his  office;  whicfi  bond  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  public   accounts,  and  shall 
thenceforth  be  a  lien  on  the  lands   and  tenements  of  the  obli- 
gors.    He  shall  also  be  duly  sworn  by  some   competent  per- 
son, well  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  upon 
him  by  law.     It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  an  office  for   tbe  re- 
gistry and  sale  of  said  lands,,  which  shall  be  kept  open  at  all 
reasonable  hours ;  and  for  his  services  he  shall  receive 
out  of  the  said  canal  fund. 
Sec.  9.  That  the  said  land  commissioner  be  and  he  is  hereby 
required,  on  behalf  of  the  state,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  plat 
and  description  of  said  land,  to  procure  from  the  general   land 
office,  the  field  notes,  plats  and  surveys  thereof;  and  if  the  same 
shall  not  have  been  subdivided  by  the  United  States,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  commissioner  to  subdivide   the  said  lands 
by  half  quarter  sections  from  north  to  south  and  by  fractions ; 
and  he  shall  forthwith  transmit  a  plat  of  such  subdivision  to  the 
auditor  of  public  accounts,  and  to  the  recorder  of  the  county, 
in  which  the  office  of  said  commissioner  is  kept  as  above. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  land   commissioner,  after  giving  three 
months  previous  notice  in  the  newspapers  of  this  state,  and  in 
at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  state  in  the  Union,  shall,  at  his 
office,  proceed  to  sell  the  state  lands  aforesaid,  during  the  space 
of  four  weeks;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  T;o 
keep  up  and  correct  each  day,  in  his  office,  a  plat  of  the  land 
sold,  as  it  progresses.     After  the  conclusion  of  said  public  sale, 
the  said  commissioner  shall  sell  the  residue  to  purchasers,  u pan 
application  by  entry,upon  the  conditions  of  the  public  sale.    And 
it  is  further  made  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioner  every 
three  months,  to  re-sell  such  lands,  as  may  in  any  way  become 
forfeited  to  the  state,  also  upon  the  original  terms  of  sale,  giv- 
ing at  least  six  weeks  notice  of  the  time  of  such  sale,  which 
shall  be  by  public  vendue,  in  four  of  the  newspapers  of  this 
state:  Provided  however.  That  no  sale  of  any  part  of  the   said 
landsso  donated  to  the  state,  shall  at  any  time  take  place  for  a 
less  sum  than  the  price  of  congress  land  at  the  time  of  such  sale: 
And  provided'  also,  That  in  all  such  sales  as  aforesaid,  the  land 
commissioner  shall  reserve  to  the  state  of  Indiana  the  right  to 
enter,  at  all  times  forever,  into  and  upon  all  and  singular,  the 
iands  so  sold  as  aforesaid,  and  take  and  carry  away  any  stone 
or  timber  found  therein  and  thereupon,  which   may   at  any 
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lime  be  needed  for  the  construction  er  repair  ©f  the  €snaS> 
hereUi  provided  for. 

Sec.  11.  That  said  lands  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction,  'm 
hail  quarter  sections;  upon  the  whole  price  oi  which,  the  pur» 
chaser  shall  lorthwith  pay  the  interest  for  one  year  in  advance^ 
and  the  said  principal  ol  sai<l  price  to  remain  on  interest  at  the 
option  of  the  purchaser,  his  tieirs  and  assigns,  for  twer.ty  years: 
Provided^  That  the  interest  shall  be  punctually  paid  in  advance, 
at  the  commencement  of  each  year  from  the  date  of  said  sale^ 
and  a  failure  to  pay  the  interest  olany  one  year,  for  ninety  days 
after  the  same  becomes  due,  shall,  ipsofado,  forfeit  to  the  state, 
for  the  use  of  said  canaf,  the  tract  ol  land  on  which  said  inter- 
est may  be  due,  and  tiie  benehl  of  the  contract  by  which  it  is 
held,  and  the  state  shall  forthwith  have  possession  of  such  lands, 
and  shall  sell  the  same  aiew  ;  arid  such  purchaser,  from  and 
after  such  failure  and  forfeiture,  shall  haye  no  right  or  claim  to 
the  popsession  of  said  land;  and  if  any  purchaser  or  purchasers 
shall  at  any  time,  either  before  or  after  forfeiture  as  aforesaid^ 
ji.  any  way  injure,  destroy,  sell  or  carry  away  any  timber  or 
wood,  or  shall  use,  sell  or  move  away  any  stone  upon  any  of  the 
land'^  "o  purchased  as  aioresaid,  except  in  the  progress  and  pro- 
secution of  necessary  improvements  upon  such  land,  the  person 
or  persons  so  offending,  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  as  a  tres" 
passer:  And  ihe  certificate  of  the  recxjrderof  tht  said  county 
of  of  the  failure  and  torfeitureas  aioresaid,  r;  ihe 

certificate  of  conviction  tor  trespass  as  aioresaid,  to  be  give  by 
the  clerk  of  the  court  where  the  conviction  shall  be  had,  sb.'ll 
authorize  said  commissioner,  with  the  aid  of  the  sheriff  of  such 
county,  ancl  a  posse  comital  us,  if  necessary,  to  take  possession  of 
the  tract  so  forfeited,  on  behall  of  the  state  as  above. 

Sec.  12.  That  whenever  lull  payment  shall  be  made  for  any 
tract  of  such  land,  sold  as  above,  which  the  commissioner  shall 
at  any  time  belore  forteiture,  receive;  the  purchaser,  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  patent  therefor  from  the  state 
oi  Indiana,  under  the  seal  thereof,  which  shall  be  signed  by 
Governor,  and  countersigned  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts* 
Sec.  1 3.  That  the  said  land  commissioner  shall  receive  the 
moneys  arising  from  the  sales  of  such  lands,  and  shall  give  to 
purchasers  certificates,  specifying  the  amount  by  -h^m  paid, 
the  tract  of  land  purchased,  and  thebalemce  due  thereon;  which 
certificate  shall  be  by  such  ptirchaser  presented  to  the  record- 
er ol  said  county  of  ,  who  shall  forthwith  record  the 
same  at  Jul i  length  in  a  book  by  him  to  be  kept  for  that  pur* 
pose;  and  upos;  other  f'aymerts  heiug  made,  the  said  commis- 
tioner  shall  receipt  therefor,  and  such  receipt  shall  be  presented 


«nd  recOT^ed  as  above; and  when  final  payment  shall  be  made^ 
a  final  certificate  shall  ^e  given  by  said  commissioner,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  said  recorder,  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  and  as- 
signs; upon  the  fiUng  whereof  with  the  auditor  of  public  ao 
counts,  he  or  tliey  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  patent  as  above« 
Tne  recorder  above,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  twenty-five 
cents  for  recording  each  certificate,  and  for  each  receipt. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  said  land  commissioner,  and  recorder,  shall, 
severally  keep  proper  books  o/ account,  and  shall  make  month- 
ly reports  to  the  auditor,  of  all  their  transactions  under  this  act; 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  auditor  to  devise  the 
forms  of  receipts  and  certificates,  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
provisions  and  covenants  of  this  act;  and  direct  the  mode  of 
keeping  the  accounts  and  making  the  monthly  returns  previous 
to  the  day  of  sale. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  keep  an 
account  with  the  said  board  of  commissioners  charging  him 
Wi'h  the  receipts  exhibited  by  the  corresponding  reports  afore- 
said ;  and  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  each  session  of  the  gen- 
eral fjssembiy,  transmit  a  statement  of  such  account,  allowing  a 
credit  to  such  board  of  commissioners  of  all  such  certificates  of 
investment  as  he  may  file  with  him  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec,  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
aforesaid,  by  secure  means,  as  often,  and  whenever  the  funds 
by  him  received  oi  account  of  the  sales  of  said  lands,  by  way 
of  principal  or  interest,orin  any  wise,  shall  amount  to  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  most  profita- 
ble stock  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
bank  of  the  United  States,  by  a  sale  agency ;  and  shall  make 
iiC  invest  nent  aforesaid,  suhjert  to  the  order,  and  under  the 
control  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  canal  here- 
by contemplated;  and  he  shall  file  his  certificates  of  investment 
iu  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts. 

Sec.  17.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  governor  of  the 
state  of  Indiana,  to  employ  an  experienced  engineer  of  skill  and 
character,  on  behalf  of  the  state;  whose  compensation,  with  all 
proper  and  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  cana! 
fund  herein  provided,  and  who  shall  continue  in  office  during, 
the  pleasure  of  the  general  assembly.  The  said  engineer 
shall,  during  the  year  1831,  with  such  assistants  as  may  be  ne 
cessary,  proceed  to  examine,  determine  upon,  and  prepare  for 
contract,  the  hne  of  said  canal,  as  herein  established,  and  report 
the  same  with  his  detailed  estimate,  so  far  as  his  work  may  have 
progressed  and  be  perfected  for  operations,  to  the  general  as- 
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semMy,on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  their  session  neit 
thereafter,  so  that  such  portion  of  said  line  may  be  pu.  Ui  der 
contract,  and  the  work  commenced  before  the  expiration  ol  Iher 
time  hmited  by  the  act  of  congress  donating  said  lands.  A-id 
mpon  the  approval  of  the  said  final  location,  the  construction  of 
Said  canal  shall  be  commenced,  under  the  further  direction  of 
the  general  assembly,  before  the  time  so  limited,  the  second  day 
of  March,  1832. 

And  on  the  question,  shall  this  amendment  to  the  proposed 
amendment  of  the  select  committee  be  adopted?

Mr.  President: 

I  have  it  in  charge  to  announce  to  the  senate,  that  on  this 
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iay,  (January  23,)  the  enrolled  bills  which  originated  in  the 
senate,  entitled: 

An  act  supplemental  to  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize 
the  loaning  of  the  seminary  funds,  approved  January  24,  1828; 

An  act  authorizing  further  sales  of  the  reserved  townships  of 
land  in  Gibson  and  Monroe  counties; 

An  act  authorizing  the  board  of  justices  doing  county  bu- 
siness in  the  county  of  Lawrence,  to  assess  i  poll  tax  for  cour)ty 
purposes;seveFally  received  the  approbation  and  signature  of 
the  governor. 

And  the  Senate  adjourned,

The  Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Ewing  now  filed  the  following  protest,  to  wit: 

In  protesting  most  solerany  against  the  bill  this  day  offered 
and  passed,  "concerning  the  Wabash  and  Miami  canal,"  the 
undersigned  owes  it  to  himself  and  to  his  constituents,  to  avow 
the  suspicions  which  are  excited  by  its  unlooked  for  aspect,  and 
the  injurious  consequences  to  the  state,  (and  more  particularly 
to  the  all-important  work  to  which  it  relates.)  if  it  become  a 
law. 

First — Because  our  essential  interest?,  as  well  as  duty  to  the 
agricultural,  and  commercial  and  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  state,  indeed  to  the  people  at  large — demand  a  measure  to 
make  some  pecuniary  provision  for  the  advancement  of  the  work ; 
and  the  bill  will  consume  one  thousand  dollars  uselessly,  as  no 
relative  advantage  can  possibly  be  derived  from  the  surveys 
of  the  existing  board  of  commissioners,  under  existing  circum- 
stances; this  not  being  such  a  measure  as  comports  with  either 
the  wishes  or  the  interests  of  the  people. 

Second — Because  its  adoption  at  this  moment,  by  this  house, 
is  calculated  to  defeat  the  intended  revival  of  an  efficient  bill 
already  passed  upon  here,  and  defeated  by  only  one  vote,  in  the 
other  branch  of  this  general  assembly — will  prostrate  state  in- 
terests — by  a  loss  of  one  years  interest  upon  a  sale  of  our  own 
lands — one  years  loss  of  revenue  upon  the  work,  and  the  popu- 
lation it  would  entice,  and  one  years  deprivation  of  all  the  at- 
tendant advantages — without  any  possible  effect,  except  the 
promotion  of  individual  speculation,  and  sinister  gain,  by  a  pur- 
chase of  congress  lands,  for  a  small  price,  upon  the  margin  of 
f>he  intended  canal,  not  provided  for— the  unnecessary  service. 
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df  commissicners-~and  probably  an  increase  of  difficulties  re 
suiting  from  these  causes  at  our  next  session. 

Third — Because  if  any  lands  be  offered  for  sale  for  cash,  oq 
the  margin  of  the  canal  line,  before  provision  be  made  for  the 
work,  the  desirable  object  of  population  will  not  thereby  be  ac- 
complished, as  cash  purchasers  of  public  lands,  under  such  cir- 
cumstances, will  be  composed  chiefly  of  monied  non-residents, 
and  home  speculators,  and  the  laboring  class,  whose  presence  is 
required,  will  not  go  to  such  a  country,  being  unable  to  buy 
land  for  cash,  in  a  country  where  labour  cannot  avail,  until  the 
work  progress  and  the  necessary  expenditures  to  sustain  a  fami- 
ly and  furnish  a  farm  would  be  obviously  great. 

Fourth — Because  the  deep  accountability  of  those  who  de- 
feated the  efficient  measure,  introduced  by  the  undersigned,  and 
already  adopted  by  this  house,  cannot  be  lessened  by  the  impoli- 
tic course  the  present  bill  must  induce ;  and  hurried  as  it  may 
be  into^a  law,  in  two  hours  after  its  first  presentation,  it  is  ob- 
jectionable and  pernicious,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned, 
in  every  point  of  view.
